24th JaNUART, 1793. 

At five o'clock in the morning I landed near 
the entrance of our anchoring-place. Along 
the ſhore I obſerved blocks of ſand- ſtone, the de- 
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compoſition of which had furniſhed the very fine 
quartzoſe ſand, on which I walked for ſome time. 

The Eſperance had already found a watering- 
place, in a little cove to the north-weſt, where 
there was very good water, eaſily procured. The 
brook that furniſhed it fell into the ſea from a 
height of more than three fect, ſo that it would 
readily run into the long- boat through wooden 
troughs. | 


We ſoon reached the head of the bay, where 


we found a hut, which the ſavages had conſtruct- 
ed with much art. The ingenuity with which 
they had diſpoſed the bark that covered its roof, 
excited our admiration ; the heavieſt rain could 
not penetrate it. It had an opening in the ſide 
towards the ſea, and curioſity induced us to enter. 

Some of the people on board the Eſperance had 
told us, that the evening before they had ſeen 
three natives, ſitting round a ſmall fire, cloſe to 


the hut, who, being frightened by the ſound of 


4 gun diſcharged at a bir, had fled with precipi- 
tation. We had ſoon another proof of their pre- 
| ſence at this extremity of the bay; and it appeared 


to us, that they came regularly to ſleep in this 


hut. In a very ſhort time we repented our en- 

tering into it; for the vermin that ſtuck to our 
clothes, bit us in a very diſagrecable manner. 

The tide of flood had raiſed the ſea to a height 

| that 
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that enabled it to flow withdo the land, where 
we ſaw on it many ducks; but they would not 
Ict us approach within a conſiderable diſtance of 


them. From their being thus afraid of man, I 


infer, that they are not ſafe from the attacks of 


the natives. 


In the woods we found few inſects; but for 
this we were amply compenſated when we re— 


turned to the ſea- ſide. As the weather was very 


fine, the inſets had flown thither from all parts; 


and among the great number of thoſe that had 
attempted to croſs the bay, many termites, and 


various coleoptera, of very ſtrange ſhapes. The 


wind had driven them upon the ſand, where We 


could collect them with great caſe. 
Next morning, at day- break, we landed near 


the head of the bay, whence we entered a large 


valley, which ſtretches to the ſouth-weſt, between 
ſome very high hills. From the top of one of the 


higheſt we could ſee all the country, as far as the 
toot of the great mountain, that bore north-weſt 


from our ſhips. The ſnow ſtill remaining on its 
ſummit, rendered the view very pictureſque, and 
by its contraſt heightened the beautiful verdure 


of the large trees, which appeared to grow on 1t 
With great vigour. 


Many ſpecies of embothrium were obſery ed on 


the declivity of the hills where we were. Lower

down we perceived ſprings of clear water, creep- 


ing out at ſeveral places, and running into a lake. 


where I ſaw ſome pelicans; but unfortunately 1 


was able to fire at them only from a great diſ- 


tance. This lake is in the midſt of a large plain, 
the ſoil of which, in the loweſt parts, conſiſts of 
clay thoroughly drenched with water, and covered 


with roots of different plants, which form a bad 


kind of turf on a ſhaking bottom. Through this 
are openings in ſeveral places a few feet broad. 
diſplaying a very thin mud, covered with water. 


Near theſe bogs, I had the pleaſure of collecting 


a great number of plants, among which I remarl:- 


ed ſeveral new ſpecies of calceolaria and droſcra. 
(ſun-dew.) 

Continuing our walk, we ſoon had a vegetable 
mould under our feet, which I found the ſame 
at more than half a yard deep throughout the 


Whole breadth of the valley. The temperature 


of the climate would be extremely ſavourable to 


the cultivation of moſt of the vegetables of Eu- 
rope ; and a few trenches, dug in proper places, 
would give a ſufficient diſcharge to the water, 


to drain almoſt all the marſhes found there, and 


convert them into fertile ſoil. 

As night approached, we had reached the ſpot 
where we landed, and ſaw therc ſeveral heaps of 
oviter-Mells, brought by the natives, which had 

| induced 
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indeed our fiſhers to ſearch for them 1 in the bay. 
At. low water they diſcovered, very near this 
place, an oyſter-bank, from which they took a 
large quantity; and the flood brought in with 
it ſeveral ſpecies of ray, fome of Which they 
caught allo. 

The whole of the 26th I ſpent in e 
and Preparing every thing I had collected line 
our arrival in Rocky Bay. I was aſtoniſhed at 
the great variety of productions {till afforded me 
by this part of New Holland, where I had been 
very diligent in my reſearches for more than a 
month the preceding year; though, it is true, ſe- 
veral leagues from the places we had now viſited, 


and in a more advanced ſeaſon, when a great 


number of plants, that I now found, muſt have 


diſappeared. 


On the following morning, as ſoon as it began 
to dawn, we ſet off, with the deſign of remaining 
ON ſhore a couple of days, reſolving to purſue our 
reſearches to a conſiderable diſtance from our 
place of anchorage. We landed in the ſouth- 


weſt. and followed a path, traced nearly in chat 


direction by the natives, where we obſerved to- 
lerably recent marks of naked feet, among which 
were ſome of very young children. No doubt, 
tome families, alarmed by our ſtay in Rocky Bay, 

B 3 had 
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had gone in queſt of another retreat, where they 
deemed themſelves in more ſafety. 

After an hour's walk, we reſted in a low place, 
where the waters from the neighbouring hills 
were collected. To ſeveral ſpecies of lepioſper- 


mum this moiſture was ſo well ſuited, that they 


had grown up to very large trees; though all 
that I had hitherto found in other places were but 


little ſhrubs. Some here were more than thirty 
yards high, though the trunk was not eight inches 


in diameter. One ſpecies was remarkable for its 


bark, which was about an inch thick, and com- 


poſed of a great number of flakes, lying one over 
another, very eaſily ſeparable, and as thin as the 


fineſt Chineſe paper. This ſingular organization 
of the bark occurs only in New Holland: it 
is nearly the ſame in the eucalyptus refinifera ; 
and I had obſerved it alſo on the ſouth-weſt 


coaſt of this country, on two large trees, one be- 
longing to the family of protea, the other to the 


myrtles. 
Wie ſoon found a current of air oppoſite to the 
ſtrong breezes from the ſouth-weſt, Near we 


ſaw the marks of a fire, which appeared to have 


been lately burning. The natives had left there 
part of a ſtalk of fucus palmatus (the palmated or 


ſweet fucus,) which the natives cat, after they 
have 
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have broiled it, as we had afterwards an opportu- 
nity of ſeeing.* 

The ſouth-weſt wind, which had been pre- 
ceded by a great deſcent of the quickſilver in the 
barometer, blew in the afternoon in violent guſts, 
which brought on rain juſt as we reached the ſea- 
ſhore near South Cape. Fortunately a ſhrub of 
the rutaceous family afforded us an excellent 
ſhelter by its buſhy thickneſs. This ſhrub grows 
vigoroufly on theſe heights, notwithſtanding its 
being expoſed to all the impetuoſity of the vio- 


lent winds that prevail on theſe coaſts. 


To this new genus I have given the name of 
mMazentoxeron. 

The calyx is bell- -ſhaped, and four-toothed. 
The petals are attached to the bottom of the 
calyx. | 8 


The ſtamens, eight in number, are fixed to the 


receptacle. 


The germen is oval. The ſtyle is not quite 
ſo long as the ſtamens. The ſtigma has four di- 
viſions. 3 8 


This ſpecies of ſea-wrack, we are informed, is eaten 
both in Scotland and Ireland, ſometimes freſh, as a ſallad; 
but more frequently it is dried, rolled together, and chewed 
as tobacco. In the Iſle of Sky it is uſed as a medicine.—

We ke ſome way to the north acroſs bil. 
locks of ſand, before we got down to the beach, 
the windings of which we followed with great 
eaſe for a conſiderable diſtance ; but at length 
we were ſtopped by a 8 which termi- 
nated in a cliff; where it advanced into the ſea. 
We attempted to go round it on the land ſide, 

Eo but 
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but found it impoſſible to penetrate through the 
thickets, by which it was environed. 

Night coming on, we returned in ſearch of a 
convenient place to pals the night near a rivulet, 
which we had crofled. A thick buſh was the 
beſt ſhelter we could find; and this we increaſed 


by the addition of branches from others, ſo that 


we expected to have been perfectly ſecure againſt 
any inconvenience from the wind. But the gale 
from the ſouth-weſt blew 10 ſtrong during the 
night, that the rain penetrated our covering on 
all ſides; and to heighten our diſtreſs, the cold 
was very piercing, which drove moſt of us near 
the fire, though there we were {till more expoſed 
to the wet, than in our ſort of hut. 

28th. As ſoon as day broke, we quitted our un- 
comfortable lodging, and croſſed the downs, that 
ſurrounded us. In {ome places, where the ſand 
appeared lately to have fallen down, I obſerved, 


that theſe ſand hills appeared to reſt partly on a 


very hard ſteatite, of a dark grey colour, partly 
on ſandſtone. Preſently after I obſerved from 
the borders of the {hore, a very large rock, ſtand- 
ing in the ſea, and not far from the land, which 
exhibited on all ſides the ſame ſpecies of ſteatite. 
This rock, which is very high, is pierced at one 
of its extremities. 

The waves had ſeparated from the bottom of 


the 
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the ſea much ſponge of the ſpecies called pongia 
cancellata, great quantities of which we ſaw thrown 
upon the ſnore. 

In the midſt of theſe downs grew a new ſpe- 
cies of plantain, which I call plantags tricuſpidata, 
from the form of its leaves. This muſt be reckon- 
ed among the moſt uſeful plants, which this coun- 


try affords for the food of man. The hope of 


finding ſome vegetables fit to eat as ſallad had 


induced the moſt provident among us, to bring 


the neceſſary ſauce, and the ſallad furniſhed by 
the leaves of this plant, which were very tender, 
was highly reliſhed by all the company. 

Several kinds of graſs, among which I noticed 
many new ſpecies of feſcue {( feſtuca), ſerved to 
bind the ſand together. A new geranium, with 
an herbaceous italk, very ſmall, and with leaves 


deeply cut, was among the number of plants I 


collected. It was the firſt plant of the genus, 
that I found in this country. 

I had obſerved ſeveral burrows made in the 
ground, where the ſand had ſufficient ſolidity, 
but I knew not by what animal they were form- 
ed; when a kangarou of a middle ſize ſtarted up 
at our approach, and ran into one of them, We 
fired in ſeveral times, hoping the ſmoke would 
drive him out, but he would not quit his hole. 

Several tracks of kangarous through a little 

wood 
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wood rouſed the ardour of two of our ſhooters, 
who were with us; and they ſoon got ſight of ſe- 
veral of theſe animals in the midſt of a meadow 
watered by a delightful rivulet, but all of them 


were too ſhy to be approached. 


At length we got on board, greatly fatigued 
for want of flecp, as we had not cloſed our eyes 
for more than forty hours. 


29th. The four ſubſequent days! inal; in 


viſiting the environs of the place where we lay at 


anchor. Toward the ſouth-ſouth-eaſt I found a 


fine tree, which appeared to me to belong to the 


family of conifer, judging by the diſpoſition of 
its ſtamens, and the reſinous {ſmell of every part: 
but I was never able to procure any of its fruit, 
though I afterwards ſaw ſeveral trees of the 
ſame kind. No doubt the ſeaſon was not yet far 
enough advanced; and the ſtamens, which I ob- 
ſerved, appeared to have remained ever ſince the 
preceding year, I mention this tree, not only on 
account of the ſingularity of its leaves for a tree 
of this family, for they are broad, and deeply in- 
dented on their edges, but for their utility in 
making beer. They afforded a bitter and aroma- 


tic extract, which I imagined might be uſed as 


that of ſpruce ; and on making a trial of it with 
malt, I found that I was not miſtaken. 


This fine tree is often a in thickneſs, and 
twenty | 
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twenty-five or thirty yards high. Its wood 


very hard, of a reddiſh colour, and ſuſceptible of 


a fine poliſh. 


The thick woods we had to the north-north- 


weſt of our ſhips turmſhed a great number of 


trees of a moderate height, which grew extremely 
Well, notwithſtanding the ſhade of the vaſt eu- 
calyptus g glabulus. 


T ſhall give ſome account of a new genus of 


the family of the hy pericums, which conſtituted 
the ornament of theſe ſolitary places, and Which 
I call carpodontos. 

The calyx has four ſcarious leaves, united at 
the upper part : they tall off as the corolla unfolds 
itſelf. 1 55 

The corolla is formed of four petals, attached 
beneath the germen. . 


The ſtamens are numerous, (chirty or forty.) 


The germen is elongated, and ſurmounted with 


fix or ſeven ſtyles, each of which has an acute 


ſtigma. 


The capſule opens into ſix or ſeven valves, 
woody, cleft internally throughout their whole 
length, and bidentated at their ſuperior extre-— 
mity. 

The ſeeds are - few, and 1 

This tree, which does not reach a height x 
more than eight or ten yards, 1s but ſlender. 
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Its leaves are oval, oppoſite, coriaceous, ſhin- 
ing, and covered with a thin film of reſin, which 


tranſudes from the upper part: the under part 


is whitiſh, and the lateral ribs are ſcarcely per- 
ceptible on it.

FesrUaRY 2d. We had planned a viſit to the 
higheſt of the mountains in this part of New 
Holland, the various ſites of which gave us hopes 
of a great number of new productions. Each of 
us took proviſion for five days, which we pre- 
fumed would afford us ſufficient time for our pur- 
pole. Accordingly we ſet off very carly in the 
morning, with a tolerable ſock of biſcuit, cheeſe, 

bacon, 
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bacon, and brandy, our uſual ſtore on diſtant ex- 
curſions. 
When we had proceeded about half way on 
the road we had before taken, in our journey to 
South Cape, we found an extenſive opening 


through the woods, which facilitated our progreſs 


weſterly, as far as the foot of the hills, that we 
were obliged to croſs; and then we plunged into 
the midſt of the woods, with no other guide but 


the compaſs. 


We directed our way to the north, advancing 


flowly from the obſtacles preſented us at every 
ſtep by vaſt trees lying one upon another. Moſt 
of theſe, blown down by the violence of the 


winds, had torn up in their fall part of the foil 
that bore them; others, that had fallen in conſe- 
quence of their age, were every where rotten, and 
the lower part of their trunks was frequently ſeen 
ſtanding amidſt the wreck of their upper parts, 
that lay in huge heaps around. - 

After a very laborious walk, we at length reach- 


ed the ſummit of a mountain, whence we per- 


ceived to the ſouth the middle of the roadſtead 
of South Cape, and to the north-weſt the large 
mountain, toward which we directed our ſteps. 


Night ſoon obliging us to halt, we kindled a 


large fire, round which we repoſed ; and a com- 


tortable ſleep diſſipated the fatigues of the day. 


We 
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We ſlept in the open air, for we ſhould have 
ſound it difficult, to conſtruct a ſhelter in a ſhort 
time among the large trees, as their branches were 
moſtly near the ſummit, and this part of the 


foreſt was deſtitute of ſhrubs. We looked in vain 


for ſome large trunks hollowed by fire; theſe are 
to be found only in places frequented by the 
natives. We had ſeen a great number on the 
borders of the ſea, where we had obſerved many 
paths, which the natives had cleared; but no- 
thing gave us any intimation that they had ever 
come into the midſt of theſe thick foreſts. 

The air was extremely calm; and about mid- 
night I awaked, when, ſolitary in the midſt of 
theſe ſilent woods, the majeſty of which was half 
diſcloſed to me by the feeble gleam of the ſtars, 
felt myſelf penetrated with a ſentiment of ad- 
mration of the grandeur of nature, which it is be- 
yond my power to expreſs. 

3d. At day-break we reſumed our journey in 
the tame direction as before. Our difficulties in- 
creaſed more and more. The trunks of trees lying 
one upon another often preſented an almoſt impe- 
netrable barrier, obliging us to climb to the up- 
permoſt, and then to walk from tree to tree, at 
the hazard of a fall from a conſiderable height; 
tor ſeveral were covered with a ſpongy bark, ſo 
wet with the damp continually prevailing in theſe 
thick 
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thick woods, that our path was extremely ſlip- 


pery, as well as difficult. 

The day was conſiderably advanced, when we 
arrived at the ſummit of a mountain, from which 
we perceived the whole extent of a long valley, 
which we had {till to croſs, before we could reach 
the foot of the mountains, which we had ſet out 
to viſit. The intermediate ſpace appeared to bc 


about eighteen miles; and this ſpace was occupicd 


by foreſts, as thick as thoſe through which we 
bad juſt penctrated. It was to be apprehended, 


that it would take us upwards of two days, to 


reach the end of our intended journey; even i 
we were not retarded by extenſive marſhes, or 
other obſtacles, which we could not poſſibly fore- 
fee. It would require nearly as long a time to 
return; and from this calculation, our proviſtor 
would be expended three days before the termi- 
nation of our journey. Theſe foreſts in the mean 
time afforded nothing that could contribute to 


our ſubſiſtence; and conſequently we were obliged 
to relinquiſh our deſign. 


The great chain of mountains appeared to 


ſtretch from the north-eaſt to the ſouth-weſt, 


through a vaſt extent of country. 

In the foreſts we had juſt traverſed, we found 
the ſame kind of ſtones which we had already 
met with towards South Cape. Sceing this Cape 
ſouth 
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ſouth by eaſt, we took this direction, and went 
to ſpend the night on the ſkirts of the foreſt, 
near a rivulet, which runs to the foot of the 


mountains. 


4th. The difficulty of penetrating through the 
woods, made us reſolve in future to follow the 
ſhore as far as we could, and avail ourſelves of 
the openings that terminated On it, tO proceed 


into the interior part of the country. In this 
manner we could traverſe a conſiderable extent of 


ground in little time; but it was neceſſary for us 


firſt to paſs the cliff that projected into the ſea, 


and had ſtopped us a few days before. By treſh 


attempts at length we ſucceeded, and, after ſur- 
mounting the greateſt difficulties, we penetrated 
through the thick woods that oppoſed our paſ- 
ſage. On quitting theſe we were able to con- 
tinue our journey along the ſea-ſide, the way be- 


ing ſufficiently caſy, as the mountain terminated 


at the ſhore by a gentle ſlope : but we were ſoon 
obliged to climb over ſtecp rocks, at the foot of 


which the ſea broke in a tremendous manner. 


This road, notwithſtanding its difficulty, was fre- 
quented by the natives, for we found in it one of 
their ſpears. This weapon was no more than a 
very ſtraight long ſtick, which they had not taken 
the pains to ſmooth, but which was pointed at 
cach end. 
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The ſide of the mountains being expoted for a 


. conſiderable extent, we obſerved a horizontal vein 
of coal, the greateſt thickneſs of which did not 


exceed four inches. We noticed it for the ſpace 
of more than three hundred yards. The ſtratum 
beneath it was ſand ſtone ; that above, a dark 


brown ſchiſt. From theſe indications I preſume, 


that excellent coal may be found in abundance 
at a greater depth. It 1s well known, that the 
richeſt mines of this fuel are commonly found. 
beneath ſandſtone. _ 

The ruſt, with which I perceived the water, 
that trickled from the rocks, highly coloured, was 


the firſt indication theſe mountains afforded me 


of their containing iron ; but it was not long be- 
fore J found fine fragments of hematites of a 
bronze red colour, and farther on an ochry earth 
of a tolcrably bright red. Small ſeparate frag- 
ments of tripoli alſo were ſcattered about in the 
way we took; probably ſeparated from the higher 
ſtrata, which we could not diſtinguiſh, as the, 
were covered by the earth that tumbled down in 
large matles. | = 

Several new ſpecies of /obe/ia grew out from 
the cleſts of the rocks, which became more and 
more ſteep. Some of them were perpendicular 


clifts, more than two hundred yards in height 
above the level of the ſea. Very recent marks ot 
oy the 
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the carth having tumbled down made us reſolve 
to take our way through the woods, and not to 
approach the clifts again without the greateſt 
caution. 

For ſome time we proceeded ani ſhrubs, 
moſt of which were of the hcath family ( erica ), 
or that of dioſpyros. 

Our attention was ſoon called to a fearful ſound, 
the repetitions of which ſeemed to obey the mo- 
tions of the waves, and with the greateſt aſtoniſh- 


ment we beheld the terrible ſpectacle of the de- 


ſtructive effects of the ſea, continually undermin- 
ing theſe cliffs. The baſe of an enormous rock 
was already buried in the waves, while its ſum- 
mit was hollowed into a yaſt arch, ſuſpended at 
the height of more than two hundred yards, 
which, by reverberating the ſound, increaſed the 
noiſe of the reiterated daſhings of the impetuous 


waves that broke againſt its ſides. 


Having paſſed the firſt two capes to the weſt 
of South Cape, we returned towards the latter, 
where we ſpent a very bad night, for pnfortu- - 
nately we were at no great diſtance from ſome 
itagnant waters, and the extreme calmneſs of the 
air expoſed us to all the fury of the moſchettocs. 

5th. Morning being the time of low water, 
we hoped to be enabled, by its means, to procure 
{ome hell. fü, of which the bad quality of our 
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proviſion made us feel a preſſing want : but the 
breeze ſetting in from the ſea diſappointed us, by 
raiſing the water nearly as high as it would have 
been at flood tide. Thus we were obliged to con- 
tent ourſelves with our falt proviſion. 

The caſcade at South Cape, from which a 
great deal of water fell into the ſea, when Captain 
Furneaux landed there, was nearly dry at this 
time. From the marks of its bed, however, it 
was eaſy to perceive that its run muſt be conſi- 


derable 1 in the rainy ſeaſon. 


We found a dead ſeal on the ſhore, of th ſpe- 
cies called phora monacus. Two ſevere contuſions 
on 1ts head gave us reaſon to ſuppoſe, that it had 
been driven againſt ſome rocks by the violence of 
the waves, which it had not ſtrength to ſur- 
mount. 

Bending our courſe toward our anchoring- place, 
we found two large pools to the eaſt-north-caſt 
of South Cape; and as we went round them, we 
ſaw on their borders ſeveral burrows of kangarous. 
A new ſpecics of utricularia diſplayed its beauti- 
ful flowers on the ſurface of their tranquil waters 
ij was aſtoniſhed that theſe ſtagnant pools.did not 
exhale a fetid ſmell, as is uſually the caſe ; but it 
is probable, that the water is ſpcedily renewed by 
filtering through the ground. 

It was three o'clock in the afternoon when we 
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arrived on board, One of the gunners of the Et- 


perance, named Boucher, we learned had died, 
during our abſence, of a conſumption. 

Gth and 7th. After having deſcribed and pre- 
pared the ſubjects of natural hiſtory, which I had 
collected the preceding days, | employed the re- 
mainder of my time in viſiting the low lands to 
the ſouth-eaſt. The woods here were eaſily pe- 
netrated, as the trees ſtood at ſome diſtance from 


each other. Almoſt every where I found the ſoil 


an excellent mould. I cut ſpecimens of ſeveral 


ſorts of wood, to find out the different uſes for 


which each might be employed. That fine tree, 
which I imagine to be of the coniferous family, 


and which I have already mentioned, gave con- 


ſiderable reſiſtance to the ſaw: no doubt. it will 
furniſh the moſt compagk timber of any of that 
family. 

It had long been my with, chat hs greater 
part of the ſeeds we had brought from Europe, 
capable of {ſucceeding in this climate, might be 
ſown on this part of the coaſt in a good mould 
ſufficiently watered : but on my return Law with 
regret that a very dry and very ſandy ſpot, pretty 
near the head of the bay, had been dug up and 


{own.. 


Early in the morning of the 8th, the gardener 
and I, with two of the crew, ſet off for port 
O3 Dentre- 
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Dentrecaſteaux, intending to ſpend two days in 
examining its environs. We landed at the mout]; 
of the harbour, on its weſtern ſide; and fortu- 


nately found ourſelves on a bank of oyſters, of 


which we collected an abundant ſtore. 

It was with pleaſure we ſaw once more a place, 
which we had viſited ſeveral] times the preceding 
year. Moſt of the little rivulets we had then met 
with, and even that where we procured our wa- 
ter, were now dry. 


We ſoon reached the head of the hebour, and 


found, as we proceeded up the river, very cloſe 


and marſhy thickets, which often retarded our 


progreſs. 


Snakes are not common at Diemen's Cape, yet 


I faw two, ſleeping in the ſun, on large trunks of 


trees; on our approach they withdrew into the 
hollow trunks, that ſerved them for a retreat. 


They were of the ſpecics I had found the year be- 


fore, which 1s by no means dangerous, 

Though the courſe of the river was obſtructed 

by large trees at almoſt every ſtep, we were 

obliged to go up it near a mule and half, before 

we could find one, by means of which we could 

croſs to the oppoſite bank without too ne dit- 

ficulty. 

From this place we proceeded north-eaſt, tra- 

verſing 
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verſing very commodiouſly a ſpacious plain, part 
of the vegetables growing on Which had lately 
been burned by the natives. In a ſhort time we 
reached the head of the great lake, along the bor- 
ders of which we walked as far as the ſea, and 
having travelled over a conſiderable extent of 
ground, we returned to its extremity, to ſpend 
the night near a rivulet, which we had already 
croſſed. As the weather was very fine, we lay 
down to ſleep in the open air, ſheltered ſolely by 
large trunks of trees, that lay on the ground; but 
the piercing cold we felt ſoon obliged us to kindle 
a large fire. : 

It 1s remarkable, that the temperature of the 
air, at this extremity of New Holland, is ſome- 
times 17% lower in the night than it was in the 
day. (From 23* to G' of the mercurial thermo- 
meter graduated according to Reaumur, which 
is always to be underſtood). In fact this narrow 
land, lying in a pretty high latitude, is not very 
capable of long retaining the heat, which has been 
imparted to it by the rays of the ſun. This great 
difference of temperature was very inconvenient 
to us, as it obliged-us to encumber ourſelves with 
clothes, which we found very troubleſome in the. 
day. I muſt obſerve, however, that the variation 
of the thermometer on board at the ſame time 
did not excced 59 or 69. 
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gth. As ſoon as day-light appeared, while the 
two men that accompanied us were {till aſleep, 
the gardener and I proceeded towards the part of 
the lake oppoſite that Which we had viſited the 
evening before. 


[ had the pleaſure of calloting ſeveral ſpecies 


of mimoſa with ſimple leaves, all the parts of 


I had al- 


ready ſome ſpecimens, but they were very im- 


fructification of which were unfolded. 


pertect. | 


Atter walking at leaſt a couple of miles, we 
heard human voices before us. Re- 
doubling our attention, we advanced a few ſteps, 
when a ſudden cry, ariſing from ſeveral voices 
united, iſſued from one ſpot, and we perceived 


through the trees a number of the natives, moſt 
of whom appeared to be fiſhing on the borders of 
the lake. As we were unarmed, and 1gnorant of 


their intentions, we did not heſitate to return to 
our companions, each of whom had a muſket; 
and immediately croſſed through the wood, that 
the ſavages might not ſee us, leſt they ſhould be 
tempted to purſue us, on perceiving our flight. 


When we had told our men the occaſion of 


our return, I expreſſed my ſtrong deſire to have 


an interview with theſe people. It was neceilary 


firſt, however, to prepare our means of detente, 


ſo that we might be able to avail ourſelves:ot 


them 
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them in caſe of an aſſault. Accordingly we got 


ready a few cartridges, as. faſt as we could, and 


{et out towards the place, where we had ſeen the 
natives. It vas now only nine o clock, We had 


gone only a few ſteps before we met them. 


The men and youths were ranged in front, nearly 
in a ſerni-circle : the women, children, and girls, 


werea fe- paces diſtant behind. As their man- 


ner did not appear to indicate any hoſtile deſign, 
J hefitated not to 90 up to the oldeſt, Who ac- 
cepted, with a very good grace, a piece of biſcuit 
I offered him, of which he had ſeen me eat. [ 
then held out my hand to him as a ſign of triend- 
ſhip, and had the pleaſure to perceive, that he 
comprehended my meaning very well : he gave 
me lis, inclining himſelf a little, and raifing at 
the ſame time the left foot, which he carried 
backward in proportion as he bent his body for- 
ward. Theſe motions were accompanied by a 
pleating ſmile. N 


and immediately the beſt underſtanding prevailed 
among us. They received with great joy the neck- 
cloths which we offered them: the young people 
approached nearer to us; and one of them had 
the generoſity to give me a few ſmall thells of the 
whelk kind, pierced near the middle, and {trung 
like a necklace, This ornament, which he called 


canlaride, 
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canlaride, was the only one he poſſeſſed, and he 
wore it round his head. A handkerchief ſupplicd 


the place of this preſent, gratifying the utmoſt 


wiſhes of my ſavage, who advanced toward me, 
that I might tic it round his head for him, and 
who expreſſed the greateſt joy, as he lifted his 


hand up to feel it again and again. We wore 


abundance of clothes, as I have already obſerved. 
on account of the coldneſs of the nights; and wc: 
beſtowed the greater part on theſe iſlanders. 

The women were very defirous of coming 
nearer to us; and though the men made ſigns 
to them, to keep at a diſtance, their curioſity was 
ready every moment to break through all other 
conſiderations. The gradual increaſe of confi- 


dence, however, that took place, obtained them 


permiſſion to approach. It appeared to us very 
aſtoniſhing, that in ſo high a latitude, where, at 


a period of the year ſo little advanced as the 
_ preſent, we already experienced the cold at night 


to be pretty ſevere, theſe people did not feel the 
neceſſity of clothing themſelves. Even the wo- 


men were for the moſt part entirely naked, as 


well as the men. Some of them only had thc 
ſhoulders and part of the back covered with a 


kangarou's (ſkin, worn with the hair next the 
body: and among theſe we obſerved two, cach 
of whom had an infant at the breaſt. The ſole 


garment 
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garment of one was a ſtrip of kangarou's ſkin, 
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about two inches broad, which was wrapped tix 
or ſeven times round the waiſt; another had a 
collar of {kin round the neck; and ſome had a 


lender cord bound ſeveral times round the head. 


I afterwards learned, that moſt of theſe cords 
were fabricated from the bark of a ſhrub of the 
{purge family, very common in this country. 

A pole- axe, which we uſed for cutting off 
ſome branches from the trees, excited the admi- 


ration of theſe people. As they perceived us Wil- 
ling to give them any thing in our poſſeſſion, they 


did not ſeruple to beg it; and when we granted 
their requeſt, they were overcome with joy. They 
were fully ſenſible of the value of our knives, 
likewiſe ; and received a few tin veſſels with 
pleaſure, When I ſhewed them my watch, it 
attracted their defire ; and one of them, in par- 
ticular, exprefſed bis wiſh to poſſeſs it: but he 
quickly deſiſted from his requeſt, when he found, 
that I was not willing to part with it. 

The readineſs with which we gave them our 


things, no doubt, led them to preſume, that they 


might take any thing belonging to us, without 


aſking for it: this obliged us to ſet bounds to 


their deſires; but we found, to our great ſatiſ- 
faction, that they returned to us, without the 
leaſt 
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| leaſt reſiſtance, ſuch things as we could not diſ— 
penſe with for our own ule. 
I had given them ſeveral articles, without re- 
quiring any thing in return: but I wiſhed to get 7 
a kangarou's ſkin, when, among the ſavages about 
us, there happened to be only a young girl, who 
had one. When] propoſed to her, to give it me 
in exchange for a pair of pantaloons, ſhe ran 
away, to hide herſelf in the woods. The other 
natives appeared truly hurt at her refuſal, and 
called to her ſeveral times. At length ſhe yielded 
to their intreaties, and came to bring me the ſkin. 
Perhaps it was from timidity only, that {he could 
not prevail on herſelf to part with this kind of 
_ garment; in return for which ſhe received a pair 
of pantaloons, leſs uſeful to her, according to the 
cuſtoms of the ladies in this country, than the 
ſkin, which ſerved to cover the ſhoulders. We 
ſhewed her the manner of wearing them; but, 
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notwithſtanding, it was neceſſary for us, to put 
them on for her ourſelves. To this ſhe yielded 
with the beſt grace in the world, reſting both 
her hands on our ſhoulders, to ſupport herſelf, 
while ſhe lifted up firſt one leg, then the other, to 
put them into this new garment. Deſirous of 
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avoiding every cauſe of offence, we behaved with 
all the gravity we could on the occaſion. 
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This party of ſavages conſiſted of two and 
forty, ſeven of whom. were men, eight women: 
the reſt appeared to be their children; and among 
theſe we obſerved ſeveral marriageable girls, {till 
leſs clothed than moſt of the mothers. We in- 
vited them all to come and fit near our fire; 
and when they arrived there, one of the ſavages 
informed us by unequivocal ſigns, that he had 
come to reconnoitre us during the night. That 
we might underſtand he had ſeen us aſleep, he 
inclined his head on one fide, laying it on the 
palm of his right hand, and cloſing his eyes; and 
with the other he pointed out the ſpot, where 
we had paſted the night. He then acquainted 
us, by ſigns cqually expreſſive, that he was at the 
time on the other fide of the brook, whence he 
obſerved us. In fact, one of us had been awaken- 
ed about the middle of the night by a ruſtling 
among the branches, and had even fancied, that 
he heard ſome broken oft: but, being greatly fa- 
tigued, he had ſoon fallen aſleep again, perſuaded 
it was a kangarou, that had come to viſit us. Our 
fire had been a guide to this native, whom. the 
party had ſent to reconnoitre us: while we had 
ſlept with the utmoſt tranquillity, notwithſtand- 
ing we had been at the mercy of theſe ſavages 
the whole night. One of the men that accom- 
panied us, then ſaid, that in the evening, at ſun- 
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ſet, he perccived ſome ſmoke on the other fide of 


the lake, whence he preſumed, that ſome of the 


natives were aſſembled there ; but he forgot to 


mention it to us, when we joined them. 


We were defirous of ſhowing theſe ſavages the 
effects of our fire-arms, after having given them 


to underſtand, that they had nothing to fear. 


They appeared, however, to be a little ee 
at their report. 


Theſe people have wodtly hair, and let their 


beards grow. Plates VI, VII, and VIII, will give 


more accurate ideas of their perſons, and exhibit 


the characteriſtics that diſtinguiſh them more 


ſtrikingly, than a long and minute deſcription. 


It may be obſerved (Plate VII}, that in the chil- 


dren the upper jaw advances conſiderably beyond 
the lower; but ſinking as they grow up, both 
Jaws are nearly even in the adult. Their ſkin is 


not of a very deep black ; but no doubt they con- 
ſider extreme blackneſs as a beauty, for, in order 


to heighten this colour beyond its natural ſtate, 


they rub themſelves over, particularly on the 
upper parts of the body, with powdercd charcoal. 

On their ſkin, particularly on the breaſt and 
ſhoulders, may be obſerved tubercles ſymmetri— 


cally arranged, exhibiting ſometimes lines four 
inches in length, at other times points placed at 
different diſtances. The application, by Which

theſe riſings were produced, had not deſtroyed the 
cellular membrane, however, for they were of 
the ſame colour as the reſt of the ſkin. © 

The cuſtom of extracting two of the front 
teeth of the upper jaw, which, from the accounts 
of ſome voyagers, had been ſuppoſed general 
among the inhabitants of this country, certainly 
has not been introduced into this tribe; for we 
did not ſee one among them, in whom a ſingle 
tooth of the upper jaw Was wanting; ; and indeed 
they had all very good tecth. 

One of the ſailors, that accompanied us, 
thought he could not regale them better than 
with a glaſs of brandy : but, accuſtomed to drink 
nothing but water, they quickly ſpit it out, and 
it ſcemed to have given them a very diſagreeable 
tenſation. 

Theſe ſavages, going completely naked, are 
liable to wound themſelves, particularly in the 
lower extremities, when they paſs through the 
woods. We oblerved one, who walked with dif- 
culty, and one of whoſe feet was wrapped up in 
a piece of ſkin. 

[I had not perceived the young girls for ſome 
time, and imagined that they had all retired into 
the woods ; but happening to look behind me, I 
ſaw, with ſurpriſe, ſeven who had perched them- 
tlves on a ſtout limb of a tree, more than three 


yards 
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yards from the ground, whence they attentively 


watched our flighteſt movements. As they all 
ſquatted on the bough, they formed a pleaſing 
group. 7 5 

Me were at a cotifiderable diſtance from the 
ſhore, where a boat was to wait for us, to take 


us on board. It was time for us to be on our way 


toward it. We were quitting this peaceable party 
with regret, when we ſaw the men and tour of 
the youths ſeparating from the reſt, in order to 
' accompany us. One of the moſt robuſt preſently 
went into the wood, whence he returned almoſt 
inſtantly, holding in his hand two long ſpears, 

As he came near, he made figns to us, that we 

need be under no apprehenſions: on the con- 
trary, it appeared as if he were deſirous of protect- 
Ng us with his arms. No doubt they had left 
their weapons in the wood, when they came to 
meet us in the morning, chat they might give us 
no alarm. 

The other natives, whom we had juſt quitted. 

approached our party. Immediately on our re- 
queſting him, who carried the ſpears, to give us 
a ſpecimen of his dexterity, he graſped one of 
them with the right hand near the middle, then 
raifing it as high as his head, and holding it hori- 
zontally, he drew it back toward himſelf threc 


times following with a jerk, which gave it a very 


perceptible 
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| perceptible tremulous movement at each extre- 


mity, when he darted it forward near a hundred 
paces. The weapon, ſupported throughout its 
whole length by the column of air beneath it, 
flew in a tolerably horizontal direction more than 
three fourths of the diſtance. The tremulous 
motion impreſſed on it contributed, unqueſtion- 


ably, to accelerate its progreſs, and to ſupport it 


longer in the air. 

The ſavage was very ready to gratify our wiſhes, 
by launching his ſpear ſeveral times following. 
He then aimed at an object, which we pointed 
out to him, and every time was near enough to 
it, to give us a high idea of his 1kill. Preſently 
after another ſhowed us two holes in a kangarou's 


{kin, which had been made apparently with the 


point of a ſpear, giving us thus to underſtand, that 


they employed this weapon to kill theſe animals. 
In reality, they launched it with ſufficient force 
to pierce the animal through and through. 

At length we parted with our new guides, 
whole pace was ſufficiently flow for us to follow 
them with eaſe. It ſeemed as if they were not 
accuſtomed to take a long walk without inter- 
ruption : for we had ſcarcely been half an hour 
on our way, before they invited us to ſit down, 
ſaying medi; and we immediately ſtopped. This 
halt laſted but a few minutes, when they role, 
Vor. II. - D ſaying 
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ſaying to us fangara, which ſignifies © let us ſet 
off.” On this we reſumed our journey : and they 
made us halt again, in the fame manner, four 
times, at nearly equal diſtances, | 
The attentions laviſhed on us by theſe ſavages 
aſtoniſhed us. If our path were interrupted by 
heaps of dry branches, ſome of them walked be- 
fore, and removed them to either fide : they even 
broke off ſuch as ſtretched acroſs our way from 
the trees that had fallen down. 

We could not walk on the dry graſs without 
ſlipping every moment, particularly where the 
ground was ſloping ; but theſe good ſavages, to 


prevent our falling, took hold of us by the arm, 


and thus ſupported us. We found it difficult to 
perſuade them that none of us would fall, even 
if unaſſiſted; and they continued, nevertheleſs, 
to beſtow on us theſe marks of affectionate kind- 
neſs: nay, they frequently ſtationed themſelves, 
one on each ſide, to ſupport us the better. As 
they obſtinately perſiſted in paying us this oblig- 
ing attention, we no longer declined it. L 
They no doubt conceived it to be our intention 


to return to Port Dentrecaſteaux, for we were 


twice miſtaken in the road, and they both times 
pointed out to us that which led directly to it. 
A trifling incident gaye us reaſon to preſume, 
that they ſometimes catch birds with their hands. 
| A paroquet, 
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A paroquet, of the ſpecies figured in Plate X. 
which I ſhall deſcribe preſently, flew by us, and 
pitched on the ground at a little diſtance. Im- 
mediately two of the young ſavages ſet off to 

catch it, and were on the point of putting their 
hands upon it, when the bird took wing. 


; It may be preſumed, that there are no ſnakes 


at Diemen's Cape, the bite of which 1s to be 
dreaded : at leaſt, if there be any ſuch, the na- 
tives well know how to diſtinguiſh them. They 
pointed out one to us, gliding through the graſs 
very near them, yet they did not appear to be un- 
der the leaſt apprehenſion from it. 

At length they brought us near the place, 
where we had anchored the year before, The 


3 oldeſt of them was very thirſty ; and immediately 


made one of the youths fetch him an oyſter-ſhell, 


do ſerve as a cup, which he empticd ſeveral times 


before his thirſt was quenched. 
As we were very near the garden, which had 


3 been formed the preceding year by Citizen La- 


| haye, gardener to the expedition, we reſolved to 


A I viſit it, and took the opportunity, when the ſa- 


rages had ſeated themſelves. We wiſhed to leave 
them with our two ſailors, leſt they ſhouttgo and 
do any injury to ſuch vegetables as might have 
ſueceeded; but one of them was reſolved to ac- 
company us. He examined attentively the plants 
D 3 in 
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in the garden, and pointed them out with his 


finger, appearing to diſtinguiſh them perfectly 


from their indigenous vegetables. We ſaw, with 
regret, that there remained only a ſmall number 
of cabbages, a few potatoes, ſome radiſhes, crefles, 
wild ſuccory, and ſorrel, all in a bad condition: 
no doubt they would have ſucceeded better, had 
they been ſown nearer a rivulet, which we ob- 


ſerved to the weſt. I expected to have found ſome | 


creſſes at leaſt ſown on its banks; that I did not 
muſt ſurely have been owing to forgetfulneſs on 
the part of the gardener. 

Our boat was not yet arrived. We were very 


defirous that theſe ſavages ſhould have a near view 


of it; and we hoped, likewiſe, to be able to pre- 
vail on fome of them to go on board with us; 
but they were already leaving us to rejoin their 
families. At our invitation, however, they de- 
ferred their departure, and we walked together 
along the beach toward the entrance of the har- 


bour. Some trees, that lay on the ground along 
the ſhore, gave them an opportunity of diſplaying 
their agility to us by leaping over them. We were 


too much tatigued to give them an exhibition of 
what we were capable of doing; but I believe, 
ſavages as they were, they would have found 
themſelves excelled by an European tolcrably ex- 


pert at this excreiſe. 
| As 
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As ſoon as the boat came, we invited ſome of 
them to go on board her with us, After taking 
a long while to reſolve on 1t, three of them con- 
Y ſented to get into the boat ; but it appeared that 
they had no intention to quit their party, for 
they got out again in great haſte, as ſoon as we 
prepared to puſh off from the ſhore. 

We then ſaw them walk with tranquillity 


along the ſea-ſide, looking toward us from time 
to time, and uttering cries of; joy. 
4 10th. The next day we returned in a large party 


to theſe ſavages. 

Werowed along the ſhore, beyond Port Dentre- 
caſteaux, for ſome time, when a fire we perceived 
not far from the ſea-fide induced us to land. 

: 1 Some of the natives ſoon came to meet us, 
e xpreſſing by their cries the plcaſure they felt at 
ſeeing us again. 

Our muſician had brought on ſhore his violin, 
imagining that he ſhould excite as much enthu- 
ſiaſm among them by ſome noiſy tunes, as we 

had obſerved in the iſlanders at Bouka; but his 
ſelf-love was truly mortified, at the indifference 
ſhown to his pertormance here. Savages, in ge- 
neral, are not very ſenſible to the tones of ſtringed 

inſtruments. 
As we aſcended the eiche that ſkirt the ſea, 
we Toon found a party of thoſe natives, by whom 
D 3 We 
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we kad been ſo civilly received the day before. A 
lively joy was depicted on all their features, when 


they ſaw us drawing near. There were nineteen 
of them, round three ſmall fires, making their 
meal on bernacles, which they roaſted on the 
coals, and ate as faſt as they were ready. Every 
now and then ſome of the women went to pick 
theſe ſhell-fiſh from under the neighbouring 
rocks, and did not return till they had filled their 


baſkets with them. On the ſame fires we ob- 
ſerved them broil that ſpecics of ſea-wrack, which 


is called ſucus palmatus, and when it was ſoftened 


to a certain point, they tore it to pieces to cat it. 


The pains taken by one of the mothers to 
quiet her infant, yet at the breaſt, who cried at the 


firſt fight of us, appeared to us very engaging. 


She could not pacify him, till ſhe covered his eyes 


with her hand, that he might not ſee us. 


None of theſe people appeared with arms: but, 
probably, they had left them in the wood near ; 


for ſeveral of us having expreſſed an intention of 
going into it, one of the ſavages urgently entreat- 


ed them not to go that way. Our people did 


not perſiſt in it, leſt they ſhould give them ſome 


cauſe of miſtruſt : part of the boat's crew, how- 
ever, in order to deceive the vigilance of this cen- 
tinel, walked a little way along the ſhore, that 
they might enter the wood, without being ob- 

ſerved 
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ſerved by him; but no ſooner did one of the WO- 
men perceive their deſign, than ſhe uttered hor- 


intreated them to return toward the ſea. 
= We did not know to what to aſcribe their re- 
4 pugnance for our viands, but they would taſte 
none that we offered them. They would not 
even {ſuffer their children to cat the ſuger we gave 
them, being very careful to take it out of their 
1 4 mouths the moment they were going to taſte it. 
Vet their confidence in us was ſo great, that one 
= of the women, who was ſuckling a child, was 
2 2 not afraid to entruſt it to ſeveral of us. 


their nights in the open air, in a climate of which 
tue temperature is ſo variable, muſt have been 


all of them appeared to have their fight very 
good, one only excepted, who had a cataract. 


ſome others had a little pillow, which they called 
„oer, near a quarter of a yard long, and covered 
with ſkin, on which they reſted one of their el- 

bows. 
We obſerved with ſurprize the ſingular poſ- 
ture of the women, when they ſit on the ground. 
Though for the moſt part they are entirely naked, 
it appears to be a point of decorum with theſe 
D 4 ladies, 


rible cries, to give notice to the other ſavages, who 


{ imagined that theſe people, paſſing moſt of 


ſubject to violent inflammations of tlie eyes: yet 


Some of them ſat on kangarou s ſkins, and 
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ladies, as they fit with their knees aſunder, to 
cover with one foot, what modeſty bids them con- 
ceal in that ſituation. 

Theſe people ſeemed to be ſo nearly in a ſtate 


of nature, that their moſt trifling actions appeared 


to me worthy of obſervation. I ſhall not paſs 
over in ſilence, therefore, the correction a father 
gave one of his children, for having thrown a 
ſtone at the back of another younger than him- 
ſelf : it was merely a light flap on the ſhoulder, 
which made him ſhed tears, and prevented his 
doing fo again. 

The painter to the expedition expreſſed to theſe 
ſavages a wiſh of having his ſkin covered like 
theirs with the powder of charcoal. His requeſt, 


as might naturally be ſuppoſed, was favourably 
received; and immediately one of the natives ſe- 


lected ſome of the moſt friable coals, Which he 
ground to powder by rubbing them between his 
hands. This powder he applied to all the parts 


of the body that were uncovered, employing no- 


thing to make it adhere beſide the rubbing of the 
hand, and our friend Piron was preſently as black 
as a New- Hollander. The ſavage appeared highly 
ſatisfied with his performance, which he finiſhed 
by gently blowing off the duſt that adhered very 
ſlightly, taking particular care to remove all that 
might have gotten into the eyes. 


When 
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When we departed for Port Dentrecaſteaux, 
more than half theſe peaceable natives roſe to 
accompany us. Four young girls alſo were of 
the party, who received with indifference the 
garments we gave them, and, that they might 


not be encumbered with an uſeleſs burden, im- 


mediately hung them on the buſhes near the path, 
intending, no doubt, to take them with them on 
their return. As a proof that they ſet little va- 
luc on ſuch preſents, we did not ſee on any of 
them one of the garments that we had given 
them the day before. Three of theſe young wo- 
men were marriageable, and all of them were of 
yery cheerful diſpoſitions. In one of them it was 
obſerved that the right breaſt had acquired its full 
ſize, while the left was ſtill perfectly flat. This 
temporary deformity had no effect on the liveli- 
neſs of her manner. They ſeveral times ran races 
on the ſhore, Which was very ſmooth, and ſome of 
us endeavoured to catch them; when we had the 
pleaſure to ſee, that Europeans could frequently 


run better than theſe ſavages. 


The men followed with a grave pace, each 
carrying his hands reſting one againſt the other 
upon his loins ; or ſometimes the left hand paſting 
behind the back, and graſping the right arm about 
the middle. 


No doubt we loſt much by not underſtanding 
: the 
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the language of theſe natives, for one of the girl; 
ſaid a great deal to us; ſhe talked a long while 
with extraordinary volubility, though ſhe muſt 

have perceived that we could not comprehend 
her meaning ; no matter, ſhe muſt talk. 

The others attempted more than once to charm 
us by ſongs, with the modulation of which I was 
fingularly ſtruck, from the great analogy of the 
tunes to thoſe of the Arabs in Aſia Minor. Seve- 
ral times two of them ſung the ſame tune at 
once, but always one a third above the other, 
forming a concord with the greateſt juſtneſs. 

Amid theſe ſands grew a ſpecies of ficoides, in 
almoſt every point reſembling the meſembryanthe- 
mum edule, or eatable fig-marigold of the Hotten- 
tots. It differed completely in the colour of the 
flowers, indeed, which were red, while thoſe of 
the fig-marigold of the Hottentots are yellow ; 
but it bore fruit like it, much reſembling in fla- 
vour a very ripe apple. This fruit is a delicacy 
among the New-Hollanders, who ſeck for it with 
care, and eat it as ſoon as they find it. 

During this long walk, ſome of our compa- 
nions took us by the arm from time to time to 
aſſiſt us. EY 
One of the young girls having perceived at a 
diſtance a head, which the gunner of the Eſpe- 


rance had caryed on the ſtump of a tree, appear- 
ed

ed at firſt extremely ſurprized, and ſtopped ſhort 


for a moment. She then went vp to it with us, 
and, after having conſidered it attentively, named 


to us the different parts, pointing them out at 


the lame time with the hand. 

Soon after we arrived at the entrance of Port 
Dentrecaſteaux. . 

Two of the young girls followed the different 
windings of the ſhore without miſtruſt, at a diſ- 
tance from the other natives, with three of our 
ſailors, when theſe took the opportunity of one of 
the moſt retired places, to treat them with a dc- 
gree of freedom, which was received in a very dif- 
ferent manner from what they had hoped. The 
young women immediately fled to the rocks 
molt advanced into the fea, and appeared ready 
to leap into it, and ſwim away, if our men had 


tollowed them. They preſently repaired to the 


place, where we were aſſembled with the other 


WH ſavages; but it ſeems they did not diſcloſe this 


adventure, for the moſt perfect harmony conti- 


| nued to prevail between us. 


Wiſhing to know whether theſe iſlanders were 


expert ſwimmers, one of our officers jumped into 


the water, and dived ſeveral times ; but it was in 
vain that he invited them to follow his example. 
They are very good divers, however, as we had 
afterwards an opportunity of ſeeing, for it is by 
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diving they procure a conſiderable part of their 
food. We invited them to eat with us ſome oyſ- 
ters and lobſters, which we had juſt roaſted on 
the coals; but they all retuſed, one excepted, 
who taſted a lobſter. At firſt we imagined that 
it was yet too early for their meal-time ; but in 
this we were miſtaken, for it was not long before 
they took their repaſt. They themſelves, how- 
ever, dreſſed their food, which was ſhell-fiſh of 
the ſame kinds, but much more roaſted than what 
we had offered them. 

Me obſerved ſome of the ſavages employed in 
cutting little bits of wood in the form of a ſpatula, 
and ſmoothing them with a ſhell, for the purpoſe 
of ſeparating from the rocks limpets and ſea- ears, 
on which they feaſt as they get ready. 

The time for our returning on board arrived, 
but none of the natives would accompany us, 
they all leaving us, and retiring into the woods. 

11th. The engineer-geographer of the Re- 
cherche went in the barge on the 11th in the 
morning, to examine the extent of the vaſt bay 
that 1s at the entrance of Dentrecaſteaux ſtrait. 
For this ſtrait we were ſoon to ſet ſail. 

In the courſe of the day we quitted all the 
places we had occupied on ſhore during our ſtay 
in Rocky Bay. The repairs of both veſſels were 
finiſhed, The trial made the ycar before of the 
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wood of the eucalyptus globulus, induced our car- 
penters to employ it in preference to the other 
ſpecies of the ſame genus. 

For my part I entered into the thick woods to 
the north-weſt of us. Several ſpecies of ſhrubs, 
of the piftacia family, grow under the ſhade of 
the large trees ; and the fagara evodia diſtinguiſh- 
ed itſelf by its beautiful foliage. In theſe gloomy 


places the eye reſted with pleaſure on the car- 


podontos Incida, the branches of Which were quite 
covered with fine white flowers. 5 

As I advanced toward the ſouth-weſt, I croſſed 
ſome open ſpots, where I killed a beautitul ſpecies 
of paroquet, which ] diſtinguiſh by the name of 
the black-ſpotted paroquet of Diemen's Cape 
(See Plate X.). I had already met with it in ſe- 


veral other places, but always ſuch as were low, 


and deſtitute of covert. Very different from the 
known ſpecies of the ſame genus, it does not 
perch, for I uniformly obſerved it riſe from among 
the graſs, on which it almoſt immediately ſettled 
again. The ſhape of the feet, which are furniſhed 
with very long claws but little curved, ſufficiently 
indicate the manners of the bird. Its plumage is 
green, ſpotted with black ; ſome of the ſpots be- 
ing ſurrounded with little yellowiſh bands. The 
under part of the wings is aſhen-grey, with a 
broad band of pale yellow. Under the belly the 

black 
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black and yellow predominate. The under fea- 
thers of the tail are remarkable for tranſverſ: 
bands, alternately black and pale yellow. A few 
ſmall reddiſh feathers are obſervable at the baſ- 
of the . beak at the upper part of the ſuperior 
mandible. 

12th. The next day a great number of us, fron: 
both ſhips, landed near Port Dentrecaſteaux, to 
endeavour to ſee the ſavages again. It was not 
long before ſome of them came to meet us, 
giving us tokens of the greateſt confidence. They 
firſt examined with great attention the inſides ot 
our boats, and then they took us by the arm, and 
invited us to follow them along the ſhore. 
We had ſcarcely gone a mile before we found 
ourſelves in the midſt of eight-and-forty of the 
natives; ten men, fourteen women, and twenty- 
four children, among whom we obſerved as many 
girls as boys. Seven fires were burning, and round 
each was aſſembled a little family. 
The leaſt of the children, frightened at the 
ſight of ſuch a number of Europeans, immedi- 
ately took refuge in the arms of their mothers, 
who laviſhed on them marks of the greateſt at- 
fection. The fears of the children were ſoon 
removed ; and they ſhowed us, that they were 
not exempt from little paſſions, whence aroſe 
differences, to which the mothers almoſt imme- 
diateln 
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diately put an end by ſlight correction; but they 
Z ſoon found it neceſſary to ſtop their tears by ca- 
reſſes. . 

We knew already that theſe ſavages had little 
, T taſte for the violin; but we flattered ourſelves 
WT that they would not be altogether inſenſible to 
its tones, if lively tunes, and very diſtinct in their 
meaſure, were played. At firſt they left us in 
doubt for ſome time; on which our muſician 
redoubled his exertions, in hopes of obtaining 
their applauſe; but the bow dropped from his 
hand, when he beheld the whole aſſembly ſtop- 
3 ving their cars with their fingers; that they might 


hear no more. 
Theſe people are covered with vermin. We 


long while employed in freeing one of her chil- 
| '$ dren from them ; but we obſerved with diſguſt 
4 $ that, like moſt of the blacks, ſhe cruſhed theſe 
Xx | filthy, inſects between her teeth, and then ſwal- 
1 | lowed them. It is to be remarked, that apes have 
Wm... 


IS others, leſs curious with reſpect to their own 
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W Lhe little children were very deſirous of every 
ching ſhining, and were not afraid to come up to 
as, to endeavour to pull off our buttons. Their 


= dreſs. than that of their children, held them to 
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us, that we might decorate them with the orna- 
ments which we had intended for themſelves. 
Tt ought not to omit a waggiſh trick, which à 


young ſavage played one of our people. The 


failor had laid down a bag full of ſhell-fiſh at the 
foot of a rock: the youth lily removed it to an- 
other place, and let him ſearch for it a long time 


in vain; at length he replaced it where the ſailor 


had left it, and was highly diverted with the trick 


he had played him. 


This numerous party was tranſported with ad- 
miration, when they ſaw the effects of gunpow- 
der thrown on the burning coals. They all in- 
treated us to let them have the pleaſure of ſeeing 


it ſeveral times. 


Not being able to perſuade . that 
we had none but men among us, they long be- 


lieved, notwithſtanding all we could ſay, that the 


youngeſt of us were women. Their curioſity on 
this head carried them further than we ſhould 


have expected, for they were not to be convinced, 


till they had aſſured themſelves of the fact. 


The women have adopted a mode which |! 
imagine our belles will never imitate, though it 
occaſions the diſappearance of a conſiderable part 
of the wrinkles that pregnancy occaſions. They 


have the ſkin of the abdomen marked with three 
large 
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large ſemicircular riſings, one above the other: 
whether from coquetry, or not, would be difficult 
to determine. 

One of the ſavages had ſeveral marks of very 
recent burns on the head. Perhaps they employ 
the actual cautery in many diſeaſes, which is an 
eſtabliſhed practice among various other people, 
and particularly among moſt of the Indians. 

About noon we ſaw them prepare their repaſt. 
Hitherto we had but a faint idea of the pains the 


women take to procure the food requiſite for the 


ſubſiſtence of their families. They took cach a 
baſket, and were followed by their daughters, 


who did the ſame. Getting on the rocks, that 


projected into the ſea, they plunged from them 
to the bottom in ſearch of ſhell-fiſh. When they 
had been down ſome time, we became very un- 
eaſy on their account; for where, they had dived 
were ſea-weeds of great length, among which 
we obſerved the fucus pyriferus, and we feared 
that they might have been entangled in theſe, ſo 
as to be unable to regain the ſurface. At length, 
however, they appeared, and convinced us that 
they were capable of remaining under water twice 
as long as our ableſt divers. An inſtant was ſuffi- 
cient for them to take breath, and then they 
dived again, . This they did repeatedly, till their 
daſkets were nearly full. Moſt of them were 
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provided with a little bit of wood, cut into the 
thape of a ſpatula, of which I ſpoke above; and 
with theſe they ſeparated from beneath the rocks, 
at great depths, very large ſea- cars. Perhaps they 
chooſe the biggeſt, for all they brought were of a 
great ſize. 
On ſeeing the large lobſters, which they had 
in their baſkets, we were afraid that they muſt 
have wounded theſe poor women terribly with 
their large claws; but we ſoon found, that they 


had taken the precaution to kill them as ſoon as 


they caught them. They quitted the water only 
to bring their huſbands the fruits of their labour; 
and frequently returned almoſt immediately to 
their diving, till they had procured a ſufficient 
meal for their families. At other times they ſtaid 
a little while to warm themſelves, with their 
faces toward the fire on which their fiſh was 
roaſting, and other little fires burning behind 
them, that they might be warmed on Bi ſides at 
once. 

It ſeemed as if they were unwilling to loſe a 
moment's time, for while they were warming 
themſelves, they were employed in roaſting fiſh; 
ſome of which they laid on the coals with the 
utmoſt caution : though they took little care of 
the lobſters, which they threw any :vhere into the 
fire, and when they were ready, they divided the 
class 
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claws among the men and children, reſerving 
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the body for themſelves, which they ſometimes 
ate before they returned into the water. 

It gave us great pain to ſee theſe poor women 
condemned to ſuch ſevere toil ; while, at the ſame 
time, they ran the hazard of being devoured by 
ſharks, or entangled among the weeds that riſe 
from the bottom of the ſea, We often intreated 


their huſbands to take a ſhare in their labour at 


leaſt, but always in vain. They remained con- 


ſtantly near the fire, teaſting on the beſt bits, and 


eating broiled fucus, or fern-roots. ' Occaſionally 


they took the trouble to break boughs of trees into 


ſhort pieces, to feed the fire, taking care to chooſe | 


the drieſt. From their manner of breaking them, 
we found that their ſkulls muſt be very hard; for, 
taking hold of the ſticks at each end with the 
hand, they bent them over their heads, as we do 
at the knee, till they broke. Their heads being 
_ conſtantly bare, and often expoſed to all weathers, 
in this high latitude, acquire a capacity of reſiſt- 
ing ſuch efforts: beſides, their hair forms a cuſhion, 
which diminiſhes the preſſure, and renders it 
much leſs painful on the ſummit of the head, 
than on any other part of the body. Few of the 
women, however, could have done as much; for 
ſome had their hair cut pretty ſhort, and wore a 
ming ſeveral times round the head, others had 
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only a ſimple crown of hair. (See Plates IV. 
and V.) We made the fame obſervation with 
reſpect to ſeveral of the children, but none of the 
men. Theſe had the back, breaſt, ſhoulders, and 
arms, covered with downy hair. 

Two of the ſtouteſt of the party were ſitting in 
the midſt of their children, and each had two 
women by his ſide, They informed us by ſigns, 


that theſe were their wives, and gave us a frefl 
proof that polygamy is eſtabliſhed among them. 


The other women, who had only one huſband, 
were equally careful to let us know it. It would 


be difficult to ſay which are the happieſt ; as the 


moſt laborious of their domeſtic occupations de- 
volve upon them, the former had the advantage 
of a partner in them, which perhaps might ſut- 


ficiently compenſate their having only a ſhare in 
their huſband's affections. 


Their meal had continued a long time, and 
we were much ſurprized that not one of them 
had yet drank : but this they deferred, till they 
were fully ſatisfied with eating. The women 
and girls then went to fetch water with the vel- 
ſels of fea-weed, of which I have already ſpoken, 
getting it at the firſt place they came to, and ſet- 
ting it down by the men, who drank 1t without 
ceremony, though it was very muddy and ftag- 
nant. Then they finiſhed their repaſt. 

When 
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When we returned toward Port Dentre- 


caſteaux, molt of the ſavages accompanied us; 


and before they left us, they gave us to under- 


ſtand, that, in two days, by proceeding along the 
ſhore, they ſhould be very near our ſhips. To 
inform us that they ſhould make this journey in 


two days, they pointed out with their hands the 


diurnal motion of the ſun, and expreſſed the num- 
ber two by as many of their fingers. 
When we re-embarked to go on board, theſe 
good people followed us with their eyes for ſome 
time, before they left the ſhore, and then they 
diſappeared in the woods. Their way brought 


them at times to the ſhore again, of which we 


were immediately informed by the cries of joy, 


with which they made the air reſound. Theſe 


teſtimonies of pleaſure did not ceaſe till we loſt 
ſight of them from the diſtance. 

During the whole time we ſpent with them, 
nothing appeared to indicate that they had any 


to us, to live in perfect independence: though 


chiefs. Each family, on the contrary, ſeemed 


we obſerved in the children the greateſt ſubor- 


dination to their parents, and in the women the 
lame to their huſbands. It appeared, that the 
women were careful to avoid giving their huſ- 


bands any occaſion for jealouſy: though, When 
we returned on board, one of the crew boaſted of 
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the "OE he had received from one of the beau- 
tics of Cape Diemen; but it is difficult to ſay, 
how far his ſtory was founded on truth. 

13th. On the 24th I made an excurſion to the 
ſouth-eaſt, where I found an opportunity of add- 
ing to the obſervations I had already made re- 
ſpecting the different productions of the country, 

14th. The next day every thing was ready tor 
our departure, and we waited only for a fair wind 


to ſet fail: but being delayed by a calm, we ſaw 


with pleaſure, that the ſavages, who, at our laſt 
interview, had promiſed to come near our an- 
choring-place within two days, had kept their 


words. In fact, a little before noon we perceived 


a fire not tar from our watering-place ; and there 
could be no doubt that it was kindled by them, 
as all our crew were on board. A great num- 
ber of us immediately repaired in ſeveral boats to 
the place of rendezvous. It was the firſt time 


that General Dentrecaſteaux had the pleaſure of 


ſeeing any of- the natives. They ſoon quitted 


their fire, and proceeded for ſome time through 


the paths made in the wood along the ſhore, in 
order to come ſtill nearer to us. We went to 
meet them ; and when we were near them they 
ſtopped, appearing well pleaſed at ſeeing us come 

aſhore. There were five of them. One of them 


carried a piece of decayed wood in his hand, 
lighted 
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ichted at one end, and burning ſlowly. He uſed 
this kind of match in order to keep fire, and 
amuſed himſelf now and then with ſetting it to 
a tuft, where there were ſome very dry herbs. 
The others being invited by ſome of our crew to 


dance in a ring with them, imitated all their 


movements tolerably well. We made them pre- 


ſents of a great number of things, which they let 


us hang round their necks with ſtrings, and ſoon 


they were almoſt covered with them, apparently 


to their great ſatisfaction : but they gave us no- 
thing, for they had brought nothing with them, 
probably that they might walk with the more 
facility. 
Anative, to whom we had juſt given a hatchet, 
diſplayed great dexterity at ſtriking ſeveral times 
following in the ſame place, thus attempting to 
imitate one of our ſailors, who had cut down a 
tree. We ſhowed him that he muſt ſtrike in 
different places, ſo as to cut out a notch, which 
he did immediately, and was tranſported with 
joy when the tree was felled by his ſtrokes. They 
were aſtoniſhed at the quickneſs with which we 
ſawed the trunk in two; and we made them a 
preſent of ſome hand-ſaws, which they uſed with 
great readineſs, as ſoon as we had ſhown them 

the way. 
From the manner in which we had ſeen them 
E 4 procure 
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procure fiſh, we had reaſon to preſume that they 
had no fiſh-hooks : accordingly we gave them 
ſome of ours, and taught them how to uſe them, 
congratulating ourſelves at having ſupplied them 
with the means of diminiſhing one of the mol 
fatiguing employments of the women. 

Theſe ſavages were much ſurpriſed at ſeeing 


us kindle the ſpongy bark of the exca/yptus refini- 


fera in the focus of a burning glaſs. He who 
appeared the moſt intelligent among them, defir- 
ous of trying the effects of the lens himſelf, 
threw the converging rays of the ſun upon his 
thigh by its means; but the pain he felt, took 
from him all inclination of repeating the experi- 
ment. 


We let one of the natives ſce our ſhips through 


a good perſpective-glaſs, and he ſoon yielded to 
our ſolicitations, to go on board the Recherche 
in one of our boats. He went vp the fide with 
an air of confidence, and examined the inſide of 
the ſhip with much attention. His looks were 
then directed chiefly to fuch objects as might 
ſerve for food. Led by the ſimilitude in ſhape, 
between the black ſwans of Cape Dicmen and 
the gceſe of Guinea, which he ſaw on board, hc 
aſked for one, giving us to underſtand that it was 
to cat. When he came oppoſite to our hen- 
coops, he appeared ſtruck with the beauty of 2 

very 
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very large cock, Which was preſented to him; 
and on receiving it he let us know, that he would 
loſe no time in broiling and eating it. After 
having remained on board more than half an 
hour, and been loaded with preſents, he deſired 


to return, and was immediately carried aſhore. 


We had taken an ape on ſhore with us, which 
afforded much amuſement to the ſavages; and 
one of the crew took a goat with him, which 
tormed a ſubject of converſation for them a long 
time, and to which they occaſionally poke, 85 


ing, medi (ſit down). 


They have given particular names to every 
vegetable. We aflured ourſelves, that their bo- 


tanical knowledge was unequivocal, by aſking 
ſeveral of them, at different times, the names of 


the ſame plants. 

In this interview we had an opportunity of 
adding conſiderably to the vocabulary of their 
language, which we had before begun to collect, 
and which will be found at the end of this work. 
On comparing it with the vocabulary, which 
ſeveral voyagers have given us, of the language of 
the people on the eaſtern coaſt of New Holland, 
it will be ſeen, that it has no affinity with them; 
which proves, that all theſe people have not one 
common origin, 

The ſavage, who had hoon on board our veſſel, 


was 
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was not long before he quitted us, expreſſing 
much gratitude, and pointing to the cock, Which 
he took upon one of his ſhoulders. 

The reſt, before they went away, gave us to 
underſtand, that the next day their families would 
be · at the place where we were 5 but they ap- 


peared to apprehend our meaning, when we ac- | 


quainted them that we ſhould ſail the ſame day, 


and ſeemed to be much grieved at it. 


Our obſervatory, erected to the ſouth ſouth- 
eaſt of the place where we lay at anchor, and a 
little more than half a mile diſtant from it, was in 
latitude 43* 34” 37” ſouth, and longitude 144* 37” 


caſt. 


A great number of obſervations made on board 
gave us for the variation of the needle “ 34 caſt, 
while at the obſervatory we found only 29 55 


caſt variation. A difference ſo great muſt un- 


quettionably have ariſen from ſome magnetic 


point; beſides, we had already found indications 


of ferruginous ſubſtances at a very httle diſtance 
from the place. It is' remarkable that, at the 


obſervatory of the Eſperance, which was about 


ſix hundred yards only from that of the Re- 
cherche, the variation of the needle was 8? eaſt. 


We ſatisfied ourſelves that this difference was 


not owing to the compaſles uſed, for we found 
it the ſame when we made an exchange be- 
tween

tween them, by removing them from ohe obſer- 
vatory to the other. 42 

The dip of the needle was 722 at the obſer- 
vatory of the Recherche, and 71“ at that of _ 
Eſperance. 

During our ſtay in Rocky Bay the winds va- 
ried from north-weſt to ſouth-weſt, and fre- 
quently in heavy ſqualls. The {ky was ſeldom 

clear, but we had little rain. 

The tides were perceptible only once ein evo 
four hours. As the wind influenced them much, 
we could not determine with preciſion the time 


© of high-water at the full and change of the moon. 


Their greateſt perpendicular riſe was only five fect, 
or a little more. | 

During this ſtay, our ſailors loſt much of their 
ardour for fiſhing ; for this laboriqus occupation, 
in which they were employed chiefly by night, 
did not exempt them from the duties of the ſhip 
in the day; ſo that, after having ſitten up to fiſh, 
they were obliged to work all day, as well as 

thoſe who had enjoyed their regular fleep in the 
night. Care ſhould have been taken, however, 
not to damp the zeal of our fiſhers, for it was 
an object of general importance to all, to procure 


an ample ſupply of freſh proviſion ; beſides, it 
was unjuſt not to allow at leaſt a few hours reſt 
in the day to men, who had been ſpending the 


night 
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night in procuring agreeable and ſalubrious food 
for all the reſt of the crew. 

We ſet, aſhore here a ſhe- goat and a young he. 
goat, in hopes of naturalizing theſe animals in 
New Holland, as they could not fail to thrive on 
the mountains at this extremity of the country, 


and prove at ſome future period a great reſource | 


to navigators: it is only to be feared, that the 
ſavages may deſtroy them, before they have had 
dine to pee their breed.

CHAP: At 


Departure from Rocky Bay to paſs through Dentre- 


caſteaux Strait The Ships run aground in thi, 
Strait. Various Excurfions mito the neighbour- 
mg Conntry—Interview with the Natives They 
had left their Weapons in the Woods, and reſumed 
them on their Return Me anchor in Adveutiire 
Bay. | 
15th FEBRUARY. 


T day-break we ſet fail from Rocky Bay 
with a ſouth-weſt wind, and ſteered caſt- 
noeth-oadd till we reached its mouth, intending 

to caſt anchor in Dentrecaſteaux Strait. 
Some of the natives gave us notice of their 
preſence 
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preſence by ſeveral fires, which they had lighted 


on the caſtern coaſt. 


We had already croſſed the great road, which 


js at the beginning of the Strait, and were run- 


ning along very cloſe to the larboard ſhore, when 
about half after one, P. M. we ſtruck on a ſmall 
ſoal, conſiſting of ſand mixed with mud. The 
ebb had juſt begun to ſet the current againſt us; 


and the tide falling lower and lower, we were 


obliged to wait till half after {:x for high water, to 
ſet us afloat again. The Eſperance had gotten 


ſtill deeper in the ſand than we, for ſhe was not 


able to get off till near eight o clock. 
Our boat, which had been ſent off five days 


before, returned, after having diſcovered ſeveral 


very deep creeks, that formed excellent anchor- 
ing places, but without finding any river. It is 
remarkable, that all we had ſeen at Cape Die- 


men were ſmall, which indicates a very broken 


country. 
The boat was laden with black ſwans, ſhot by 
our people, whom they ſuffered to come very near 


them, It was not caſy to get thoſe that had 
been merely wounded ; for, as they could ſtill 


ſwim with great ſpeed, it was neceſſary to row 
aard, to catch them even then. 


10th. During the whole night we ſaw ren . 


fires, 
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fires, which the natives had kindled on the bor- 
ders of the ſea toward the ſouth-ſouth- eaſt, near 


two mules from the place where we had anchored. 


Wehoped that a fair wind would have allowed 
us to ſet {ail again in the morning; but the wind 
proving contrary, the General determined that 
he would remain at anchor till the next day. 
Accordingly we went aſhore toward the ſouth- 
eaſt, on ſome low ground, whence it was caſy 
to reach Adventure Bay in a ſhort time. 

Among the ditterent ſhrubs that conſtitute the 


ornaments of theſe places, I ſhall mention one, 
which I refer to the genus, that I have already 


deſcribed under the name of mazeutoxeron. It 


agrees with this genus 1n all its characters; only 


the petals, which are diſtin at the baſe, adhere 


together at the middle of their edges, but they 
may be ſeparated without breaking them. The 


ſtyle is ſimple and acute. 

To this new ſpecies I give the name of na- 
zeuloxeron reflexum, on account of its leaves, 
which are anclined toward the 
are hairy and whitiſh beneath. 

The flowers are greeniſh, ſolitary, and iſſue 
out between two ſmall oval leaves: toward the 
middle of the peduncle they have two filiform 
appendices a little larger than the calyx.

Citizen Beaupre, engincer geographer, ſet off 
in the evening, in the General's barge, for the 
great creek, which we had perceived the preceding 
year to the north, in ſailing out of Dentrecaſteaux 
Strait. The principal object was, to aſcertain 
whether 1t had any opening that communicated 


with the main ſea, and whether the iſland of 


Maria was really ſeparated from the land of New 
Holland ; for this had not been ſufficiently re- 
tolved by Marion, or even by Captain Cock. 
The wind continuing to the north all the 1 7th, 
prevented our weighing anchor, and we went 
aſhore, while our fihers proceeded toward the 
mouth of the ſtrait, The flood brought in with 
it a conſiderable quantity of fiſh, and they caught 
toveral ipecics of ray of a large ſize, Some were 
found 
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found to weigh upwards of two hundred and ſixty 
pounds. 

We got under way the next morning; but the 
wind was too faint, to enable us to ſtem the cur. 
rent, which ſet againſt us, ſo ge” we quickly let 
go our anchor again. 

Toward noon ſome of the natives appeared on 
the caſtern ſhore, about half a mile from our ſhip. 
Some others ſoon joined them ; and we could 
count as many as ten, when they kindled a fire, 
and ſcated themſelves round it. From time to 
time they anſwered with ſhouts of joy the ſhouts 
of our ſailors. We haſtened on ſhore in a large 


party, to have a nearer view of them ; and when 


we were but a little way from the beach, they 
advanced toward us without arms, their ſmiling 
countenances leaving us no room to doubt that 
our viſit gave them pleaſure. They were as deſti- 
tute of clothes as thoſe whom we had ſeen in the 
neighbourhood of Port Dentrecaſteaux ; but we 


were much ſurpriſed to ſee moſt of them holding 


the extremity of the prepuce with the left hand; 
no doubt from a bad habit, for we did not ob- 
ſerve any thing of the kind ameng ſome others, 
who ſoon after joined them. Their joy was ex- 
preſſed by. loud burſts of laughter; at the ſame 
time they carried their hands to their heads, and 


made a quick tapping with their feet on the 
ground, 
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ground, while their countenances ſhowed, that 
they were well pleaſed to ſee us. 
We invited them to ſit down, ſpeaking in the 


language of the other natives, whom we had al- 


ready met with at this extremity of New Hol- 
jand; and they underſtood us very well, immedi- 
ately acceding to our invitation, They under- 
ſtood likewiſe the other words of the language of 
theſe people, which we had collected from them, 
and we had no doubt, that they ſpoke the ſame 
tongue: yet Anderſon has given to the public 
ſome words of the language of the. people of 


Adventure Bay, which have no ſimilitude to 
thoſe, that we had an opportunity of acquiring, . 


and verifying. 
Theſe ſavages expreſſed much thankfulneſs, 


when we gave them a few ſmall pieces of ſtuffs 


of different colours, glaſs beads, a hatchet, and 


ſome other articles of hardware. 
Several other ſavages came out of the wood, 


and approached us. There was no woman 


among them, but there were ſome young men. 
Among theſe was one of the middle ſize, whoſe 
figure, which we all admired, was very finely pro- 
portioned, even in the judgment of our painter. 


From his dreſs we preſumed this ſavage to be a 


New Holland beau: he was tatooed with great 
Vor. II. F iymmcetry, 
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ſymmetry, and his hair, plaſtered with oreaſe, 


was well powdered with ochre. 

One of the natives gave us to underſtand, that 
he had ſeen veflels in Adventure Bay before: 
probably he ſpoke of Bligh, who had anchoreg 
there in the beginning of 1792, as we learned 
ſome days after from ſeveral inſcriptions, which 
we found carved on the trunks of trees. 


An officer belonging to our ſhip imagined, that 


he ſhould not frighten them, by letting them ſec 


the effects of our fire-arms : but as moſt of then 


were not previouſly informed of his deſign, they 


were alarmed at the report of the gun, i immedi. 


ately roſe, and would not fit down again. Sup- 


poſing their wives and children were retired to a 
little diſtance in the wood, we expreſſed to them 
our wiſhes to ſee them join us; and the ſavages 
informed us that we ſhould find them, after 
valking ſome time acroſs the wood in a path, 


which led toward the ſouth-ſouth-weſt, and 


which they immediately took, inviting us to fol- 


low them. This we did: but it was not long 


before they exprefled their deſire to ſee us return! 
toward our ſhips, and parted from us, frequent!y 
looking back to watch our motions. 

On my pronouncing the word quanghia, how- 


ever, which ſignifies, in | their language, will you 
COM), 
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come, they ſtopped, and I went up to them with 
one of the officers of the Recherche. They con- 


tinued to lead us along the ſame path, which 


appeared much frequented, and we walked ſlowly, 
that our people might have tune to join us. In 
this way we walked on for a quarter of an hour, 


holding them by the arm, when on a ſudden they 


quickened their pace, ſo that it was not caſy for 
us to follow them farther. It appeared to us, 
that they wiſhed we ſhould leave them, for ſome 
of them would not allow us to hold them by 


the arm any longer, and walked by themſelves, 


at ſome diſtance from us. One of our crew, de- 
firous of rejoining one of the fugitives, ran after 


him, bawling out with all his might; and this 
alarmed all the reſt, who immediately haſtened 


away, and kept at 2 conſiderable diſtance from 
us. No doubt they were deſirous to reach the 
place where they had depoſited their weapons un- 
accompanied; for, after having again quickened 
their pace, they ſtruck out of the path a little, 


and preſently we ſaw them with three or four 
ipears each, which they carried away, moſt of 
them proceeding toward Adventure Bay, while 


others took their courſe to the welt. They then 


invited us to tollow them; but we were not 


willing to go any farther, for we had no deſire 
| F to 
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to imitate them in their courſe, and beſides ;+ 
was time for us to return on board. 
| Theſe natives appeared to us to have the 
greateſt reſemblance to thoſe whom we had ſeen 
a few days before; only we obſerved ſome, in 
whom one of the middle teeth of the upper jaw 
was wanting, and others in whom both were 
gone, We could not learn the object of this 
cuſtom ; but it is not general, for the greater part 
of the people had all their teeth. 

They appeared to be equally ignorant with the 
others of the uſe of the bow. 

Almoſt all of them were tatooed with raiſed 
points, ſometimes placed in two lines, one over 
the other, much in the ſhape of a horſe«ſhoe; 
though frequently theſe points were in three 
ſtraight and parallel lines on each fide of the 
breaſt: ſome were obſerved, too, toward the 


bottom of the ſhoulder blades, and in other 


places. 

In many the navel appeared puffed up, and 
very prominent, but we affured ourſelves, that 
this deformity was not occaſioned by a herma. 
Perhaps it is owing to the too great diſtance from 


the abdomen, at which the umbilical cord is ſe- 


parated. 
They acquainted us that they lived upon fiſh, 


as 
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as well as the other inhabitants of Cape Diemen: 
vet I muſt obſerve, that we did not ſee a fingle 
perſon who had the leaſt trace of any diſeaſe of 
the ſkin; which by no means agrees with the 
opinion of thoſe, who maintain, that ichthy- 


ophag! are ſubject to a ſpecies of leproſy. Hiſto- 
rians even aſſert, that ſuch of the Greeks as would 


not adopt in Egypt the regimen preſcribed by 

Orpheus, were attacked by the elephantiaſis. 
Soon after ſun- ſet we arrived on board; when, 

the wind having become fair, we weighed, and 


proceeded two leagues tarther, where we dropped 


anchor again. 

19th. The next morning we got up our anchor 
pretty early, but were obliged to let it go again 
almoſt immediately, as the wind became foul. 
I then landed on the eaſtern ſhore, whence I 
penetrated into the woods, taking paths much fre- 
quented by the ſavages. It was not long before 
{ perceived a new ſpecies of exocarpos, which I 
call exocarpos expanſa, becauſe its branches ſpread 
much wider from each other than thoſe of the 
exocarpos cupreſſiformis. Its fruit is larger than 
that of the latter ſpecies. 
Two guns from the Recherche informed us, 
that ſhe was preparing to get up her anchor, and 


immediately we repaired on board. By five o'clock 
we were under ſail, but the breeze was ſo faint,

that we had made little way when night came. 
From the place where we came to an anchor We 
reckoned now we had not above a couple of 
leagues to the extremity of the ſtrait : but we 
were ſo delayed by the winds and currents, that 
it was four days longer, before we could clear it. 
In this interval che barge, which the General 
hat diſpatched for the purpoſe of making gco- 
graphical reſearches, returned after five days ab- 
ience, Citizen Beaupre had diſcovered ſever] 
bays before unknown : the fartheſt to the north 
extended to 42 42 of S. lat., and the eaſtern- 
moſt reached to the longitude of Cape Pillar. He 
had ſeen the; channel, which ſeparates the Iſland 
of. Maria from the main land. | 
It was with aſtoniſnment we n the prodi- 
gious number of ſheltered ſituations, which, from 
Cape South to the meridian of Cape Pillar, offer 
a continued ehain of excellent anchoring places, 


in a ſpace including about ſixteen leagues from 


eaſt to weſt, and about twenty from north to 


Jouth.. 


Freſh waten appears to be very ſcarce in theſc 
bays at this ſeaſon: yet near the head of that, 
which ſtretches. fartheſt to the north, there is a 
river, where, about fifty paces diſtant from its 
mouth, there is perfectly freſh water of the depth 
of x feet, even within an hour after flood-tide ; 
| 5 for 
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or its current is ſufficiently rapid to repel the 
water of the ſea, and prevent its mingling with 
the ſtream. 

On the 24th, About half after en in the 
morning, We anchored in Adventure Bay, in 


eleven fathoms water, on a bottom of mud mixed 


with a ſmall portion of ſand. 

The neareſt ſhore bore from us ſouth- Ws 
diſtant five turlongs, and Penguin Ifland north 
51“ eaſt. | 

Immediately a boat was diſpatched, to ſee whe- 
ther it were eaſy to furniſh ourſelves with water 
toward the north-weſt, at the place pointed out 


by Captain Cook, in the plan which he has given 


of this bay. The eaſt-ſouth-eaſt winds, however, 
occaſioned a very troubleſome ſurf there, which 
induced us to prefer a place to the ſouth- eaſt; but 
we found that the water procured there was a 
little brackiſh ; which proved, that it was taken 
from a place too low, and too near the ſea. 

This bay being open to the eaſt and ſouth-eaſt 


winds, they ſometimes occaſion a heavy ſwell 


on the weſtern ſhore, which, tending thither 
from all tides, render it ſomewhat difficult to 


land. 
During the time we remained at anchor, I 


made excurſions into the adjacent country every 


F.4 day; 
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ts; but I found little to add to the numerous 
articles I had colleRed at Cape Diemen. 

Penguin Iſland, which I viſited, is nothing but 
a hill, ſcarcely ſeparated from the great iſland, 
for at low water I croſſed the channel between 
them almoſt dry-ſhod. It conſiſts of a dark gray 
landſtone, the ſame as forms great part of the 
borders of Adventure Bay. To the ſouth it is 
overtopped by Fluted Cape, which is formed of 
a reddiſh ſandſtone, diſpoſed in parallel ſtrata per- 
pendicular to the horizon. The difference of 
tint in theſe ſtrata exhibit at a diſtance the ap- 
pearance of deep flutings, which has given oc- 

caſion to its name. It muſt be from an error of 
the preſs, that it is ſaid Anderſon found this cape 
to conſiſt of a white ſandſtone. 

On Penguin Ifland I found a new fpecies of 
ww ſlate, remarkable for its large laminæ of a light 
= fan colour; an eucalypius of a moderate height, 
which may readily be diſtinguiſhed by 1ts op- 
poſite, ſeſſile leaves, of a whitiſh green colour, 
with a ſlight tint of blue (glauques) ; an embo- 
thrium, with leaves very deeply indented ; ſeveral 
fine ſpecies of philadelphus, the flowers of which 
have no ſmell, we, 

We found a raft, which the waves had thrown Z 
upon the weſtern ſhore of Adventure Bay. dal 5 
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| haps it had ſerved to bring ſome ſavages into this 
bay from the iſland of Maria. It was made of the 
bark of trees; in ſhape nearly reſembling that 
which is repreſented in Plate XLVI. fig. 2, being 
as broad, but not ſo long by more than a third. 


The pieces of bark, that compoſed it, were of 


the ſame ſtructure as that of the encalyptus re- 
finifera, but its leaves were much thinner. Theſe 
picces had been held together by cords, made of 
the leaves of graſſes, forming a texture of very 
large meſhes, moſt of 1 had the form of a 
pretty regular pentagon. 

Juſt by we ſaw ſome limeſtone rocks, bounding 
an extenſive ſandy ſhore. On its borders we 
found the remains of a place which had been 


made by Europeans for ſawing wood, the pegs 


they had uſed for erecting a tent, and ſome large 
logs, on which, 1t appeared to us, they had placed 


inſtruments for making aftronomucal obſerva- 


tions. 

The ſteep hills, which ſkirt the ſandy ſhore a 
little farther to the north, had in them caves, 
which appeared pretty much frequented by the 
natives, to judge by the black colour they had re- 
ceived from ſmoke, and the ſhells of lobſters and 
other fiſh which we found there. 


Several inſcriptions, engraved on the trunks 
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of trees, acquainted us, that Captain Bligh bad 
anchored in this bay in the month of February 
1792; when he was on his voyage to the IH 
cicty Iflands for bread-truit, trees, which he wa. 
to carry to the Engliſh colonies in the Weſt In. 
dies lying between the tropics. 

Bligh had with him two botanrſts, who ſowed, 
at a little diſtance from the ſhore, creſſes, a fo 
acorns, celery, &. We ſaw three young fig 
trees, two pomegranate trees, and a quince tree 

they had planted, which had thriven very well: 
but 1t appeared to us, that one of the trees they 
had planted m this country had already perithed, 
for the following inſcription, which we found on 
the trunk of a large tree near, mentions ſeven : 
Near this Tree Captain William Bligh planted. 
= foes Fruit Ir es, 1792. Meſſrs. S. and N. 
Botani oa fr 


The other inſcriptions were couched in nearly 
fimilar terms. They all diſplayed the ſame mark: 
of deference which the Engliſh botaniſts paid 
the Commander of their ſhip, by putting only 
the initial letters of their own names, and ex- 
preſſing that the Captain himſelf had ſowed and 
planted the various vegetable productions, which 


he had carried from Europe. am much inclined 
to 
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to doubt, whether Bligh was very ſenſible to the 
honour which the botaniſts were deſirous of pay- 


ing him. 
Toward the ſouth-eaſt, at a little diſtance from 


which was near fix feet and a half high, and 
about two inches thick. It did not appear to us 
that it had ever been grafted. 

Our fiſhers were not unſucceſsful at this an- 
choring place. The fires they kindled along the 
ſhore in the night attracted a large quantity of 
fin to their nets. The ſtratagem had before 


laid in a ſtock of fiſh ſufficient for ſome months, 
part dried, and part pickled in ſtrong brine. 
Several times in the courſe of the day I Was 


bſcecrved ſome new ſpecies of diodon (porcupine 
4 fin). I admired the readineſs with which the& 

E little fiſhes erected the prickles that cover them, 
= 7 diſtending their bodies as ſoon as they were 
4 touched: but they lowered them, and kept them 

E cloſe to their ſkin, throughout their whole length, 
as ſoon as they 1magined themſelves out of dan- 
ber. This obſervation ſhows, that the attitude 
q given to fiſh of this genus, by diſtending them as 
mach as poſſible, in which manner they are ex- 
= hibited 


the beach, we found an apple tree, the ſtenwof 


ſuccceded ſo completely with the fiſhers of the 
Eſperance in Dentrecaſteaux Strait, that they had 


preſent when they hauled the ſeine, and always 
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hibited in collections of natural hiſtory, is not that 
which is moſt uſual to them. 

Near the north ſhore of this bay we Ende 1 
young he-goat, and a fhe-goat big with kid, put- 
ting up our prayers that the ſavages might allow 
them to'propagate their breed in this iſland. Per. 
haps they may multiply in it to ſuch a degree, as 
to occaſion a total change in the manner of life 
of the inhabitants, who may then become a paſ- 

toral people, quit without regret the borders of 
the ſea, and taſte the pleaſure of not being obliged 
to dive in ſearch of their food, at the riſk of 
being devoured by ſharks. The women, who 
are condemned to this toilſome occupation, will 
be much more ſenſible of the value of ſuch a 
preſent than the men: but it is to be feared that 
theſe animals will be killed before they have time 
to breed, as appears to have happened to the ſow 
and boar left by Captain Cook; at leaſt no one 
of us ever perceived the ſlighteſt trace of theſe 
animals, 

The latitude of our obſervatory, which was 
near a mile and a quarter ſouth from our anchor- 
ing place, was 43* 21718“ ſouth, and its longi- 
tude 1459 12” 17“ eaſt. 

The variation of the needle, obſerved at the 
tame Prnce, was 7 30“ caſt,

De bariure from Adventure Bay—IWe paſs cloſe by 
1 the North End of New Zealand—Interview 
with the Inhabitants—Diſcovery of ſeveral 
Illands lutherto unknown—Anchor at Tongata-

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K 7 W FR ſail from Adventure Bay about eight 
* in the morning, with hard ſqualls from 
E ſouth-weſt, which ſoon carried us beyond 
| I -ape Pill Vat, behind which we ſaw ſeveral fires 
kindled 
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kindled by the ſavages. We then ſteered to. 
ward the north, bes we were in fight of the 
coaſt about ſixteen leagues diſtant, leaving Oyſter 
Bay to the weſt, and then we directed our courſe | 
for the Friendly Iflands. 

At day-break, on the 13th, we made the iſland. 
called the Three Kings. 

About eight o'clock, being in longitude 1699 
56“ eaſt, we ſet the middle iſland of the group 
north, diſtant one league, and aſcertained its la- 
titude to be 34 20” ſouth. 
We ſaw three principal rocks, of a moderate 

height, nearly in the ſame parallel, at no great 
diſtance from each other, and ſurrounded by 
other rocks that were much ſmaller. Notwith- 
ſtanding the fog that had juſt come on, we dil- 
tinguiſhed ſome more toward the north, making 
a part of the ſame cluſter. They were very bare. 
and we did not ſuppoſe them to be inhabited: but 
a large column of ſmoke, ariſing from the eaſt- 
ernmoſt iſlet, informed us that there were ſa- 
vages on it. No doubt they choſe this place of 
refidence, becauſe it afforded them an opportu- 
nity of procuring fiſh with caſe among the ſoals, 

About three quarters after ten we made the 
land of New-Zealand, which we approached by 
ſteering eaſterly, under favour of a light breeze 
from the weſt-north-weſt. 


The 
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Ihe natives had kindled a large fire on the lof- 
tieſt of the hills that {ſkirt the ſea, and which 
extend to Cape North. At half after five we 


' were a very little way from the Cape, when two 


canoes came off from the ſhore, and paddled to- 
ward us. They ſoon came up with us, but re- 
mained ſome time aſtern of the ſhip before they 
ventured alongſide. ' Judging rightly of our diſ- 
poſition toward them, however, they approached 
with confidence; aware, no doubt, that the Eu- 
ropeans, who had viſited them, had never been 
the aggreſſors when any diſpute aroſe. They im- 
mediately ſhowed us bundles of the New-Zea- 


land flax (phormium tenax), ſhaking them, in 


order that we might obſerve all their beauty, and 
offering to barter with us. The ſtuffs of dif- 
ferent colours we gave them were received with 
marks of great ſatisfaction, and they always de- 
hvered to us, with the moſt ſcrupulous exactneſs, 
the price on which we had agreed. 
Iron they decidedly preferred to every thing 
elſe that we offered them. This metal is ſo va- 
luable in the eyes of theſe warlike people, that 
expreſſions of the moſt lively joy burſt from 
them when they found we had ſome. Though 
at firſt we ſhowed it them only at a diſtance, 
they knew it perfectly well, from the ſound two 
pieces gave when ſtruck againſt cach other. 


In 
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In exchange for our articles, theſe people gave 
us almoſt every thing they had in their canoes ; 
and, which we conſidered as a mark of the 
greateſt confidence, they made not the leaſt dif. 
ficulty at diſpoſing of all their weapons to us. 
Ihe largeſt of the ſpears they gave us were 
not above five yards long, and an inch and half 
thick : the ſmalleſt were only half that length, 
They were all made of a ſingle piece of very hard 
wood, which they had rendered perfectly ſmooth. 

They gave us fiſhing lines, and hooks of dif- 
ferent ſhapes; to the end of ſome of which fea- 
thers were faſtened, which they uſe as a bait for 
voracious fiſhes, Several of theſe lines were of 
great length, and had at the end a piece of hard 
ſerpentine, to make them ſink very deep in the 
water. We admired the fine poliſh they had given 
this ſtone, which was of a ſpherical form, ſur- 
mounted with a. ſmall protuberance, in Which 
they had made a hole, to paſs a ſtring through. 
It muſt be very difficult to theſe ſavages to bore a 
None of ſuch hardneſs, and no doubt requires a 
great deal of time ; but they have much leiſure 
for ſuch employments, for their wants are few, 
and the ſea ſupplies them with food in abundance, 
They fold us a great deal of fiſh, which they had 
juſt caught ; and there is ſuch a quantity along 


the coaſt, that, during the ſhort time we lay to, 
we 
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we ſaw ſeveral numerous ſhoals, which, riſing to 
the ſurface of the ſea, agitated it for a conſider- 
able ſpace at different times, producing nearly 


ſhallow in calm weather. 85 
Theſe ſavages even ſtripped themſelves of their 
clothes in order to barter with us. 

Some of the young men had drops at their 
ears, made with a ſerpentine of great hardneſs. 
They were cut of an oval figure, and for the moſt 
part near four inches long, 

The men of riper years wore, as a kind of tro- 
= phy, a little piece of the large bone of the fore- 
arm of a man, which hung at the breaſt by a 
© little ſtring that paſſed round the neck. (See 
| 7 Plate XXV. ) They ſet a great value on this 
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It is wal known that theſe people are greedy 
devourers of human fleſh ; and every thing that 
cccals to their minds the idea of ſuch food, ſeems 
W to give them the greateſt pleaſure, A ſailor on 


F tum the uſe of it, imitated the action of cutting 
4 off one of his fingers, which he immediately car- 
id to his mouth, and pretended to cat. The 
We cannibal, who watched all his motions, expreſſed 
W eccat joy, laughing heartily for ſome time, and 
Vor.

the ſame appearance as a current paſſing over a 


b board offered one of them a knife; and, to ſhew 
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rubbing kis hands. They were all. very tall, and 
of a muſcular make. Soon after ſun-ſet they 
left us. 

At the ſame moment a third canoe arrived 
from the neareſt ſhore, with twelve of the ifland. 
ers in it, who immediately demanded hatchet: 
in exchange for their goods. One of them had 
already obtained a hatchet, when another ad- 
dreſſed himſelf to us in a rough voice, bawling 
out with all his ſtrength c (a hatchet), and 
was not filent till he had obtained one. 

It was now night, and the Eſperance was f 
far diſtant as to be out of ſight ; accordingly we 
let off a few ſmall quantities of powder, to induce 
her to make known to us her ſituation : but awe 
obſerved with ſurpriſe, that the natives, far from 
diſplaying any dread of the effects of gunpowder, 
continucd their barter nevertheleſs. It had been 
dark for more than an hour, when they paddled 
away to the ſhore. 

As we lay to, we hove the lead ſeveral times, 
and always found a bottom of tine ſand, and from 
thirty-ſix to fifty fathoms water. 

24th. The faint breeze that ſet off from the 
land during the night, was ſucceeded toward day- 
break by a north-weſt wind. We were ſtill ver) 
near the coaſt, and we might caſily have come to 
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an anchor in Lauriſton Bay, but the fatal diſaſters 
that befell Captain Marion, and afterwards Fur- 
neaux, made the General reſolve to paſs on. 

I thought it my duty, however, to repreſent to 
him, how important an object it was, to procure 
from New Zealand the liliaccous plant known 
by the name of phorminm tenax, or New Zealand 
flax, in order to convey it to Europe, where it 
would thrive in perfection. The fibres obtained 
from the leaves of this plant are much ſuperior in 
ſtrength to any other vegetable production em- 
ployed for making ropes, and cables made of it 
would bear the greateſt ſtrain. No one could be 
more ſenſible of all the benefits our navy might 
derive from this plant, than the Commander in 
Chief of our expedition; yet we held on our 
courſe for the Friendly Iſlands, continuing to 
ſteer north-eaſt. 

There would hes been this advantage, like- 
wiſe, in ſtopping at the northern extremity of 
New Zealand, that it would have afforded us an 
opportunity of verifying our obſervations, which 
led us to place Cape North 367 more to the caſt- 
ward than it is laid down by Wales. It will 
be granted, however, that we have ſufficient 
reafon to give our obſervations the preterence, 
when it is conſidered, that the Engliſh aſtro- 
nomer determined the ſituation of this Point only 
82 
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from the Jengituds obſerved in Ship Core, and 
the diſtance run along the coaſt by Captain Cook: 
and it muſt be remembered, that this celebrated 
navigator had no time-keeper on board during 
his firſt voyage, an inſtrument indiſpenſably ne- 
ceſſary to aſcertain with preciſion the diſtance 
run upon a coaſt, where the currents are very 
rapid and irregular. 
17th. About four in the afternoon, the man at 
the maſt-head called out, that. he had fight of a 
large rock to the north- north caſt; and we were 
ſoon ſurrounded by a great number of ſea-fow|, 
among which we noticed many boobics and 
gulls. It was mght when we paſled abont fix 
hundred yards to leeward of this ſhoal, from 
which we heard the ſcreams of ſeveral of theſe 
birds; and by the favour of a fine moon-light 
night, we diſtinguiſhed on the moſt prominent 
points a whiteneſs, which we aſcribed to ther 
excrement. 
This rock, which is in latitude 31% 33” 20 
fouth, longitude 1792 eaſt, 1s not much abore 
half a mile in circumference, and ſeventy cr 
eighty yards high. Toward its weſt end ſome 
reefs were obſerved. 
As we paſſed to leeward of this ſhoal, we were 
in completely ſmooth water, ſo that if there had 


cen any ſunken rock in our courſe, we ſhould 
not 
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not have been informed of our danger till the 


veſſel truck upon it. If we had doubled the rock 


to windward, or even to leeward at a proper 


diſtance, we ſhould not have run this riſk. 


' 18th. Next morning at day-break we made 


Curtis's Iſlands. Theſe are two very ſmall iſles, 


near four leagues diſtant from cach other. The 
ſouthernmoſt is about a mule long only from north 
to ſouth, ſteep, very bare, and interſperſed with 

4 great number of rocks, the ſummits of the 
vicheſt of which reach about a hundred yards 
above the level of the fea. Their whitiſh colour 
led me to preſume, that they were of a calcareous 


3 nature, ike moſt of the lands found in theſe 


ſcas. 
The other ifland is tolerably rounded, covered 


ure ſteep almoſt every where, yet you may land 

upon it toward the weſt. It is in the latitude: of

About ſix in the evening we perceived at a 


great diſtance to the north-north-weſt, a new 


land, which induced us to lay to all night.

To this iſland, the Jatitade of Which! is 2920 
18“ ſouth, longitude 1799. 55' eaſt, we gave the 
name of Recherche. Its figure is nearly trian. 
gular. Toward the middle the land riſes to the 
height of about five hundred yards above the 
level of the ſea. On the eaſt the earth had 


crumbled down. in a few places of no great ex. 
tent, where a boat might land. 


In all the perpendicular cliffs we. could clearly 
diſtinguiſh the arrangement of the thin, parallel, 
and horizontal ſtrata of a whittſh, and no doubt 


calcareous ſtone, of which the iſland is formed, 


In the interior part of the iſland we ſaw ccn- 


fiderable procipices, and there were trecs to the 


very ſummit of the higheſt places. 
There is a ſhoal almoſt cloſe to the ſhore on 
the north-weſt, which extends at leaſt ſix hundred 


yards 1 in that direction. 


Eight rocks, a few hundred yards diſtant + from 
each other, ſtretch out into the ſea for the ſpac? 
of a league to the caſt-ſouth-eaſt. 

Between the weſt and north-weſt points, we 


b a ſmall bight, where probably very good 


ground would be found, and which atfords com: 
plete ſhelter from the eaſterly winds. 


Between the north-weſt and ſouth- eaſt point

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we ſaw a little rivulet, Which runs into the ſea; 
and at a little diſtance from it, in a pcrpendi- 
cular cliff, we obſerved a large patch of earth, of 
a tolerably deep red colour, perhaps a ſort of clay, 
which appeared incruſted by the calcareous ſtone. 
On the 23d, about nine in the evening, we 
entered - the Torrid Zone, in the longitude of 
184% eaſt. This was the fourth time of our paſ- 
ſing the Tropic of Capricorn, 

24th. The next day, at one o'clock 1 in the 


BY .fternoon, we made Eooa, one of the Friendly 


lands, bearing from us north-weſt, diſtant about 
fourteen leagues ; and 1t was not long before we 
had a pretty near view of 1t. The beautiful ver- 
dure with which it was every where covered, 
proclaimed the fertility of the ſoil. The land is 
of a moderate height. 

It was half after ſix when we brought to, to 
wait for the Eſperance, and we ſpent the night 
in plying to windward. 

On the 25th, at ſeven o'clock in the morn- 
ing, we were about ſix leagues only from Ton- 
gataboo, and yet we could not eaſily diſtinguiſh 
it, becauſe the land is ſo low. We ſoon got 
pretty near in with the eaſtern coaſt, ſtanding 
toward the north and north-weſt, that we might 
not miſs the opening that leads to the harbour, 
which is to be entered only by patling between 
G4 ſom 
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ſome reefs, which are ſo cloſe together that the 


break between them 1 is not to be diſtinguiſhed at 
a little diſtance. "13-1 34h 


As ſoon as we were about the middle of thi, 
channel, ſeveral canoes with out-riggers came 
to meet us, laden with fruit, hogs, and poul: 
try, which they offered us. Each had two or 
three natives on board, ſeldom four. One of 
them coming toward us with too much ſpeed, 
her out-rigger gave way, and we had the ſorrow 
to ſee the three rowers fall into the water. They 
ſeemed leſs diſconcerted, however, than we ſhould 
have imagined, and ſwam to the neareſt ſhore, 


dragging with them their canoe, which was ſoon 


ſet afloat again. "Theſe canoes are ſo flight that 
they muſt frequently be expoſed to ſuch acci- 
dents; and, indeed, their countrymen, who paſſed 
cloſe by, ſeemed ſcarcely to notice it. 

All theſe canoes had eatables on board, one 


excepted, in which we obſerved none, and which, 
therefore, we imagined, had nothing to offer us. 
But we were miſtaken: it was navigated by two 


men, whoſe countenances expreſſed much gaictr, 


while they pointed out to us two women, who 
were paddling with them; and the ſigns they 
made left us no room to doubt, that they wer? 
making us very gallant propoſals. 


At a diſtance we ſaw ſome large failing Canoes.

= Juſt as we were on the point of entering into

; willing to inſtruct us how to ſteer. 
At length we reached the road of Thos; 
3 and after making ſeveral tacks to fetch the an- 
} f chorage, brought up a mile to the ſouth-weſt of 
BH Pangaimotoo, in eleven fathoms and a half of 
Vater, on a bottom of very fine grey ſand. 
One of the weſtern points of Tongataboo bore 
; welt 3e north; the weſtern extremity of Pangai- 
| 3 matoo, north 24 eaſt ; and the extremity of the 
ref on that ſide, north 200 weſt. 
3 We were immediately ſurrounded by the na- 
tires, who came on board in ſuch numbers, that 
Z the deck was ſoon covered with them. Several 
came in double canoes, of the ſhape repreſented. 
J in Plate XXVIIL 
W One of theſe people, followed by ſeveral his, 
oho appeared to pay him great reſpect, announced 
Mini as one of the eh of the iſland. He 
3 5 de ſired 
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which he made him a preſent. This perſon ex. 


preſſed much gratitude on receiving a hatchet 
from the Gencral's own hands. 

In leſs than an hour we procured, by way of 
barter, a dozen hogs, the ſmalleſt of which wa: 


at leaſt a hundred weight. For cach a hatchet 
of a middling ſize, was given. 

The General had given orders to one of his 
owe to treat with the iſlanders for what pro- 


viſion they could furniſh ; and to prevent all 


competition, which might have been injurious to 


the ſupply of our ſhips, he had forbidden every 


other perſon to make any exchange. But it was 


impoſſible to ſec theſe orders executed. to the let- 
ter; and it was difficult to reſiſt the eagerneſs of 


the natives to diſpoſe of their wares, which cuch 
endeavoured to diſplay to the beſt advantage, 
We were much amuſed to ſee them holding their 


little pigs under their arms, and every now and 
then pulling them by the ears to make them 
ſqueal, that we might know they had them to 


ſell. | 

A chief of the warriors, named Feenou, came 
on board about five in the afternoon. He was 
a man about forty-five years of age, of a mid- 
dling ſtature, and very fat. Like the reſt of the 
| natives 


11703. 
deſired to ſee the Commander of the veſſel, ang 
immediately ordered a hog to be brought, 9 
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natives, he had altogether the features of an Eu- 
ropean. His body was covered with ſcars in va- 
nous places, and he pointed out to us two on the 
breaſt, which, he ſaid, were from u ounds received 
by ſpears in different ns againſt the people 
of Feejee. 

The portrait of this warrior, Plate VIII. Fig. 
2, isa very faithful reſemblance, His hair, pow- 
dered with lime, was dreſſed in ſuch a way, 
that he might be ſuppoſed to have worn a wig. 

He ſeated himſelf on the bench on the quarter- 
deck, with four of the natives, and ordered all 
the reſt to ſquat down : ſome of them, however, 
he permitted to fit on the arm-cheſt. I know 
not whether theſe were great perſonages; but we 
remarked among them a man advanced in years, 
accompanied by a young girl, who employed all 
his eloquence to tempt ack of us as Came near 
her. | 

Feenou made a preſent to the General of the 
largeſt hog that we had yet ſeen ſince we had 
been at anchor. He gave him likewite two very 
fine clubs, made of caſuarina wood, inlaid with 
plates of bone, ſome cut round, others in ſtars, 
and others in the ſhape of birds, of which, how- 
ever, they were but poor reſemblances. This 
chief appeared well ſatisfied when the General 
gare him a hatchet, a large piece of red ſtuff, and 
2 tew nails. To teſtify his gratitude, he took 
cach 
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each of theſe articles in his left hand, and touched 
the left fide of his forehead with it. 
Towards ſun- ſet we requeſted him to ſend out 


of the ſhip all the natives, the crowd of Whom 
was become immenſe. We were deſirous that 


not* one ſhould remain, as we did not wiſh th 
have the trouble of watching them during the 
night: but perhaps his authority did not extend 
to them all; for, after he had driven away the 
greateſt part only, he left us, and returned to- 
wards the weſtern ſhore of Tongataboo. 

The ſtep he took to rid our ſhip of theſe iſland- 
ers, by whom we were incommoded to an cx- 
ceſſive degree, could not eaſily be gueſſed. He 
drove them out with his club, which he handled 
io vigorouſly, that they had no way to eſcape the 
rude blows of this WCapon, but by leaping into 
the ſea, E 

Almoſt all their clubs are made with the wood 
of the caſuarina, which 1s extremely hard ; yct we 
ſaw a few of bone, ſomewhat more than a yard 
long. As theſe iſlanders have no quadruped ca- 


pable of furniſhing a bone of ſuch length, there 


can be no doubt but it muſt belong to ſome large 
animal of the whale genus. 


Beſide many fowls, they fold us pigeons of 


the ſpecies called columba aenea (nutmeg pigeon), 


bread- fruit, cocoa- nuts, yams, and ſeveral va- 


We 
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We defired all the natives to go aſhore before 
night, for ſeveral had not come tor the purpoſe 
of ſatisfying their curioſity merely, or ſelling us 
their goods; as WE ſoon diſcovered that they had 
ſtolen ſeveral articles from us. All the canoes, 
however, were gone, and there were {till fix of 
the iſlanders left on board; Who, having no 
means of getting on ſhore but by ſwimming, 
requeſted us to let them paſs the night upon 
deck, one excepted, who choſe rather to fwim 
aſhore, though we were a mile from the neareſt 
land. We admired the facility with which he 
executed all his movements. He {ſwam con- 
ſtantly on the belly, his neck being entirely out 
of water, and making very ſhort ſtrokes with his 
left hand, which he kept conſtantly before him, 
wile he gave a great ſpread to his right hand, 
which he carried to the thigh on the ſame ſide at 
every ſtroke. The body was at the ſame time a 
little inclined to the left, which increaſed, the 
rapidity, with which it cut the water. I never 
ſaw an European ſwim with ſuch confidence, or 


* ith ſuch ſpeed *. 


* A ſomewhat ſimilar mode of ſwimming, I believe, is 
not unfrequent among expert ſwimmers in England; at 
leaſt I have often ſeen it practiſed by others, and have had 


recourſe to it myſelf, when engaged in a conteſt of ſpeed— 
7 ranſlator, 
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26th. Feenou returned the next morning, and 
ſpent a few hours on board. He was ſingularly 
amuſed by an ape belonging to one of our gun- 
ners, to the — actions of which he was at- 
tentive. 

The tents of the obſervatory were pitched on 
the ſouth-weſt ſhore of Pangaimatoo, and to the 
ſame place were conveyed ſtuffs of different co- 
tours, with a great many articles of hardware, to 
exchange for freſh proviſion. As the inhabitants 
brought us a great many hogs, the General re- 
folved to make an addition to our ſalt ſtores ; and 
Citizen Renard, one of our furgeons, offered to 
ſuperintend the ſalting in of the pork. 

An encloſure was marked out by a rope, faſ- 
tened to the ends of ſome ſtakes, which were 
ſtuck into the ground at four or five yards diſ- 
tance from each other. This barrier was intended 
to keep out the natives, day and night, ahove two 
thouſand of whom, molt of them from Tonga- 
taboo, were already gathered round us. 
PFuttafaihe, one of the ſons of the late King 

Poulaho, repaired carly to the ſame place. He 
took upon himſelf to preſerve order among the 
natives; and accordingly our trade was Carried on 
with the greateſt peaceableneſs: but we ſaw with 
regret that, to make himſelf obeyed, he em- 


ployed mcans as barbarous with reſpect to them, 
| a 


T2 
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as laborious to himſelf; or if any one of them 
dared to paſs the encloſure that was traced out, 
by a few hand 's-breadths only, he immediately 
threw at him the firſt thing that came to hand, 

as a warning for him to retire, without paying 
any regard to the injury that might be done by 
it. A young man, who advanced a little too far, 
had nearly loſt his life by his inattention to the 
orders of Futtafaihe, who immediately threw at 
him with violence a large log of wood, but he was 
fortunate enough to avoid the blow. 

We were obliged to croſs this numerous circle 
to penetrate into the interior part of the iſland ; 
and it was not eaſy to avoid treading on the feet 
or legs of the natives, who ſat on the ground very 


2x cloſe together, all with their legs acroſs ; yet, tar 


trom being angry, they held out their hands to 
alliſt us when, tor tcar of hurting them, we knew 
not where to ſet our feet. A few of them fol- 
lowed us. 

We found many of the people employed in 
conſtructing huts, in order to remain on the iſland 
of Pangaimotoo; whither they were attracted by 
our making choice of this little iſland as a market 
W place for the proviſion, with which they could 
3 ſupply us. Several of theſe huts were already 
= tfinhed. The iſlanders, whom we met with in 
them, 
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them, received us with various teſtimonies ot 
great affection. 

The ground occupied by each of theſe habita. 
tions was not, in general, above ſixteen feet long, 
and ten feet wide. The roof, about fix feet and 
a half high in the middle, ſloped down to the 
ground. In one of its ſides an opening was made, 
ſometimes the whole length of the hut, but © 
low, that there was no entering, without ſtoop- 
ing ſo much, as to be obliged to creep on all 
fours. On the oppoſite fide we obſerved another 


opening, {till lower and narrower, which ſecmed 
intended to promote the circulation of air. In 
others a greater number of openings were feen, 
but ſmaller, and made even in the ends of the 
| huts. We admired the fine texture of the mats, 
which were ſpread upon the ground. The roof: 
were covered with the leaves of the cocoa-tree, 
or of the mountain palm ( corypha umbraculfera ), 
ſometimes too with graſs or ruſhes. Under ſuch 
a roof there is no ſtanding, except in the middle 
but theſe people commonly ſquat on the ground, 
ſo that they can fit tolerably near to the ſides. 
In the neighbourhood of theſe tranquil dwell- 
ings we frequently-met with very obliging though 
{tout men, who took care to inform ſtrangers of 
the favourable reception they might meet with 
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from the fair-ſex in theſe fortunate lands. Their 
offers, no doubt, were in ſome meaſure owing to 
their with to oblige ;. but it appeared that they 
had an eye to their own intereſt at the ſame 
time, as they never forgot to atk ſome recom- 
penſe in return for their information. 

We walked ſome tune along the borders of the 
ſhore, on which we ſaw a great number of bread- 
fruit trees in full vigour, though their roots, were 
bathed with brackiſh water. But ſoon the water 
riſing with the flood-tide, obliged us to go farther 
within the land, where we traverſed thick woods, 
B in the ſhade of which grew the facca pinnatifida, 
= /iccharum fportaneum, muſſenda frondoſa, abrus 
= p/recatorius (Jamaica wild liquorice), the ſpecies 
of pepper tree Which they uſe for making kava, 


Ke. We then walked over grounds employed 
partly in tle culture of the ſweet potatoe, partly 
| 4 in that of the ſpecies of yam called dioſcorea alata ; 
I we ſaw, too, young plants of vacoua, or pandanus 
B odoraliſfima ({weet ſcented ſcrew-pine), the leaves 
of which are uſed for making mats. Farther 
on we found plantations of the paper mulberry 
tree, cultivated for the ſake of its bark, of which 
they fabricate ſtuff tor garments. The hibiſcis 
deus grew ſpontaneouſly on the borders of theſe 
| | cuitiyated ſpots, and cloſe by the ſea. Its bark 

a ikewiſe furniſhes. them with materials for making 
Vox. II. H a kind 
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a kind of ſtuff, but much inferior in beauty to 
that of the paper mulberry tree. 

Some of the natives, who followed us very 
cloſe, affected the appearance of hav! ing no other 
deſign, but that of being uſeful to us: yet we 
caught ſome of them now and then putting their 
hands into our pockets, to ſteal what they could 
find; and when we diſcovered them, we alw: ays 
obliged them to return what they had taken, 
One of them, however, having ſeized a knife, 
that belonged to one of the crew, took to his 
heels with all ſpeed, and e amid the 
wood. 

It was not long before we fell in with a com- 
pany of the iſlanders, who were preparing to drink 
kava. They invited us to fit down by them, and 
we remained all the time they were preparing 
their beverage. They give the ſame name to the 
ſpecics of pepper tree, Which conſtitutes its chief 
ingredient, and the long, fleſhy, and very tender 
roots of which are often more than four inches 
thick. Theſe they firſt cleaned with the greateſt 
care. They then chewed them, ſo as to reduce 
them to a kind of paſte, of which they formed 
balls, nearly ſour inches in circumference. As faſt 
as theſe balls were made, they were put into a 
large wooden veſſel; and when the bottom was 


covered with them, ſtanding about four inches 
| diſtant 
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giſtant from each other, they filled up the veſſel 
with water. The liquor was then ſhaken, and 
ſerved out in cups to all the gueſts. Some drank 
out of cocoa-nut ſhells, others made themſelves 
cups on the occaſion from the leaves of the plan- 
tain tree. 

The large roots, with which the kava was 
made, had, in the direction of their length, very 

ſlender woody fibres, which ſubſided to the bot- 
W tom of the liquor. Theſe fibres, the perſon who 
ſerved 1t out, collected in one of his hands, and 
uſed as a ſponge, to fill the cups. 

We were invited to take a ſhare of this be- 
verage; but our ſecing it prepared was ſufficient 
to make us decline the civil offer. The chaplain 
of our ſhip, however, had the courage to ſwallow 
ga bumper of it. For my part, as I was deſirous 
4 alſo of taſting the flavour of the root, I preferred 
b chewing a bit of it myſelf, and found it acrid and 
ſtimulant. - Each of the company afterwards ate 
ſome yams, freſh roaſted under the embers, and 
plaintains; no doubt to take off the heat, which 
the ſtomach muſt feel from this intoxicating li- 
quor.. 

Theſe people ſet much ſtore by the pepper 
tree, from which they procure it. Its ſtalk, fre- 
B quently bigger than the thumb, is tolerably 
W {fraight, and requires no ſupport. They cut off 
H 2 ſeveral 
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ſeveral pieces in the ſpaces between the knots, 


vatory, When ſome others of the natives invited 


he had too far the ſtart for us to come up with 
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very ſorry, that he could not overtake the fugi- 
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and made us a preſent of them, informing ys 
that they ſet them thus in the ground, in order to 
propagate the plant. 

We were not tar from the tents of the obſer. 


us to cat fruit, among which we had the pleaſure 
of ſecing that of the {pondias cytherea ſ pommes de 
thore). Every one ſat down: Citizen Riche 
juſt laid down a pole-axe, when a native crept 
flily behind him, took it up, and ran off as faſt 
as he could. We immediately purſued him, bu: 


him. A chief, who was then near us, would 
make the thief reſtore the pole-axe, and ran after 


tive. | 
Me ſoon arrived within the encloſure where 
the traffic was carried on. Futtafaihe was ti! 


ſabre, and ſeveral other things belonging to dif- 
ferent perſons of the crew, which had been 


cordingly applied to him, in order to procure his 
pole-axe again; but the inquiries of Futtafaibe 
were to no purpoſe. 

27th. A great many canoes ſurrounded our 


{hips 
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| ſhips, though the General had given orders to 
oblige them to keep oft; but they diſpoſed of theit 
merchandize to better advantage here, than at 
the market on ſhore : for there little was fold but 
eatables, the price of which was fixed; while on 
board they frequently received a high price for 
objects of fancy. Beſides, theſe canoes carried on 
another ſort of trade, ſtill more rigorouſly prohi- 
bited by the orders of General Dentrecaſteaux: 
but the ſentries not being very ſtrict in this point, 
many young girls eaſily evaded their notice, and 
were creeping in at the port-holes every moment. 
We went aſhore very early at the neareſt place, 
where we had the pleaſure to ſee that theſe 
iſlanders were in poſſeſſion of the ſugar-cane. 
They offered us ſome very large ones, which we 
accepted. They ſold us ſeveral birds, and among 
others a beautiful ſpecies of lory, which they in- 
formed us had been brought to them from Feejee; 
a fine ſpecies of dove, remarkable for a red ſpot 
on the head, and known by the name of columba 
purpurata ; the Philippine rail, rallus philippenſis ; 
the pigeon called columba pacifica, &c. Several 
had the lizard known by the appellation of lacerta 


amboinenſis, which they offered us as very good to 
cat, 


ET The natives, who followed us, were very trou- 
A bleſome to us by their number, and even by their 
E H3. eagerneſs 
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_ eagerneſs to oblige us. Seeing us collect plants, 
ſeveral pulled up indiſcriminately all they foung, 
made them up into large bundles, brought them 
to us, and then wanted to load us with them. 
Others, obſerving us collect inſects, were inceſ- 
ſantly aſking whether they were not to feed the 
birds we had juſt purchaſed. But moſt put on 
a ſemblance of having the greateſt affection ſor 
us, while they were purloining our things. Se- 
veral times we endeavoured in vain to get rid of 
them, the methods we took being unguettionably 
too mild, for people accuſtomed to be treated fo 

roughly by their chiefs. | 
Futtafaihe, accompanied by another chic, had 
been to dine with the Genera!, who preſented 
once with a ſcarlet ſuit of clothes, the other with 
a blue. Adorned with this new dreſs, which they 
had put on over their own clothes, they were in 
one of the tents of the obſervatory, when Feenou 
made his appearance at the entrance of it, and 
diſplayed great jcalouſy at ſeeing them thus equip- 
ped. He retired with an air of great diſcontent, 
laying, that every body paſſed themſelves off for 
chiets {eg ), and went to drink kava with fome 
others. We did not know what to think of 
Feenou's precipitate retreat; but we preſumed; 
that he was leſs powerful than Futtafaihe, and 
declined appearing betore him, that he might no: 
be 


N . 
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be under the neceſſity of paying him the honours 
due to his rank. 

The officer entruſted with the purchaſe of pro- 
(ifion had a very laborious taſk to fulfil : for, 
though he had fixed a regular value on every 


article, the natives, {till in hopes of ſelling them 


dearer, never parted with their goods till they had 
diſputed a long time about their price. 
Preſſed by hunger, we retired into the tent, 


where the proviſion purchaſed in the courſe of 


the day was depolited ; and were followed by two 
natives, whom we took for chicts. One of them 
ſhewed the greateſt eagerneſs to ſelect for me 
the choiceſt fruit: I had laid my hat on the 
ground, thinking it a place of ſccurity ; but theſe 


two thieves were not inattentive to their trade ; 


he that was behind me was adroit enough, to 
hide my hat under his clothes, and went away, 


= without my perceiving it; and the other quickly 


iollowed him. I was the leſs apprehenſive of ſuch 
a trick, as I did not ſuppoſe that they would have 
ventured upon an article of ſuch bulk, at the riſk 
o being caught within the encloſure, into which 
we had permitted them to enter: beſides, a hat 


$ <2u1d be of very little uſe to people who com- 


monly go bare-headed. The addreſs they diſ- 


4 played in robbing me, convinced us that it was 
dot their firſt attempt; and led us to preſume, 


H 4 that 
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that they frequently rob one another. The chick. 
too, might have ſome intereſt in the thefts com. 
mitted on us; for we frequently faw them ſeize 
what they found in the hands of their ſubjc>;, 
whom they plundered very openly. 

We Were extremely unwilling to proceed to 
extremities with thefe knaves; but it was high 
time to check their boldneſs, which impunity 
ſerved only to encourage. With this view, we 
propoſed to let them ſee the effect of our fire-arm; 
on a cock, which we tied to the end of a long 
pole. But the perſon, who fired at it, was ſo in- 
cautious, as to take a double- barrelled gun, which 
had been expoſed to the dampneſs of the air all 
the preceding night; in conſequence of which, 
the firſt time 1t flaſhed in the pan, the next it 
hung fire; ſo that he was obliged to take another 
piece to bring down the cock. Accordingly thc 
natives appeared to retain a much higher idea of 
their weapons than of ours, when one of them, 
with a long arrow, furniſhed with three diverging 
points, ſhot another cock, fixed at the end of the 
fame pole. In order to take aim at the bird, 
having placed himſelf juſt under it, he rai 
himſelf as high as he could on tiptoe, fo that the 
point of his arrow was not above four yards from 
the cock. All the reſt had their eyes fixed upon 
him, and kept the moſt profound filence ; but th

moment he hit the object, their ſhouts of admi-

ration gave us to underftand that they did not in 


general ſucceed ſo well, even at fo ſhort a diſ- 
tance. e 

The arrow uſed upon this occaſion was near 
three yards long; but they have others of inferior 
dimenſions, which they lkewite carry in quivers 
pf bamboo. 

E 28th. Two ſentries kept guard day and night at 
fi the poſt we had eſtabliſhed on the Hland of Pan- 
gdeaimotoo, who were ſufficient to keep off ſuch of 
the natives as might endeavour to ſteal into it 
ſecretly, to carry off the articles we had depotited 
there. Undoubtedly no apprehentions had been 
entertained, that they would break into it by 
force. for no precautions had been taken to guard 
againſt an aſſault. A native, however, took ad- 
vantage of a heavy fall of rain, which came on 
Juſt as day was breaking, to get behind one of our 
ſentries, and gave him ſuch a violent ſtroke on 
the head with his club, that he knocked him 
down, though his helmet-cap warded off much 
of the violence of the blow. The aſſaſſin imme- 
diately made off with his mutket ; and the other 
entry inſtantly gave notice of it to thoſe of us, 
E Who were {leeping in the tents. The alarm was 
& 2rcat, and ſeveral moved ncarer to the ſhore, that 
they might be able to reach the Jong-boat, if the 
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of ders ſhould fall upon us in great number, 


The cry of alarm was heard on board the Eipe- 


rance, that ſhip having come within hail of the 


ſhore the preceding evening, and immediately a 
few muſkets were fired from her, to give notice 
of it to the Recherche: but our fear of a general 


attack from the natives did not continue long, for 


we quickly aſſured ourſelves, that moſt of them 
were ſtill faſt aſleep round our poſt, and thoſe, 
who had been awakened, had fled. An officer, 
too, who arrived from the interior of the iſland, 
almoſt at the inſtant of the aſſaſſination, reported, 
that he had ſeen a great many of the natives, all 
of whom appeared to him to be in a profound 


ſleep. 


The Commander of our expedition went on 


ſhore about ſix o'clock, with a detachment well 
armed, and gave orders to ſtrike the tents im- 


mediately, and carry them aboard, with every 
thing that had been left at the poſt for the pur- 


poſe of barter. 


Our removal much grieved ſeveral of the chief, 


who came to the General to expreſs the ſorrow 


they felt at this diſagreeable affair. They loudly 
expreſſed their diſapprobation of this cowardly 
piece of treachery, ſaying, that the culprit de- 
ſerved death, and ſhould not long eſcape the due 
reward of his crime. At the ſame time they did 


bh

every thing in their power to prevail on us to 
continue our barter as before. 

Our detachment having advanced a little way 
into the iſland, to examine the diſpoſition of the 
natives, found near a thouſand, who had flept in 
the neighbourhood of our poſt, and requeſted 
them to remove to a greater diſtance ; which 
they all did, except a ſmall party of armed men, 
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who, lifting up their clubs and ſpears, refuſed 


to retire a ſingle ftep. Perhaps it would have 
been proper to have puniſhed their audacity, 


which led us to conſider them as accomplices of 


the aſſaſſin: but a chief, named Toobor, one of 
the king's relations, fell upon them with fury, 


and quickly diſperſed them by heavy blows with 


{ his club. 


The General, before he got into the boat to 


return on board, made a few preſents to the dif- 
E ferent chiefs, who were collected around him. 
Ne alſo required them to deliver up the affaſſin, 
and return the muſket he had ftolen, with the 
BY fabre that had been taken from our gunner the 
ö day before; informing them, that he would allow 
| - the barter to be renewed on theſe conditions 
alone. 


All the natives retired when our long boat put 


| off from the ſhore ; but as ſoon as it arrived along- 
ide the veſſel, ſeveral of them went to the ſpot 
= we 
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we had quitted, and examined it very carefully, 
to ſee whether we had not left ſomething or 
other behind us. We obſerved one, who had the 
dexterity to pull out the nail by which one of our 
clocks had been hung up to a poſt. 

Feenou came on board in the afternoon, ang 
made the General a preſent of ſome bread-frit, 
yams, plantains, and a pig. In return he te- 

ceived a ſaw, a hatchet, and ſeveral chiſels: but 
we perceived, that he gave the hatchet a decided 
preference to the other tools. After having paid 
the greateft attention to the account we gare 
him of the attack made on our ſentry by one of 
the natives, he promiſed to return the muſket 
the next day ; and told us, that he would bring 
the aſſaſſin to us, and do juſtice on him in our 
preſence. He deſired to ſee the gunner, who 
had received a large wound 1n the head, but hap- 
pily not dangerous, as the helmet-cap he wore 
had deadened the blow. Feenou diſplayed much 
ſenſibility on ſeeing the wound, and preſented 
the gunner with a piece of the ſtuff fabricated of 
the bark of the paper mulberry tree, to uſe in 
dreſſing the wound. In fact the properties of 

this ſtuff render it well adapted to ſuch a pur- 
poſe. | 

Feenou having ordered ſeveral of the native» Wi 
who attended him, to make tua, theſe immed- Wl 

ately ll 
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ately began to chew ſome large roots of the ſpe- 
cies of pepper tree, to which they give that name, 
and the liquor was ſoon prepared. He drank of 
it firſt, and the reſt was ſhared among the other 
natives, who, as well as Feenou, ate plantains 
aſter it. Out of refpe& to him, they all ſquatted 
on the deck, while he fat on the watch bench. 

We ſhowed this chief ſeveral engravings in the 
voyages of Captain Cook. It was with the 
greateſt reſpect that he feveral times pronounced 
the name of that celebrated navigator, which he 
called Toote. It is remarkable, that though we 
could pronounce words of their language with 
great facility, they could not do ſo with ours: for 
inſtance, when they wiſhed to pronounce the 
word Frangors, they faid Palaucis; inſtead of 
Beaupre, they ſaid Beaupele, &c. Feenou talked 
to us of Otaheite, and ſaid, that he had ſeen Omai 
at Anamooka. Perhaps this is the ſame Feenou 
who was particularly intimate with Cook im his 
laſt voyage, though that navigator ſays he was a 
tall man. : 

His attendants ſaid a great deal to us about 
King Toobou, of whoſe power they made great 
boaſt; and to point out to us his ſuperiority, they 


Wy raed the right arm very high, pronouncing his 


name at the fame time, and then touched it near 
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ority of Feenou. He himſelf aſſented to this pre- 
eminence of Toobou, who, he faid, was to be 4 
board us the next day. 

29th. I had intended to ſpend this day on the 
rand of Tongataboo, with ſome of my ſhip mates, 
but the General deſired us to poſtpone this ex. 
curſion, till the chiets had given us a proof, that 
they were really determined to put an end to the 


depredations committed by their ſubjects, 


Several canocs ſurrounded our veſſels, but no 


one was permitted to come alongſide. Many of 
their people, weary of their fituation, as they 


could not carry on any kind of traffic, amuſcd 
themſelves with filing. Their nets were nearly 
nine yards long, about a yard and a half deep, and 
the meſhes were about an inch ſquare. From 
the ſhape of theſe nets, ſeveral of which we had 
already purchaſed, we 1magined that they uſed 


them as we do ſeines, hauling them up on the 
beach ; but. we were much aſtoniſhed to ſee the 


throw them out in the open road, much in the 
ſame manner as we do a caſting-net. On the 
lower ſide were faſtened pieces of coral, which 
ſunk the net rapidly to the bottom; and the 
fiſhermen immediately dived, to bring the two 
ends together by means of ſmall lines faſtencd 
to them; thus encloſing the fiſh, which. they put 
into their canoes, It is obvious that fiſh muſt bc 

very 
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very plenty, for them to be caught in this man- 
ner in the open ſea. No doubt the fiſhermen 
would not have taken all this trouble, had not 
their hunger been extremely craving; for, as 
W they had no means of dreſſing their fiſh in their 
E canoes, they did not heſitate to devour it raw. 
About nine in the morning three chiefs came 
on board, to acquaint us that Toobou, the ſu- 
4 preme chief (egii la of Tongataboo, Vavao, 
W Anamooka, &c. was coming to pay us a viſit, 
1 and that he would deliver into our hands the 
q alfaſſin we demanded, ard reſtore the muſket 
Þ that had been ſtolen. In fact, it was ſcarcely 
$I cleven o clock when Toobou arrived, with ſeveral 


W chicts. The aſſaſſin was at his feet, lying on his 


E: belly with his hands bound behind his back. He 
Z ordered him on board immediately, and then di- 
2 rected the muſket, with its bayonet fixed, Which 
5 had been taken from onc of our ſentries, to be 
. brought. Two pieces of ſtuff, made of the bark 
or the paper mulberry, ſo large, that cach, if 
j 8 ſpread out, would have completely covered our 


eeſſel, two hogs, and ſeveral very large mats, 


3 compoſed the preſent which he brought to the 
Commander of our expedition. The warrior 
eenou, not diſdaining to perform the office of 
esccutioner, lifted up his club, to beat out the 
rains of the culprit, and it was ſomewhat diffi- 
. cult 
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cult to prevent him from doing juſtice on th, 
prifoner before our eyes. At length, however, he 
delivered him into the hands of the Genera), 
imagining, no doubt, that he was deſirous gt 
keeping him, to inflict on him himſelf the yy. 
niſhment due to his crime. The priſoner to, 
fuppoſing that his laſt hour was come, alread; 
ſtretched out his neck, when our ſentry, whon 
he had knocked down, begged the life of the dl. 
fender. On this he was diſmiſſed, with a fen 
ſtripes on the back with a rope's end: but Fee. 
non, thinking this puniſhment far too little, again 
rarſed his club, to put an end to his exiſtence, 
The General bawled out as loud as he could, ica; 
mats, (that he thould grant him his life); but 
Fieenou declared, nevertheleſs, that he ſhould not 
eſcape the pumiſhment he deſerved. As we were 
- examining ſeveral marks on his head, from blows 
this man had received with a club, before he had 
been brought to us, we were informed, that theſe 
had been given to him when he was taken. The 
General ordered our ſurgeon to dreſs his wounds, 
and then removed him to the Eſperance, in- 
tending to ſet him aſhore in the night, to endes 
vour to ſave his life. 

King Toubou received as a preſent from the 
General's hands a ſuit of ſcarlet, in which he 


dreſſed himſelf — and a large hatchct.

Feenou, too, received a ſcarlet ſuit, with a hatchet 
of much ſmaller dimenſions; and a few ſmall! 
hatchets were diſtributed among the other chiefs. 
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3 They were all on the deck, forming a circle 


round Toobou, who ſat on the watch bench, with 
Feenou on his right hand, and another chicf, 
named Omalai, on his left. 

Toobou appeared to us to be at leaſt ſixty years 
old. He was of a middling height, and ſtil! 


much more corpulent than Feenou. His gar- 


ments were made in the ſame ſhape as thoſe of 


the other natives, differing only in the fineneſs 
of their texture, He wore a very beautitul mat, 
faſtened round him by means of a girdle, fabri- 
cated of the bark of the paper mulberry tree. 
When Toobou gave orders for making tava, 
we requeſted ſome of the chiefs to wks upon 


memſelves its preparation, and chew the roots of 


the kava pepper tree, which we offered them; 


, but they uniformly refuſed, with an air of diſ- 
W daining an occupation beneath them. It was 
entruſted to merr of an inferior claſs mois, 
i | Who were ſeated near the middle of the circle 
W formed by the chiefs. 


The rain, which had come on in the mean 


3 time, increaſing rapidly, We imagined that every 
none of them would have fought ſhelter ; but they 


al braved the weather, without quitting their 
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places, except the king, who withdrew into the 
General's cabin, with Feenou, and Toobou-Foa, 
one of the royal family. Kava was Carried to 
them in cups, which had juſt been made of 
plantain leaves, and then plantains were offered 
to them. The General invited them all three to 
dinner ; but the king did not permit either of the 
chiefs to ſit at the ſame table with him. He tafl- 
ed all the diſhes, refuſed moſt of them, and ate 
very little of thoſe that he did not appear to dil: 
like, ſugar excepted. The General had made him 
a preſent of a bird-organ, with which he was 
wonderfully amuſed, and on which he played al- 
moſt all dinner time. . 

Theſe iſlanders ſhave with the edge of a ſhell 
and the operation takes up a great deal of time. 
They were ſtruck with aſtoniſhment, when they 
jaw how quickly our barber took off the beards 
of ſeveral of our crew, and every one was de- 
firous of experiencing his ſkill. Among the rett 
he had the honour of ſhaving his majeſty himſcil, 

About half after three, the king giving us no- 
tice of his intention to depart, an offer was made 
to put him aſhore in the barge, which he ac- 
cepted. He was attended by a great number ol 
canoes, and ſoon arrived at the ifland of Pangal- 
motoo, with moſt of the chiefs who had accom- 
panied him on board. As ſoon as he landed, hc 

ordered 
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ordered ſome yams, a bread- fruit, ſome pork and 
plantains, to be brought; and we were much 


ſurpriſed to ſee him eat with a very hearty ap- 


petite; for we imagined that he was not hungry, 
as he had done ſo little honour to our General's 
table. We had no reaſon to ſuppoſe, that our 
diſhes had not been to his taſte, ſince the other 
natives were perfectly ſatisfied with them. Per- 
haps it is a point of etiquette, for his majeſty not 
to indulge his appetite when he accepts an in- 
vitation, particularly from ſtrangers. He after- 
wards made a ſpeech, in which, no doubt, he ex- 
preſſed our friendly diſpoſition toward them, and 
our intention to puniſh all who ſhould be guilty 
of robbing us; and then he repaired to the iſland 
of Tongataboo. 1 
Juſt before night Feenou brought the ſabre 
which had been taken from one of our gunners. 
He returned it to the General, and made him a 
preſent of a very large fiſh, of the perch genus, 
the perca guttaza (the hind of Cateſby). Before 
he left us, he informed the canoes around, that 
we ſhould begin to trade with them again the 
next day. DS 
- 30th. Very early the next morning our boat 
was ſent on ſhore to the iſland of Pangaimotoo, 
with a quantity of ſtuffs and hardware. The ca- 
aves round our ſhip were ſeveral times deſired

in yain to repair to the market, which had juf 
been re-eſtabliſhed on that little iſland. W. 
| fancied, however, that we had diſcovered effec. 
; tual means of driving them away from our ſhips 
when we ſaw them take flight with precipitancy, 
on ſome water being ſpouted on them from an 
engine ; but the ſucceſs of this mode was of ſhort 
duration; for ſoon finding that they ran no riſk 
but of a wetting, we might play the engine on 
them as long as we pleafed, and they would not 
ſtir. Dauribeau, the captain of the Recherche. 
then gave orders, to upſet them when any of 
our boats went aſhore ; and preſently the launch 
was ſent off for the neareſt part of the iſland,

obſervations. Accordingly our people pullec 
away, ſteering directly for a canoe which hac 
three men and two girls on board ; and, as they 
carried away the out-rigger, we ſhould ſoon havc 
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had the vexation of ſceing theſe two pretty lafſes 
tumbled into the water ; but to prevent this ac- 
cident, the men jumped overboard, and two ot 
them ſteadied the Canoe, while the third ſet tle 
out-rigger to rights, and then they paddled away 
for Tongataboo without delay. The other ca- 
noes, warned of their danger, had the addrels to 
avoid ſuch of our boats as afterwards endeavoured 
to upſct them. |

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Feenou came on board very early in the morn- 
ing, with Toobou, the king's brother. Theſe 
two chiefs invited the General to a feaſt, which 
the King intended to give him the next day but 
one, in the iſland of Tongataboo. Having re- 
queſted us to let them ſce the effects of out 
ſwivels and carronades, we gratified them with a 
ſpecimen, at which they ſhowed equal marks of 
affright and admiration. 

When we arrived on ſhore, we obſerved with 
ſurpriſe, that the market was very well ſupplied, 
though there were not a fourth as many of the 
natives preſent, as on the preceding days. Every 
thing there was going on with the greateſt order. 

The ſame officer (Lagrandiere) had ſtill the 
management of the traffic with them for victual- 
ling the ſhips. He was ſingularly delighted with 
the thought of having procured ſome ends of 


iron hoops, to be cut into the ſhape of carpen- 


ter's chiſſels, and of having turned them to good 
account in dealing with the natives. Yet we 
had on board a great number of very good tools, 
which had been brought from Europe, to give 
them; and we could not conceive how it was 
polſible, that the ſatisfaction he muſt have telt 
at procuring them durable inftruments, ſhould 
not have been of more weight with him, than 
any other conſideration. 


13 Traverſing 
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1793. 
Traverſing the interior of the iſland, we fa , 
barber employed in ſhaving one of the chiefs, 
after their faſhion. The chief ſat with his back 
leaning againſt his hut. The barber's razor con- 
ſit ted of the two ſhells of the /olen radialus (vio- 
let- coloured, or radiated razor-ſheath), one of 
which he held firmly againſt the ſkin with the 
left hand, while with the right he applied the 
edge of the other to the hair, as near the root a; 
he could, and by repeated ſcraping, brought it 
away, ſcarcely more than a hair at a time. We 
were aſtoniſhed at ſo much patience, and li:

him, as might be ſuppoſed, long before he had 
finiſhed his operation. 

The art of the potter has made no great pro- 
greſs among theſe people. We ſaw in their pol- 
ſeſſion ſome very porous carthen veſſels, which | 
they had baked indeed, but very ſlightly. In 
theſe they kept freſh water, which would have 
quickly filtered through them, if they had not 
taken the precaution to give them a coating of 
reſin. Veſſels thus made could be of no uſe to 
them in dreſſing victuals. The natives ſhowed 
us ſome of a tolerably elegant form, which they 
ſaid had been brought from. Feejee. (See Plate 
XXXI. Fig. 8.) We ſaw them drinking in com- 
panics out of cups of this ſort, round whach they 


put a net of a pretty large meſh, to be able to 7 
carry Wn 
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carry them about eaſily. When they had emp- 
tied a few of them, they went to fill them again 
ut of little holes, which they had dug in the 
ground, that the water might flow into them. 
Though theſe holes were about a hundred and 
f{ty toiſes only from the ſhore, the water was 
ſcarcely to be called brackiſh, As we found it 
neceflary to replace what we had expended ſince 
leaving Adventure Bay, WE dug a hole in the 
ground, more than a yard deep, and at a good 
diſtance from the ſhore, and it was preſently ſup-

plied with very drinkable Water. With this we 
fled ſmall caſks, which the natives of the 70 
claſs were very ready to carry on their ſhoulders 
to the boat: but the part on which the iron 
hoops of the caſk reſted being bare, was ſoon 
called, and they gave up their work. We had 
on board, however, a little cart, which we had 
brought from Europe, and on this they readily 
conſented to draw the barrels down to the ſhore. 
The 70xas, twelve in number, ſung to mark the 
time of uniting their efforts in pulling. Theſe 
twelve ſoon increaſed to twenty, and at firſt re- 
quired no addition to the pay we had agrecd ou 
tor each turn, which was twelve glaſs beads : 
tew days after, however, they demanded a es 
price for their labour. They aſſured us that we 
thould not find water at Tongataboo, except in 
14 | ponds, 
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ponds, or by digging holes in the ground as at 


Pangaimatoo; but that very good ſpring-Water 


was to be procured at Kao, a ſmall wand near 


Tofoa. 


I had not yet ſeen a dog ſince we had een 
at anchor. In the afternoon a native broug cht 


one to ſell us, aſſuring us that its fleſh was very 
good eating. They give the name of Ai to this 


animal, which in theſe iſlands is commonly of a 


fallow colour, ſmall, and pretty nearly reſembling 
the Pomeranian dog. 

Citizen Riche informed us, that the aſſaſin, 
who was mentioned above, having been conveyed 
to the weſtern coaft of n ee the preced- 
ing night, by one of the Eſperance's boats, had 
heſitated ſome time about going on ſhore, and 
had inquired of the boat's crew, with an air of 
great uncaſineſs, which way Feenou hed gone, 
when he went on ſhore 1 in the evening. At laſt 
he ventured to land, but crawled along the beach 
on his hands and knees for more than three 
hundred paces, before he durſt proceed into thy 
interior part of the iſland. 

Cloſe by the market, to which the natives 
brought their different kinds of proviſion, we ob- 
ſerved a woman of extraordinary corpulence, at 
leait fifty years of age, round whom. the natives 
formed a very numerous circle. Some of them 
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paid her their reſpects in our preſence, by taking 
ker right foot and placing it on their head, making 
x very low bow: others came and touched the 
ſole of her right foot with their right hands, 
Several chiefs, whom we knew, paid her other 
marks of their reverence. We were informed 
E that this lady was Queen Time. Her hair, cut 
| to the length of about two inches and halt, was 
2 covered, as wel! as part of her forchead, with a 
E reddiſh powder. 

After having expreſſed her inclination to go on 
board the Recherche, to ſee the Commander of 
our expedition, the invited us to accompany her, 
and immediately ſet off with part of her court. 
She preſented General Dentrecaſteaux with ſe- 
veral very fine mats, a hog, and ſome yams ; 
and he gave her in return various pieces of ſtuff, 
on which ſhe appeared to {et a great value. 

Deſirous of knowing what effect our vocal 
malic, accompanied by a violin and cittern, would 
have on theſe people, we entertained them with 
a ſpecimen, and had the pleaſure of perceiving 
that it was pleaſing to them; but a few tunes 
on a bird-organ obtained more ſtriking marks ot 
their applauſe. 

Queen Tine, unwilling to remain in our debt, 
ordered ſome young girls of her ſwte to ſing.

repeating for half an hour at leaſt ; but ſhe di. 
played ſo much grace in the action with which 
the accompanied this air, that we were ſorry the 
finiſhed fo ſoon. She moved her arms forward, 
one after the other, following the meaſure, and 
3t the fame time raiſed her feet alternately, 
though without quitting her place : the time 
ſhe marked with her fore-tinger, which, after 
having been bent by the thumb, was let & 
agamſt the middle finger; and ſometimes by 
moving the thumb againſt the fore and midulc 
fingers. The beauty of thefe movements de- 
pended greatly on the fine ſhape of the hand and 
arm, which is fo common among theſe people, 
and was ſtriking in this young woman. Soon 
after two other young girls repeated the ſame air, 
which they ſung in parts, one ſinging uniforms 
a fifth to the other; and ſeveral men role te 
dance to the muſic of their melodious voices, 
Theſe marked the time by movements analogo®

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to thoſe of the young women, at firſt with their 
fect, and frequently carrying one of their hands 
to the oppoſite arm. 

We took the words of this air Cabo lelley, 

charming evening) as a compliment from the 
anders, congratulating theraielves on ſpending 
the afternoon with us. 
The queen taſted the different diſhes we of- 
fred her, but ſhe gave a particular preference to 
preſerved bananas. Our maitre-d hotel ſtood be- 
hind her 1n readineſs to remove her plate, but 
ſhe ſaved him the troudle, by keeping both 1t aud 
the table- cloth for herſelf. 


Tiné was extremely tenacious of the honours, 
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which the chiefs could not refuſe to pay when 
they met her; and hence ſome of them avoided 
her preſence, Feenou, and the brother of King 
Toobou were on board, and had juſt promiſed 
to ſtay and dine with us when ſhe arrived. 
They immediately intreated, with great earneſt- 
nels, that ſhe might not be permitted to come 
upon deck; but ſhe came on board at once 
without ceremony, and the two chiefs haſtened 
into their canoes, becauſe otherwiſe they would 
have been obliged, as many of the natives aſſured 
us, to come and take her right foot, and carry it 
very reſpectfully to their heads, as a token of their 
uteriority, The queen informed us with an air 


of 
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of ſatisfaction, that King Toobou himſelf ua. 
bound to pay her theſe marks of reſpect, becauſe 
it was fror her he derived his dignity, 

After having informed us that ſhe Purpoſed 
to take up her abode in the iſland of Pangaimotoy, 


as long as we ſtaid in the road, ſhe invited the 


General to come and reſide on ſhorc, and ſlecp in 
her houſe. I do not imagine that the old lady had 
any other intention, than to procure him a mor: 
pleaſant and healthy refidence than he had on 

board : but the General had no opportunity of 
aſcertaining with preciſion her motive for this 

obliging otter, for he did not accept her invita- 
tion. 


One of our ſailors had in his hand a bit of 


bacon, which he was going to cat, when Feogo, 
one of Tine's maids of honour, appeared defirou: 
of taſting it. He offered it to her, and ſhe re- 
ceived it with thankfulneſs : but as the could not 


think of eating it in the royal preſence, the Queen 


had the complaiſance to go and fit about twelve 
paces off, that her attendant might be at a di- 
tance from her; yet before ſhe quitted her place, 
ſhe had received from the young lady the ſame 
marks of reſpect, as others of the natives had ale 
ready paid her in our preſence. 
Two hours before ſun-ſet, Tine expreſſed 2 
with to return to the Hand of Pangaimotoo, and 
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von after went in our barge with part of her at- 
tendants. 

We had ſeen in Bligh's narrative, that, juſt as 
he was preparing to quit the ifland of Tofoa, the 
ſallor, whom he had ſent on ſhore to caſt off the 
mooring of the launch, was killed by one of the 
natives. The people of Tongataboo informed us 
that the murder was committed by a chief named 
Moudoulalo ; but we could not learn the motive 
which had induced him to this exceſſive barbarity. 
All of us were aſtoniſhed at the coolneſs with 
which the natives told the tale. 

We had already ſeen ſeveral knives of Engliſh 
manufacture in the hand of the natives; and this 
morning early Feenou brought us a bayonet that 


bc had received from Captain Cook, the point of 
W which he requeſted us to ſharpen, as it was 


blunted. 


In the afternoon we viſited ſome lets, lying 
at a very little diſtance from each other between 
Tongataboo and Pangaimotoo. They are all 
connected together by a ſhoal, Which! is almoſt 
wholly dry at low water. 

We firſt arrived at a bank of ſand, lately emerg- 


Y ea from the water, on which, however, a com- 


mencement of vegetation already appeared. From 
this, called by the natives Iniou, we procceded to 
the little iſle of Manima - to reach which we were 


obliged 
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obliged to croſs a tolerably rapid current, not 
above ſix feet deep ſoon after the tide had be gun 
to make in, and the water of which was wartned 
by paſſing over a beach ſtrongly heated by the 
rays of the ſun. Here we found one of the 
Qucen's maids of honour, to whom we preſented 
a few beads; and immediately ſhe ſent to catch 
a couple of fowls to offer us. Theſe we took the 
trouble of carrying, leſt the ſhould have been 
chagrined at our refuſal of them. She was very 
careful to let us know that ſhe did not give them 
by way of barter ; affecting to repeat with an air 
of dignity 7a? fozatan, and to inform us by the 
word adoups, that ſhe made us a preſent of them. 
Indecd the chiefs never offered to barter their ar- 
ticles for ours; they made us preſents, and i- 
ceived whatever we thought proper to give. 


It is remarkable that the natives brought to 


our market ſeveral cocks, but very ſeldom an; 
hens. Theſe they kept to hatch chickens, and 
of courſe they ſold us but few eggs likewiſe. 

The two fowls now given us were hens, and 
had been caught in our fight with the fame kind 


of net, as we had ſeen employed to take fiſh in 


the open road. 
The ſoil of the iſland of Manima is little cultt- 
vated; we ſaw in it, however, a few fields of yams 


cocoa trees, and plantains. L 
After 
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After croſſing à channel as ſhallow as the 
preceding, Wwe arrived at Oneula. Having the 
curiofity to examine the infide of a habitation, 
conſtructed with much art, we were greatly ſur- 
prized to fee a chief, who, fitting very gravely 
near the middle of the hut, permitted a fore- 
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maſt-man of our {hip to take the greateſt free-

doms with one of the prettieſt girls in the iſland. 
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He informed us, on offering tome cocoa nuts, 


that he could not allow us to drink their liquor 
within his dwelling. We could not have ſup- 
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poſed that the witneſs of the party, we had juſt 
happened to interrupt under his root, would have 
been ſo rigid to perſons who came thither merely 
to quench their thirſt; but we made a point of 
not diſputing the matter with him. 
Two natives arrived in the mean time, bring- 
ing in their hands ſome very ripe cocoa nuts 
opened, and with theſe we ſaw them prepare a 
diſh, of which they appcared to be very fond. 
With thells, fixed in a piece of wood by way of 
handle, they ſcraped out the nuts, which they 
bruſed with a very hot ſtone, ſo as to make a 
pulp of it: this they reduced to the conſiſtence 
ot a pudding, after mixing it with ſome freſh. 
roatted bread-fruit; which done, they formed 
it mto balls; and theſe they ate immediately. 
Under a large ſhed we ſaw a double canoe, 
forty 
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forty feet long, placed there by the natives te 

preſerve it againſt the injuries of the weather. 
We were not far from the little iſland called 

Nougou Nougou, when ſome of the natives Pointed 


out to us an iſlet, by the name of Mackah:a, very 


near Pangfiniotoo. We proceeded toward th, 
laſt iſland, and, as the tide was riſing, we were 
obliged to wade up to our middles, to reach it. 
We ſoon reached the place, where the queen 
kept a regular court. It was under the ſhade of 
a very buſhy bread- fruit tree, at a ſmall diſtance 
from our market. There ſhe was giving a con- 
cert of vocal muſic, in which Futtafaihe fung, 


he regulating the time, which all the muſician: 


followed with the greateſt accuracy. Some per- 
formed their parts by accompanying the fimple 
melody of the reſt with various modulations. In 
theſe 'we occaſionally noticed diſcords, which 
ſeemed to be highly agrceable to the ears of the 
natives. 
During this concert we ſaw a great number 
of people arrive. each carrying a long pole on 
his ſhoulder, at the ends of which hung fiſh and 
yams; and with theſe they immediately formed 


the baſe of a quadrangular pyramid, Which they 


built up nearly to the height of two yards 
This was a preſent for General Dentrecaſteaus, 


to whom Tinc Was e1VIng an entertainment 
Ohe 
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lle 


due warned us againſt the danger of walking 
one about the iſland in the evening, telling 
us, that thieves might take advantage of the 
darkneſs, to knock us down with their clubs, and 


then rob us. 

On the iſt of i at ſix in the morning, the 
General ſet off, agreeably to the invitation of 
king Toobou, who meant to give him an en- 
tertainment in the iſland of Tongataboo. We 

accompanied him, with almoſt all the officers of 
| the expedition, and a detachment well armed. 

Some of the natives, who followed us in their 
canoes, made us coaſt along ſhore toward the 

| weſt for ſome time, in order to conduct us to a 
place, where, they informed us, we ſhould find 

a great number of the natives aſſembled with 

| teveral of their chiefs. As ſoon as we landed, 
Feenou came to meet the General, and accom- 
| pany him into the midſt of a large aſſembly of 
W thc natives, with Omalai at their head. This 

dick invited him to fit down on his left hand, 

alter having ordered the natives, to arrange them- 
des in a circle round him. We'reſted our- 
b elves a moment on ſome mats ſpread on the 
Sund, under the ſhade of ſeveral trees, ſome 
| j of which were the cerbera manghas (Indian mango 


q tree), others the hernandia 'ovigera (ovigerous

@ .<<k-in-the-box tree), the fruit of which is uſed 
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by theſe people as an ornament. Soon after we 
went to ſee a very lofty ſhed, which ſerved as 
ſhelter to.a war canoe, eighty-feet long, the in- 
ſide of which was ſtrengthened by very ſtout 
knees, placed about a yard. diftant from each, 
other. Feenou, after having made us admire the 
conſtruction of this double canoe, informed ys, 
that he had taken it in an engagement, which he 
had fought with the people of the Fecjee Hands, 
As we proceeded toward the weſt, we croſſed 
a ſpacious encloſure, formed of paliſades, the 
_ of which, placed in an oblique direction, 
were tolerably near to each other, within this 
grew bread- fruit trees, plantain trees, the cob 
umbraculifera (great fan palm), &c. Farther on, 
in an encloſure of much leſs extent, we found 2 
ſmall hut, of a conical figure, in which, we were 
informed, were depoſited the remains of a chict 
lately dead ; and a caution was giy en us, that 
entering into it was prohibited. 
Aſter this we walzed on near a quarter of at 
hour in a narrow path>bounded on each fide by 
palifades, till we reached an extenſive efplanace, 
where King Toobou was ſoon to arrive (See Plate 
MAVI.) 
We were invited by Omalal, to take the cool 
air under a ſhed, the ſhape of which was nearly 


half an Oval, twelve yards in length, by fue in 
breadth.

dreadth. The roof, covered with the leaves of 
the vacoua, which rendered it impenetrable to 
the heavieſt ſhower, had an clevation of about 
five yards and a half, and deſcended within three 
quarters of a yard of the ground, on which ſome 
fine mats were ſpread. The floor was raiſed ſix 
or eight inches higher chan the ſurrounding carth, 
e ſecured it from all danger of being over- 
| flowed; and the roof was ſupported by ten pillars. 

8 1 length Toobou arrived with two of his 
daughters, who had poured on their hair an abun- 
dance of cocoa- nut oil, and wore each a neck- 
lace, made with the pretty ſeeds of the abrus Pre- 
cutorius. 

The natives formed a great concourſe on all 
ſides. According to our eſtimation, at leaſt four 
thouſand of them were preſent. 

The place of honour, no doubt, was on the 
king's left hand, for it was there he invited the 
General to ſit, who immediately ordered the pre- 
tents, which he intended for Toobou, to be 
brought forward. The king expreſſed much 
thankſulneſs for them; but, of all that was offered 
him, nothing ſo much excited the admiration of 
this numerous aſſembly, as a piece of crimſon 
damaſk, the lively colour of which produced from 
all fides an exclamation of cho! cho! which they 
continued repeating a long time, with an appear- 
K 2 - ance 
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[1703, 
ance of the greateſt ſurpriſe. They uttered the 
ſame exclamation, when we unrolled a few Pieces 
of ribbon, in which red was the predominant co- 
lour. The General then preſented a ſhe- -Coat 
with kid, a he-goat, and a couple of rabbits, one 
a buck, the other a doe, of which the king pro- 
miſed to take the greateſt care, and to let them 
breed and multiply in the iſland. 

Omalai, who, Toobou told us, was his ſon, alſo 
received ſome preſents from the General, as did 
ſeveral other chiefs. 

On our right, toward the north-eaſt, were 
thirteen muſicians, ſeated under the ſhade of : 
bread- fruit tree, which was loaded w ith a prodi- 
gious quantity of fruit. They ſung together in 
different parts. Four of them held in their hand: 
a bamboo of a yard, or a yard and a half long, 
with which they beat time on the ground; the 
longeſt of theſe bamboos ſometimes ſerving to 
mark the meaſure. The ſounds theſe inſtru- 
ments gave approached tolerably near thoſe of the 
tambourin, and the following were their propot- 
tions to each other. Two bamboos of the middle 
length were in uniſon, the longeſt was a note and 
a half below them, and the ſhorteſt was two 
notes and a half above. The muſician, that fung 
the counter-tenor, made his voice be heard much 


above the reſt, though it was a little hoarſe; and 
| at 
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at the ſame time he accompanied it by beating 
with two little Ricks of caſſuarina on a bamboo 
{x yards long, cleft throughout its whole length. 

Three muſicians placed before the others expreſſed 
the ſubject of their ſong by action alſo, which no 
doubt they had thoroughly ſtudied, for their geſ- 
tures were performed all together, and in the 
fame manner. Every now and then they turned 
toward the king, making not ungraceful motions 
with their arms: ſometimes they bowed their 
heads quickly, till the chin touched the breaſt, 


and ſhook them 1everal times, &c. 
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In the mean time Toobou preſented the Ge- 
neral with ſome pieces of ſtuff fabricated with 
the bark of the paper mulberry tree, cauſing them 
to be ſpread abroad with a great deal of oſtenta- 
tion, that we might be ſenſible of all the value of 
the gift. 

One of his miniſters, ih ſat on his right hand, 
ordered kava to be prepared, and preſently a 
wooden bowl, of an oval ſhape, and a yard long 
(See Plate XXXI, Fig. 9), was brought in full of 
this liquor. 

The muſicians, no Abt had reſerved their 
choiceſt pieces for this inſtant ; as now, at every 
pauſe they made, the cry of mali, mdli, reſounded 
irom every quarter, and the reiterated applauſcs 
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of the natives informed us, that this muſic made 


plantain, and every time he offered a cup, he 
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a very ſtrong and pleaſing impreſſion upon them. 

The kava was then diſtributed to the different 
chiefs, by him who had given orders for its pre- 
paration. He ſent it to them in cups, which 
were made on the ſpot with the leaves of the 


pronounced, in a pretty loud voice, the name of 
him for whom it was intended. Feenou he ſerved 
firſt, ſaying maye maa Feenou; and he did the ſame 
to the other chiefs, all whoſe names we could 
eaſily pronounce. Some of theſe, perhaps, the 
reader will not be diſpleaſed to hear: they were 
Nufatoa, Fefe, Mafi, Famouna, Fatoumona, &c. 

We may preſume, it was neceſſary, that ſome 
of the chiefs ſhould judge of the goodneſs of the 
liquor, before the king drank, for it was not of- 
fered to him till it came to the fourth cup. None 
was ſent to his daughters; and indeed it always 
appeared to us, that this liquor was reſerved en- 
tirely for the men. 

Notwithſtanding the preſence of the General, 
the king very ſoon fell aſleep, and ſnored aloud, 
with his legs croſſed, and his head bowed down 
almoſt to his knees. When he awoke, we ſhow: 
ed him a drawing of a cow, and aſked if that 


given to King Poulaho by Captain Cook had bred, 
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He knew the animal perfectly well, which he 
called boakka toote, and told us, there were none 
now at Tongataboo, but there were at Hapace. 
Several of the natives, however, aſſured us, imi- 
tating at the ſame time tolerably well their low- 
ing, that there were ſome at Tongataboo, though 
others denied it. Thus we were unable to learn 
what had become of the bull and cow, which 
Captain Cook had left on the iſland; and it was 
the ſame with regard to the horſe and mare, 
which he had given to Feenou. Perhaps they 
were afraid that we ſhould require ſome of theſe 
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animals from them. 


eaſt, aſcending a gentle ſlope. At firſt we paſſed 
along paths bordered with palifadoes; but we 
ſoon reached the end of theſe, and came to fields 
of yams fully cropped. Farther on, the ground, 
recently turned up, exhibited every appearance of 
tertility. 

We ſoon reached a delightful ſpot on the top 
of a little hill, where the natives had formed a 
fort of rotunda, about four yards wide, with pali- 
ſades, and ſome ſhrubs cut with art. Under this 
rotunda we {till ſaw the remains of kava roots, 
that had been chewed ; and round it were twenty- 
four ſmall huts, conſtructed in a circle of fifteen 
or ſixteen yards diameter. Theſe huts were all 
K 4 covered 
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| Quitting the aſſembly, we walked toward the 
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covered with cocoa leaves, interlaced together: 
their ſhape was nearly that of half an oval, thre, 
yards long by two broad; and they were divided 
at the top, throughout their whole length, by a 
very narrow flit, which was the only opening in 
them, though there was no entering without ſe— 
parating its edges. We were informed by ſome 
of the natives, who had followed us, that the 
king frequently came to this place, to drink bury, 
with ſeveral of the chiefs of the iſland, and that 
then cach went to take a nap in theſe fort of 
| huts. 

On returning toward the place of entertain- 
ment, we went round the largeſt circle formed 
by the natives; in the midſt of which we faw ſe- 
veral gu, wives. The wife of Futtafaihe at- 
tracted almoſt every eye by her beauty ; but ſhe 
took care, from time to time, to acquaint us, that 
it was her duty to preſerve her fidelity to her hut- 
band. This ſhe expreſſed with great ſimplicity, 
by taboo milzi mitsi, words of which J cannot 
give a literal tranſlation, as may be ſeen by the 
vocabulary of the language of the Friendly Iſlands, 

f which will be found at the end of this work. 
; | We obſerved in the hands of one lady, who 
; appeared to be of ſome conſideration, a ſort. of 
mat, about two feet ſquare, and of a white co- 
i | lour, made of the hair of a horſe's tail. Pot- 
| ſibly 
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{ly they Were obtained from thoſe which Cook 
I on the iſland ; but ſhe would not ſatisfy our 
curioſity on this head. 

The King had ordered his ſubjects to bring tlie 
preſents which he intended for the General ; and 
cer ſince half after ten we had ſeen many arrive 
at intervals, each of them carrying on his ſhoulder 
1 bamboo two yards long, at the ends of which 
hung ſmall fiſhes of the /carus and cſltodon genera, 
moſt of them ready dreſſed, and wrapped in 
cocoa-leaves ; others brought bread-truit, yams, 

&.; and preſently, by laying their bamboos 
| acroſs each other, they raiſed two portions of 
trangular pyramids, one of them two yards high, 
the other one yard only. The raw fiſh already 
began to ſtink very much. 

About one o clock in the afternoon Toobou 
went away, without ſaying a word to any perſon. 
We then left the aſſembly, and were accompanied 
to the place where we landed by Feenou and 
Omalai, who ordered a whole hog juſt drefled, 
bme fiſh, yams, and bread-truit, to be brought 
us, and invited us to fit down to our repaſt ; but 
| their hog not being half ready, for ſuch is their 
| uſual mode of cookery, we preferred going on 
| board to dinner. 

They then requeſted us to accept theſe dit- 
| {crcnt articles of proviſion, which they ordered 
| tO 
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to be carried into our long-boat, while others of 
the natives, in obedience to the orders of Toobou, 
were filling 1t with the eatables taken from the 
pyramids, that had been erected for our Com. 
mander. In a very little time, every thing Was 
ready for our departure. 

Our boats having been obliged to puſh off from 
the ſhore, on account of the low water, we could 
not reach them but by crofling a coral bank co-, 
vered with water for more than three hundred 
paces : but we found the natives extremely civil; 
for, that we might not be wetted, they carried 
us to ſome rocks juſt above water, to which 
others came with their canoes to fetch us, and 
conveyed us to our boats. 

The men who carried us appeared well fatis- 
fied with the articles we gave them for ther 
trouble ; but in this ſhort paſſage others contrived 
to gain ſtill more, by robbing us at their eaſe, 
after having crept flily behind us, while their 
countrymen had us on their backs. All theſe 
pickpockets, however, did not meet with equal 
facceſs, for we gave chace to ſome, whom we 
forced to reſtore what they had taken. 

As ſoon as we got on board, the commanding 
officer informed us that, during our abſence, he 
Had cauſed a native to be ſeized, at the mom: 
when he was going oft with ſeveral articles of 


hardware; 
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hardware, which he had ſtolen between decks; 


and that Futtafaihe, reprobating the habit of pil- 
ering, of which the natives were every day guilty 
towards us, had affected to ſay publicly, that the 
culprit ſhould be puniſhed with death. But this, 
they ſoon perceived, was all artifice on the part of 
the chief: for, as ſoon as they began to inflict 

the puniſhment of the rope's end on the pilferer, 
he interceded for his pardon, which, however, 
was not granted; and Futtafaihe ſeemed to be 
greatly affected at his receiving the five-and- 
twenty ſtripes, which he had been condemned to 
ſuffer. 

2d. Pretty early the next morning, we re- 
ceived a viſit from Tonga, who accompanied his 


father Toobou, the King's brother. They both 


took a great deal of trouble to explain to us all 


the dignities of their family. 


Tonga ſeveral times gave us proofs of great 
intelligence, in particular when we ſhowed him 
a chart of the Friendly Iſlands conſtructed by 


Captain Cook. He firſt glanced his eye rapidly 
cover the archipelago; and then, {topping at 
Tongataboo, he obſerved to us, that ſeveral reefs 
ot rocks had been laid down which did not exiſt ; 
informing us that, to the north-weſt we ſhould 
find a paſſage, through which we might eafily 
"Ty our veſſels into the open ſea. This infor- 
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mation was the more important to us, becauſc we 
had ſuppoſed, that we muſt get out of the road 
through the narrow channel by which we had en. 
tered; and in which we ſhould probably haye 
had to work out againſt the prevailing winds, 
which would be extremely favourable to our paſ- 
ſing out through the new channel. Tonga of. 
tered to ſhow it us, and would ſleep on board 
that night, to conduct to it Citizen Beaupr, 
our engineer-geographer, who would aſcertain 
its poſit ion. 

On an excurſion we made into the country 
neareſt the anchoring place, we found among 1 
group of the natives a young perſon, who had al 
the characteriſtics of an albino, and who was 
in other reſpects of a very ſickly complexion, as. 
3s commonly the caſe, for this deviation from na- 
ture is owing to a ſtate of diſcaſe. 

3d. In the morning of the third, having fur- 
priſed ſome of the natives, who were making 
off to the coaſt of Tongataboo with ſome ar- 
ticles, which they had juſt ſtolen from our ſhip, 
the commanding officer ſent ſome of our peopl: 
in purſuit of them; when one of the party, who 
had cauſed himſelf to be announced as a chic, 
ſaid, that he would puniſh them himſelf, and 
would bring us the next day the things that had 


been ſtolen. _ But it appeared, that he was con- 
nected 
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nected with the thieves, for he took care never 
to return on board again. 

When we went aſhore, Omalai accompanied 
us, and admired the boat's rudder for a long time. 
He was defirous of ſtecring himſelf, and did fo 
with great {kill. Thete people uſe nothing but 
paddles for ſteering their canoes. 

The ladies, in dreſſing their hair, made uſe 
of cocoa-nut oil, previouſly perfumed with a 
| {mall ſeed, which they call /anga kali, and which 
18 gathered on the iſland of Tongataboo. On 
examining a little of the oil, we obſerved, that 
ſome of the bruiſed nut, which in their language 
is called mou, was mixed with it. They expoſed 
dhe nuts to the ſun, after having ſpread them on 

mats, in order to dry them, before they preſs out 
| the oil, with which the women anoint the upper 
parts of the body, no doubt to preſerye the ſup- 
pleneſs of the ſkin, and to prevent too copious 
perſpiration. They preſerve the oil in the ſeed- 
pod of the melodinus [candens, after having taken 
gut the ſeed. When we bought ſome of theſe 
little phials, a repreſentation of which may be 
{een in Plate XXXI, Fig. 14, we frequently threw 
away the oil, leſt it ſhould run out in our pockets; 
but the women, ſeeing us with regret waſte an 


article which they much value, commonly came 
forward to receive it on their heads, and then, 


with 
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with their hands, they ſpreag 1 it over their ſhoul- 
ders and arms. 

The natives had already ſold us a great number 
of clubs of various forms, and faſhioned with 
Kill, as may be ſeen in Plate XXXIII: and we 


faw ſeveral who were employed in cutting out 


others with ſhark's teeth fixed at the extremity 


of a piece of wood (Plate XXXII, Fig. 23) 
We were aſtoniſhed to ſee them cut with a chiſel 
like this the wood of the caſuarina, notwith- 
ſtanding its extreme hardneſs. Others already 


| handled the iron tools they had obtained from us 


with conſiderable dexterity. All theſe workmen 


had a little bag of matting, containing pumice- 
Rones, with which they poliſhed their work, 


I obſerved ſeveral cotton-plants of the ſpecies 


called goſſipium religinſum, growing in unculti- 


vated places; and I ſaw, with ſurpriſe, that the 


fine cotton, which might be procured from it in 


abundance, was not uſed by the natives in any ol 
their works. | fs 
About nine in the evening we perccived a canoc 
cloſe by one of our buoys. Apprehentive that 
the people in her would cut the buoy-rope, vt 


| ſent one of our boats in chace of her; but ti 


boat had ſcarcely put off from the ſhip's ic, 
when ſomebody was heard to fall into the watt 


Our men immediately haſtened to the perſons 
aſſiſtance; 
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iſſiſtance; when ſeeing him ſwim away, with- 
out ſpeaking a word, we had no doubt but it was 
a thief making off with his booty. He was pur- 
ſued immediately, frequently eſcaped by diving, 
and was not taken at laſt till he had been 
wounded in the thigh with a boat-hook, which 
was employed to catch hold of him. As ſoon 
as he was brought on board, he was fecured upon 


deck, where he remained all night. He confeſſed. 


that, having taken ſeveral things out of our 
launch, he had conveyed them to the canoe, 
which was m waiting for them near our buoy, 
and had made off without delay. In half an hour 


1 afterwards, we fancied we ſaw her ſlowly ap- 


proaching our ſhip aſtern, in ſearch of the native 
whom we had ſeized. The men in our yawl im- 
mediately pulled away toward her, and when they 
came up with her, they found in her only one 
man and two paddles: but they ſoon diſcovered 
that ſhe had brought us another thief, who had 
roamed about the ſhip till the arrival of another 
canoe, that came to convey him aſhore. As ſoon 
as our people got fight of her, they gave her 
chace, but the natives in her paddled away with 
ſuch ſpeed, that it was 1mpoſhible to overtake 
them. | | 

4th. At three o'clock in the morning Citizen 
Beaupre returned with Tonga, after having ex- 


amined 
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amined the paſſage toward the north-weſt, 9 
which Tonga had given us information. T bey 
had run along very cloſe to Attata, which they 
had left on the larboard, as they ſailed from oy; 
anchorage. Kepa, the chief of this little iſland. 
had come to meet them, and received them with 
great civility. In the morning he came to ſe 
us, and inquired after Captain Cook, who, he 
told us, was his friend. On being informed of 
his death, he could not refrain from tears, and 
took out of his girdle a ſhark's tooth, with which 
he was going to wound his checks, in order to 
expreſs the violence of his grief, if we had not 
prevented him. 

The art of phyſic is practiſed among thoſe 
people with a parade of myſtery. - One of our 
crew, who had accompanied us along the beach, 
having hurt his wriſt by an exertion, a native of. 
ſered to caſe the pain, and ſucceeded pretty 
quickly by ſqueezing and preſſing the part in- 
jured, {en mafſant la partie bleſs%e) ; at the ſame 
time he blew upen 1t repeatedly, intending, no 
doubt, that we ſhould aſcribe the cure to his 
breath. 

On the ſea-ſide we ſaw ſeveral natives occupied 
in ſquaring ſome large ſtones of the calcareous 
kind, which, we were informed, were intended 


to be employed in burying a chief, who was fe- 
lated 
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lated to Futtafaihe. They firſt IE the earth 
from them, and then ſeparated them by breaking 


| them with a volcanic pebble, round which, near 


the middle, they took the precaution to wrap 


pieces of matting, to prevent the ſplinters from 


flying into their eyes. They were ſcarcely below 
the ſurface of the earth, and arranged in ſtrata 
about four inches thick. 


We had before obſerved among theſe people a 


game with the hands, which they call /#aguz, 


and which requires great attention. T'wo play at 
it, and it conſiſts in one's endeayouring inſtantly 
to repeat the figns made by the other, while the 
former makes ſigns in his turn, which the other is 


to repeat in like manner. We ſaw two in a 


party at no great diſtance from our market, who 
were ſo quick at this exerciſe, that our eyes were 
icarcely able to follow their motions. 


Citizen Legrand, who had been ſent the day

of Tongataboo. Some of the natives would carry 
us thither in their little canoes, but moſt of us, 
not being ſufficiently careful in preſerving our 
aquilibrium, upſet them as ſoon, as they put off.

We then determined to go in their doub] 
noes, which they managed very fkilfully, and 
ſoon ſet us aſhore, making the paſſage under {il 
The maſt was s Tet up in that canoe which was t 
leeward.

We were obliged to get out of the canoes more 
than ſix hundred paces from the ſhore, on ac- 
count of the ſhallowneſs of the water, through 
which the natives carried us on their Lacks 
They then ſhowed 25 the dwelling of Toba, 
the king's brother, where we ſtopped; and the 
gardener made him a EI of ſeveral kinds & 
ſeeds, that were brought from Europe, chiefly of 
culinary vegetables, which the chief promiſed us 
to cultivate with care. We left him, to ſtrike 
into the woods, the foil of which was of a 
careous nature; and we obſerved in different 
places heaps of madrepores, which proved that 
the waters of the ſea had long covered the ground. 
On the trees we obſerved many large bats, 5 to 
ſpecies called we/pertilio vampyrus (tlie vampire 
bat), which the inhabitants told us were erz 
good food. 

We a were near the middle of the wood, whe 
a native, Who had crept behind one of cur parts, 
ſnatched out of his hands a pair of pincers, Which 
he uſed for EG inſets. The thick intte nin

took to his heels; but he had ſcarcely run four- 
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ſcore paces, when, finding himſelf briſkly and 
cloſely purſued, he placed himſelf behind a tree, 
round which he turned ſeveral times, to avoid 
being caught. Our companion, however, laid 
hold of his clothes, and fancied himſelf on the 
point of recovering his pincers, as he 1magined 
he had the thief faſt : but what was his ſurpriſe, 
when the other looſened his girdle, and left his 

clothes behind him, to eſcape with the article he 
had ſtolen ! 


We ſoon got into the fields, v here we ſaw the | 


property of each individual divided into ſmall en- 
cloſures, ſurrounded by paliſades, and completely 
cultivated. The Indian cole, arum efeulent um, 
grew there vigorouſly among many other vegeta- 
bles, which I have already mentioned, and which 
equally with it are uſed as food by the natives. 
The ſugar-canes we ſaw there, were planted at 
a pretty conſiderable diſtance from each other, 
under the ſhade of the inoca! pus edulis, the fruit 
of which theſe people roaſt and cat, its flavour 
much reſembling that of the cheſnut. In the 
lame encloſure, we ſaw ſeveral of the orange- 
leaved Indian mulberry trees (morinda citrifolia , 
loaded with ripe fruit, which is much efteemed 
x the natives. T hey brought us a great quan- 

ok this fruit for a few days when we firſt an- 
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chored here, but we refuſed it on account of itz 
inſipidity. 

After proceeding ſome way to the eaſtward, | 
we ſtopped, to examine two little huts, erected 
in an encloſure of ſmall extent, and ſhadowed by 
ſome fine ſhaddock trees, loaded with fruit, and 
ſeveral caſuarina trees. Some natives informed 
us, that the remains of two chiefs of Toobou's 
family had been depoſited in them. We lifted 
up the mat, which cloſed the entrance of the 
larger. The ſurface of the ground Within was 
covered with ſand, and toward the middle ve 
obſerved an oblong ſquare, formed of ſmall peb- 
bles of different colours. None of the natives 
who were with us, would gather any of the 
ſhaddocks, no doubt from reſpect to the dead, 
though we deſired to buy ſome of them. They 
faid that they could not fell them to us. 

In a ſhort time we returned to the houſe of 
Toobou, to whom we made a complaint againſt 
the ſtealer of the pincers. He promiſed to return 
them to us the next day ; and he kept his word, 
This chief preſſed us to ſpend the night in hi 
habitation ; but we would not accept his offer, 
leſt our abſence ſhould occaſion any uneafinels on 
board. 


Theſe people are accuſtomed to geld their pigs, 
Vith 
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with a view to render the fleſh more delicate. 
We ſaw this operation performed on a very 
young pig, which one of the natives laid on the 
back, after having ticd his legs, while another 
made an inciſion into the ſcrotum with the edge 
of a piece of bamboo, and removed the teſticles, 
ſeparating them from the parts to which they ad- 
hered, with all the dexterity of an anatomiſt. 

Toobou treated us with fowls broiled on the 
coals; yams, plantains, and bread-fruit, roaſted 
under the aſhes; and the liquor of the cocoa-nut 
wo dmnk.- 

Three of the daughters of this chief came to 
keep us company. They talked a great deal; and 
though we were very hungry, they did not ſeruple 
ko interrupt us trequently, by forcing us to anſwer 
their queſtions, which related chiefly to the cuſ- 
toms of the F rench, particularly thoſe of the 
women. As they obſerved our ſcamen addrefs 
every one indiſcriminately, they enquired with 
carneſtneſs, whether the women were not tabooed 
in France; that is to ſay, whether they enjoyed 
the ſame liberty as moſt of thoſe in their iſland. 

The anſwer, by which we endeavoured to con- 
vey to them an idea of our cuſtoms, pleaſed them 
highly. T hey informed us, that the eguis (chiefs) 
of Tongataboo had ſeveral wives; and aſked how 
Many wires u French egui uſually had. When 
L3 they 
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they underſtood that each had but one, they bag 
out into a laugh ; and we had great trout 


perſuade them, that the gui lai (kings) of 15 
rope, had no more, which gave them no ver; 
high idea of their power. 

Of all the articles with which we preſented the 
ladies, odoriferous waters were moſt eſteemed, 
They appeared to us as paſſionately fond of per- 
fumes, as moſt of the inhabitants of warm cli 
mates: and yet their bodies were partly he- 
ſmeared with cocoa-nut oil, which diffuſed a dii- 
agreeable odour. 

One of the fineſt girls 1 in this party having the 
little finger of the left hand wrapped round w ith 
a piece of ſtuff of the paper mulberry, which ap- 
peared bloody, we begged to ſee the wound. An- 
other immediately took down from the root, 
under which we ſat, a piece of a plantain leaf, out 
of which ſhe drew the firſt two joints of the little 
finger of the young girl, who had them very 
lately cut off, in order to cure her, as ſhe told us, 
of a ſevere diſeaſe. She ſhowed us the hatchet, 
made of a volcanic ſtone, which had been uſec 
for the operation ; and informed us, that the edge 
bad firſt been placed at the extremity of the 
third phalanx of the finger, and then the operator 
ſtruck a ſmart blow on the head vf this katche! 


with the handle of another. 
| | This 
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| This young perſon ſoon left us; but, before the 
| went away, ſhe kiſſed Toobou's daughters after 
| the manner of the inhabitants of the Friendly 
Illands, which is by touching with the tip of the 
© noſe the noſe of the perſon you ſalute. It is re- 
markable, that theſe 1flanders, who pretty much 
reſemble Europeans, have, notwithſtanding, the 
| extremity of the noſe a little flattened : this flight 
| deformity may very probably be owing to the 
| cuſtom, of which I have juſt ſpoken. 

Toobou's daughters changed names with us; 
an eſtabliſhed cuſtom among theſe people, to 
teſtify their affection. They then played a very 
monotonous duet on flutes made of bamboo : but 
we were much amuſed at ſeeing them blow with 
the noſe into a hole at the extremity of the in- 
ſtrument, in order to make it ſound. We re- 
ceived from them as a preſent ſome combs of a 
very elegant ſhape, repreſented | in Plate XXXII. 
| Fig. 21. 

The natives, who formed a circle round Us, 
having ſtolen ſeveral of our things, we complained 
of it to Toobou's daughters, who ſoon after leſt us 
without ſaying a word, probably to go in ſearch 
of their father, and requeſt him to come and put 
an end to theſe pilferings; but, as we could not 
wait till their return, we ſoon began to walk to- 
ward the iſland of Pangaimotoo. The tide being 


L 4 very 
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very low, we eafily paſſed over the ſhoals, which 
connect the iſlets with the principal iſland, W. 
ſtopped about half way at a hut, where We were 
witneſſes of the manner, in which a woman wa; 
eating her meal, that appeared to us laughable 
enough. Sitting near a poſt, and motionleſs x 
a ſtatue, ſhe opened her mouth from time to time, 
to receive morſcls of bread- fruit, which another 
woman put into it. We were informed, that it 
was not allowable for her to touch any kind of 
food with her own hands, becauſe a few days be- 
fore ſhe had waſhed the body of a deceaſed chief. 

When we arrived at Pangaimotoo, Queen Ti- 
ne, ſitting under a ſhed-covered with cocoa-leayes, 
and erected under the ſhade of ſeveral fine bread- 
fruit trees, was giving an entertainment to Gene- 
ral Dentrecaſteaux. She firſt ordered ſome young 
perſons of her attendants to dance, which they 
did with infinite gracefulneſs, ſinging at the fame 
time, while Futtafaihe, who was ſtanding, di- 
rected their movements, and animated them by 
his voice and geſtures. (Sec Plate XXVII.) 

After this we had a grand concert, which dif- 
fered little from that the King had given us a few 
days before, only on the preſent occaſion the ex- 
preſſion of joy was much more lively. | 

The Queen was ſurrounded by women, while | 

a great number of men kept at a little diſtance 
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oppoſite to her, forming a circle round the muſi-ͤ 
clans. 

When the women had ceaſed dancing, ſeveral 
men roſe up, each holding in his hand a little 
club, nearly of the ſhape of a paddle. Theſe they 
brandiſhed about, keeping time with much pre- 
ciſion, and making different movements with 
their feet. The muſicians, after they had ſung 
ſome tunes in very ſlow time, ſung often very 
quick, which gave this ſort of pyrrhic dance a very 
animated action, that we admired for a long while. 
| The ſubject of this dance excited our curioſity; 
but we ſoon found, that its object was to cele- 
brate the great deeds of ſome of their warriors. 
The women occaſionally united their voices with 
thoſe of the men, aecompanying their long with 
very graceful movements. 

One of the armourers of the Eſperance was 
much ſurprized to ſee among theſe dancers, and 
not far from Futtafaihe, the native who had 
ſtolen his ſabre; this chief having always aſſured 
us that he could never find out the thief. It ap- 
peared to us, however, that it was one of his at- 
tendants: but he retired with precipitation as ſoon 
as he perceived that he was known. 
During this time a pyramid of bamboos had 
3 been erected, to which were ſuſpended ditterent 
J fruits, 
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fruits, deſigned as a 8 to the Genera from 
Queen Tine. 

We expreſſed a ſtrong deſire to ſee ſome of the 
natives engage in a wreſtling match; but we were 
told that a ſpectacle of this ſort was never exhi. 
| bited before the Queen. 

This entertainment had attracted a great num- 
ber of the natives, among whom were ſeveral 
thieves, whoſe impudence was continually in- 
creaſing. They had already taken ſeveral articles 
from ſome or other of us by open force, and run 
off with them into the woods. T- 

More than thirty of us were aſſembled toge- 
ther, and we were quenching our thirſt with the 
delicious liquor of the cocoa-nuts, which Tine 
had juſt preſented to the General, when a native 
had the audacity to ſnatch a knife out of one of 
our hands. Indignant at ſuch eftrontery, ſeveral 
of our party immediately ran after the thief, and 
- purſued him as far as the iſland of Tongataboo; 
but, finding themſelves ſurrounded by a great 
number of the natives, they preſently returned to- 
ward our anchoring place. The ſmith of the Re- 
cherche, however, a German by birth, thought it 
was proper to ſhow more courage than the reſt, by 
venturing farther and farther among the natives. 


Theſe ſoon faced about, purſued him in thei 
turn, 
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turn, as ſoon as they found him inclined to make 
of, and even attempted to ſtrike him with their 
clubs: but he kept them at bay a long time, by 
preſenting to the moſt forward a bad piſtol, which 
he ſeveral times attempted 40 fire. Being now 
about ſeven hundred yards only from our ſhips, he 
Gncied himſelf ſecure from any attempt on their 
part, when one of them laid open his ſkull with 
a club, and another threw a ſpear at his back. 
A great number of them tell upon him, and con- 
tinued their blows till they thought he was dead. 
One of them tried repeatedly to ſhoot him with 
his own piſtol, which they had ſeized, but fortu- 
nately the priming was gone. They were already 
dividing his clothes, when they were oblerved 
rom the Eſperance, and a cannon was immedi- 
ately fired, the ball of Which paſſed very near the 
aſlaffins, and quickly diſperſed them. We ran 
trom all quarters to the aſſiſtance of the untor- 
tunate ſmith. One of the crew, having come 
along the beach to his ſuccour, was attacked by 
a native, who knocked out two of his teeth with 
his club; but the aſſault coſt him his life, for he 
was inſtantly ſhot dead. Our ſmith was ſoon . 
raed from the ground, and, though his head was 
aid open at the leſt frontal ſinus to a conſiderable 
ertent, and he had other very dangerous wounds, 

| he 
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he had ſtill ſufficient courage to walk to the e boat, 
ſupported only by the arms. 

A few guns loaded with langrage were fired, 
to protect ſuch of us as were on ſhore. The na. 
tives fled on all ſides, and collected in very nume- 
rous bodies in different parts of the ifland : and, 
to endeavour to diſperſe them, and to bring of 
thoſe of our people, who were ſtill in the interior 
of the iſland, a detachment was ſent on ſhore well 
armed. 

Several chiefs, aſſembled coſe by our market 
with ſome of us, were riſing to depart ; but they 
yielded to our invitation not to quit the place. 

Preſently we ſaw a launch manned and armed 
coming from the Eſperance, under the command 
of Trobriant, her Firſt- Lieutenant. Knowing very 
little of the occaſion of the alarm, and ſuppoſing 
that all the natives were preparing to fall upon 
us, he ordered his party to ſeize upon a double 
canoe, juſt as ſhe was coming to the ſhore, totally 
ignorant of all that had paſſed. Moſt of the natives 
in her immediately leaped into the ſea; but the 
chief, to whom ſhe belonged, remaining on the 
deck, Trobriant ſent one of the crew to ſeize him. 
On his attempting to ſtrike the chief with a club 
the chief diſarmed him; they laid hold of cach 


other; and Trobriant thought proper to fire 01 
| the 
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the chief, whom he ſhot dead. We were all ex- 
tremely grieved at this misfortune. 

Another native, witnefling what paſſed, leaped 
om the canoe 's maſt-head into the ſea, not dar- 
ing to come down upon deck: and immediately 
a negro, whom we had taken on board at Am- 
boyna, purſued him with a pike, which he had in 
his hand, but fortunately could not overtake him. 

The rage of theſe barbarians was not yet ap- 
peaſed. A marine, by birth a German, whom 
likewiſe we ſhipped at Amboyna, percerving the 
daughter of the unfortunate chief, who had con- 
| cealed herſelf in the bottom of the canoe, had al- 

ready raiſed his ſabre to run her through, when a 
gunner belonging to the Recherche, Citizen Avi- 
gnon, caught hold of the madman's arm. He 
then threw himſelf between him and the poor 
girl, whoſe mother ſoon. gained the ſhore, diſ- 
tracted at the death of her huſband. The daugh- 
ter, too, wept bitterly for the loſs of her father, 
and we ſaw her beating herſelf violently with the 
hit on the checks and breaſt. 

We detained as hoſtages the fon of the king, 
and Titifa, chief of the iſland of Pangaimotoo : 
but we all remarked with ſorrow, the dejection 
| into which this confinement threw the king s 
don, whom we had often ſeen flue his com- 
mands with ſuch haughtineſs to the ſubjects of 
his 
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his father. He frequently repeated that he w 
our friend, and that he could wiſh to Secomp 
us to France. Titita, on the contrary, expreſſ.4 
not the leaſt fear. 

Theſe two chiefs ſpent the night in the great 
cabin of the Recherche. Each had brought with 
him a Wooden pillow, of the ſhape of that repre- 
ſented in Plate XXXIII. Fig. 35, on which, after 
lying down, they laid the back part of their head, 
according to the cuſtom of theſe people, which is 
no doubt the cauſe of the very perceptible flat- 
tening obſerved in that part. 

During the night we ſaw a greater number ot 
fires on the north coaſt of Tongataboo, than we 
had ever perceived before. 

The next morning at day-break we were 
awakened by the piercing cries of two women, 
who were making their lamentations, as they 
went round our hip in their canoe. They cried 
altcrnately one after the other, no doubt that 
their voices might be diſtinguiſhed by Titifa, who 
knew them immediately. "Theſe women were 
his wiſe and daughter, who, in their grief, beat 

their checks and breaſt with their fiſts. He im— 
mediately ran upon deck, but could not quiet 
their alarm, till he had given them an account 6! 
the good treatment he had received on board: 


and when he told them that he mould ſoon z. 
turn 
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turn on. ſhore, they were tranſported with joy. 
A ſhort time after he and King Toobou's ſon 
were both ſent aſhore in our barge, to the Iſland 
of Pangaimotoo. The wife and daughter of Ti- 
tifa followed us in their canoe, when, as they 
were paſſing cloſe by the Eſperance, a blunder- 
buſs went off by accident, and hit their canoe, 
which they were obliged to quit, as in conſe— 
quence ſhe preſently filled. We took them into 
our boat, and expreſſed our great ſorrow at this 
miſchance ; but they ſoon forgot the danger they 
had run, for they were with Titifa, and thought 
of nothing more but the pleaſure of ſeeing him 
ſet at liberty. We made them a preſent of a few 
articles of hardware, among which a hatchet gave 
them great ſatisfaction. Titifa told us, he ſhould 
employ this in conſtructing another canoe, ſo that 
he ſhould ſoon repair the loſs he had juſt experi- 
enced. 


When we landed, moſt of the natives retired 
from the ſhore, and were procecding into the in- 
terior part of the iſland : but Titifa deſired them 
to return, and ordered them to range themſclves 
in a circle, which they immediately did. Our 
trade then recommenced with the greateſt order 
imaginable. This chief would not quit us the 
whole time; but Toobou's ſon diiappeared as ſoon 
as he ſet his foot on. horte. 
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The chief, who had been killed the day before 
by Trobriant, appeared to be greatly loved by the 
natives, for ſeveral diſplayed much ſenſibility in 
lamenting his death. 

For fear they ſhould endeavour to make re- 
priſals on us, the General ordered every perſon 


belonging to our ſhips, to remain within the place 


where the trade was carried on. 

Our ſhips were ſuthciently ſtocked with all 
fuch proviſion as theſe people could furniſh, A; 
we had now nothing more to apprehend from 
the conſequences of competition, ſome article: 
of hardware were diſtributed among the crew, 
that they might procure a few things for them- 
ſelves. On this the natives raiſed their demand; 
for their goods to a very high price, frequently 


aſking ten times as much as before they had been 


contented to take. 
We ſaw in their poſſeſſion an iron hook, which 


they had had 1kill enough to form like thoſ 


which they fabricate of bone, tortoiſe-ſhell, mo- 


ther-of-pearl, and other animal ſubſtances, the 


figure of which may be ſeen in Plate XXXI., 


Fig. 27 and 28. The line, to which it was fixed, 


was intended, undoubtedly, to fiſh in very deep 
water, for a pretty large piece of alabaſter, cut 
into a conical ſhape, was faſtened to it. (Sec Plate 


XXXII, Fig. 25 and 20). 
0 Titita 
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Titifa and ſeveral other chiefs were not with- 
hut anxiety, on account of the hoſtile intentions 
of fore of the natives toward us. They impart- 
ed to us their apprehenſions, and perſuaded us to 
return onfbgard before the cloſe of the day ; their 
authopty/ 0 888 being inſufficient to control 
then 


At night-fall we perceived, that our rudder 
chains had been taken away. 


7th. We obſerved on ſhore ſeveral young girls, 
who had cut their hair to the length of an inch, 
except round the head, and afterwards powdered 
it with lime, for the purpoſe, we were told, of 
making it grow of a light colour. We ſaw ſeve- 
ral others, whoſe hair was of this complez1on al- 
ready. 

Moſt of the + Women did not deſiſt from aſking 
us for glaſs rings and beads, with which they 
adorned themſelves, as. ſoon as theyobtained them. 
Their requeſt was always accompanied with a 
pleaſing ſmile, and at the ſame time they inclined 
their head, laying one of their hands on the breaſt, 
in the manner repreſented Plate XXX, Fig. 1. 

Titifa brought us ſome nutmegs, which were 
tolerably round, and as large again as thoſe of the 
| cultivated nutmeg, but they were deſtitute of aro- 
1 matic flavour. The mace Was covered with a 
bretty thick down. The natives, obſerving we 
Vol. II, M e een 
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received theſe with pleaſure, quickly brought us 
more. 

Theſe people have invented a kind of flute 
differing from that called in Europe Pan's reed 
only in the proportion of the tones. All the pipes 
gave full notes, and of little extent; and the 
higheſt is a fourth to the loweſt. We purchaſed 
ſeveral of theſe flutes. 

I obtained of our Commander a large box, to 
hold tome young bread-truit plants, for the pur: 
poſe of enriching our colonies with that ulctul 
vegetable; and it was placed upon the larboard 
quarter gallery. Some of the natives procured 
me a grcat number of ſuckers, and I planted them 
in very good mould, which they brought me, and 
which they called kele tele. | I Is took ſome 
roots and cuttings of this valuable tree, which | 
buried in loam, 67772mea in their language, placing 
them horizontally. Theſe cuttings were ſo many 
ſhoots, which 1 intended to plant on our arrival 
at the Iſle of France. 

8th. Queen Tine came on board, juſt as 3ccnou 
was in the cabin with the General, to whom ne 
had brought as a preſent a diadem, made wit“ 
the beautiful red feathers of the tropic-bird, With 
ſome other very imall teathers of a bn illlant rcd 
colour. When he went out of the cabin, to fe- 


turn aſhore, he endeavoured to ay oid the fight of 
the 
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1 


the queen; but the moment ſhe perceived him, 


ſhe made him come to her, and held out to him 
her right foot, which he took hold of immedi- 
ately, and placed on the hind part of his head, 
making a profound bow, in teſtimony of the re- 
ſpect he owed the queen. He dared not refuſe 
her theſe honours, though 1t appeared to us, that 


he was deeply affected by it. The Genera! had 


juſt made him a preſent of ſeveral iron tools, and 
we obſerved with pleaſure, that he appcared to 
know the value of this metal, giving it a very de- 
cided preference to the bones and volcanic ſtones, 
of which molt of the hatchets of theſe illanders 
are made. 


We were afterwards viſited by different chiefs, 


who repeated to us, what ſeveral others had al- 
ready informed us, reſpecting the reigning family. 
They employed for the purpolie playing cards, 
with which we furniſhed them. Thete they firſt 
ipread on the table, and, then they aſſigned to 
cach the name of one of the perſons of the fa- 
mily; which did not appear to us to bear one 
common ſurname, as Captain Cook imagined 
(that of Futtafaihe, at preſent the name of the 
ton of Poulaho) ; for Poulaho's father was named 
Taibouloutou. Taibouloutou married a wife, 
whoſe name was Toobouhou, by whom he had 
wur children; two ſons, Poulalio, who ſucceeded 
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him, and Futtafaihe; and two daughters, the one 
named 174, the other Nanatchi, When Pons, 
died, he left a ſon very young, named Fufta fe 
whoſe uncle then took into his hands the reins gt 
government: but he did not long ſurvive his 
brother, and then the ſovereignty devolved upon 
Tine, the elder ſiſter. She held all the honour: 
of it, without exerciſing the authority, however; 
with which it appears a female cannot be inveſt- 
ed: the power, therefore, paſſed into the hand of 
a chief named Toobou, brother to Les mother. 
This queen had married Ovea, one of the chiefs of 
Totoa; and he had divorced her, after hayin 
had two ſons by her, Venicou, and Veatchi, 
Thus it apppears, that the ſucceſſion to the 
throne devolves firſt on the brothers, then on the 
ſiſters, of the prince who has reigned, before it

comes to his ſons; and when a woman Jucceds 
to the royal title, the ſovereign authority is ex- 
erciſed by one of her mother's neareſt relations, 
though only during the life of the queen. The 
family of Toobou will retain the power during 
the reign of Tine ; and Futtafaihe, the ſon of Po. 
lalio, will not aſcend the throne, till after the 
death of both his aunts. The royal family, at 
this time diveſted of the ſovercign power, never: 
theleſs enjoyed the regal honours, and even be. 


ceived the homage of thoſe, by whom the autho-

rity was exerciſed, as we obſerved on ſeveral oc- 
caſions. | obey 
Vonacece, one of the chiefs of Feejee, had ar- 
rived at Tongataboo, ſoon after we anchored 
there. We were frequently viſited by him, and 
he affirmed to us, what he had ſaid ſeveral times, 
that it would take him three days ſailing, in his 
double canoe, with a ſouth-eaſt wind, to reach 
Feejee, the ſituation of which he pointed out to 
the north-weſt. Hence we reckoned, that this 
iſland, which is very lofty, and of the fertility of 
which he boaſted much, was about a hundred 
and fifty leagues from Tongataboo. This is an 
immenſe voyage for people, who, having no in- 
ſtruments, ſteer only by obſerving the ſun and 
ſtars with the naked eye, as ſoon as they are out 
of ſight of land: but it is ſtill more difficult to 
conceive, how they can reach Tongataboo from 
ſuch a diſtance, when they have to work up againſt 
the ſouth-eaſt winds; and they muſt be very 
W ture of their marks in the heavens, not to miſs 
the land, after being obliged to ply to windward, 
L as they are ſometimes, for more than a month. 
5 The people of Tongataboo informed us, that 
dhe natives of the Feejee Iſlands were cannibal- 
but Vouacece endeavourcd to exculpate himicif 
5 from this accuſation, by aſſuring us, that the 
Y lower claſs of people only, the fouas, ate human

fleſh. It appeared to us, however, from what de 
learned on other occaſions, that the chiefs ate 
it likcwiſe: indeed, as theſe people eat their ene. 
mięs only, and commit this ſavage act ſolely to 
glut their rage, it may be preſumed the people 
of Tongataboo did not impoſe upon us when they 
aſſured us that the Feejee chiefs themſelves were 
cannibals, | 

Unqueſtionably the reader will be aſtoniſhed 
to hear, that, notwithſtanding this mark of fero- 
ciouſneſs, the arts are much farther advanced at 
Fegjee than at the Friendly Iſlands; the inha- 
bitants of which never failed to inform us that 
the fineſt articles they fold us came from Feejce, 
being careful to give us to underſtand that they 
were very decidediy ſuperior to thoſe which they 
fabricated themſelves. 

 Vouacece diſplayed much greater deſire of ac- 
quiring knowledge than any native of the Friendly 
Iflands, moſt of whom viſited us iclely from mo- 
tives of intereſt, and examined all parts of our ſhip 
with the greateſt attention. He was very well 
made, and his phyſiognomy was ſtrikingly expreſ- 
five of character (ſee Plate XXIX. Fig. 2). His 
hair, on the fore part of the head, was ornament—- 
ed wich red powder. 
The natives of Feejee are frequently at war 


with chdle of Tongataboo; but, as ſoon as hoſtl- 
| | \ities 
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lities are at an end, a great trade is carried on 
between them. | 

The General received as a preſent from Futta- 
faihe a little canoe with an out-rigger, which was 
immediately ſtowed near the main-chains. It 
was near ten feet long, a foot wide, and capable 
of carrying only two perſons. Theſe canoes are 
decked for about a fifth part of their length at 
cach end, Which is ſufficient for them to navi gate 
with ſecurity within the reefs; but their double 
canoes, being intended for the open ſea, are 
decked throughout their whole length, except 
toward the middle, where a little opening is left 
for a man to go down and bale out the water 
when it is neceſſary. 


Il ſaw with admiration that theſe people had 


| conſulted nature in conſtructing their canoes for 
ſpeed. The bottom nearly reſembles the under 
part of a fiſh of the cetaceous kind, which 
ſwims with the greateſt ſwiftneſs, darting along 
by bounds on the ſurface of the water, the del- 
plinus delpliis, the dolphin. 

9th. King Toobou having heard that we were 
ſoon to quit the ifland, came to intreat us to 
poſtpone our departure, and appcared extremely 
ivrry when he found us determined to go. | 
3 The natives imagined, no doubt, that we withed 
2 to lay in a great ſtock of bread- fruit, they 
3 M4 brought 
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brought much more than uſual to our market: 
but this fruit would not keep long without rt. 
ting, unleſs we had cut it into {lices and dried 
it, or fermented it, as the natives do, much in 
the ſame manner as is done in Europe with fe- 
veral ſpecies of culinary vegetables. Ever fince 
we had been at anchor we had ſufficient for our 
daily conſumption : and we ate it with pleaſure, 
relinquiſhing for it without regret our biſcui, 
and even the ſmall allowance of freſh bread 
which was uſually ſerved out to us every 5 
though this was of a very good quality. We 
preferred the bread-truit to yams ; but the na- 
tives, who came to dine with us, ſeemed to eat 
them almoſt indiſcriminately. Our cook com- 
monly boiled it for us; yet it would have taſted 
much better had he taken the trouble to bake it 
in the oven. 

This fruit 1s nearly of an oval ſhape, about a 
foot long, and eight inches thick. The whole 
18 catable, except a very thin rind, with which it 
is covered, and a ſmall portion at the centre, 
where the cells terminate, Theſe contain 10 
ſeeds, but are full of a very nutritious pulp, cal) 
of digeſtion, ſufficiently agreeable to the taſte, ani 
which we always ate with freſh pleaſure. 

During eight months of the year this tree pro- 


duces 1 it's fruits, which, ripening one after another, 
thus 
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thus afford the natives an abundance of whole- 
{me food. I ſhall not deſcribe it here, as this 
has been done already by ſkilful botaniſts. The 
want of ſeeds, no doubt, ariſes from propagating 
the tree by ſuckers ; and in this reſpect it differs 
remarkably from the wild ſpecies, the fruit of 
which is much ſmaller, not very numerous, and 
full of large kernels, which are difficult of di- 
geſtion. = 
The natives brought us a few bits of yellovs 
ſanders, and to render its ſmell more pou erful, 
they took care to rub it ſtrongly with a raf :::ade 
| of the {kin of the ray, ſuch as is repreſented in 
| Plate XXXII. Fig. 24. They told us, that they 
[ procured it from the Feejec Iſlands, whence they 
call it hai-feejee + and they ſaid that they had fre- 
cuently endeavoured to tranſplant ſome of the 
trees to their own iſland, but they couid not ſuc- 
ceed. 5 | 
Ihe canoes round our ſhip left us when night 
was coming on, returning to the neareſt part of 
the ſhore, as was cuſtomary - and our men were 
| fill very merry, when the young women, who 
3 had found means to get between decks, gave 
1 them notice of their departure, ſaying to them 
FE aloud, bong; bongui, milzi mitzi. Theie words 
4 | ſhall not attempt to tranſlate ; but from the 
Vocabulary of the language of tlieſe people, given 
A . toward 
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toward the end of the preſent work, it may be 
ſcen, that the girls were not aſhamed to publiſh 


what had paſſed between them and the crew, at 


the ſame time that they promiſed them to come 


again the next day. 


Early the next morning ſeveral] chiefs came to 
ſee us, and announced to the natives, who were 


already aſſembled round our veſſel in their ca- 
noes, that we were on the point of quitting their 
Hand: when we were much ſurpriſed to ſee a 


number of young women immediately falling 


into tears, and uttering piercing cries. No doubt 


their ſorrow was very acute, but it was of ſhort 
duration; for ſoon after we ſaw them merry 
enough with their companions. 

' Futtafaihe requeſted us to ſharpen for him « 
couple of hatchets, which had been given him 
by Captain Cook, and which he had had reforged 


on board the Eſperance. This chief was accom- 
panied by his wife, who amuſed herſelf a long 


while by playing with a ſort of cup and ball, in- 
vented by theſe iſlanders. This toy conſiſted of 
a ball of wood, which ſhe threw up into the alr, 
and then endeavoured to let fall through a ver) 
ſmall ſemicircle of ſhell, to which the ball was 
faſtened by means of a long ſtring. We were 
admiring her addreſs, when Futtafaihe, ſeized 


with a fit of jealouſy at ſecing in her hands ſome 


preſents 
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preſents which ſhe had juſt received from one of 
our officers, began to abuſe her; and though 
his ſuſpicions were without foundation, ſhe had 
a great deal of difficulty to perſuade him of his 
miſtake. This chief was with his father-1n-law. 
We made them ſome preſents juſt as the ſon of 


king Toobou arrived, and they immediately hid 


them in their girdles: but Toobou perceived it, 
and we had ſoon a treſh proof that if the royal 
family enjoyed the honours of ſovereignty, the 
family of Toobou reaped all its profits. Too- 
bou ſearched the girdles of the two chiefs, and 
ſeized every thing they had juſt received. Fut- 
tafaihe had no other means of revenge but by 
preventing his eating in his preſence, not ſuffer- 
ing him to fit by his fide, and placing his foot on 
bis head: accordingly he preſented his foot to 
bim ſoon after, and Toobou paid him the ho- 
| mage due to a perion of ſuperior rank. 

We had many times ſeen the chiefs openly 
teking to themſelves things that belonged to 
people of the lower claſs; and we always re- 
marked with ſurpriſe that this ſpecies of oppreſ- 
hon by no means diminiſhed the unalterable 
gaicty of their diſpoſitions. When they were 
alſembled together, you would hear them every 
moment burit out into great peals of laughter. 
Their government appeared to us, as it did t6 
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Captain Cook, to have a conſiderable affinity ty 
the feudal ſyſtem. 

Several natives requeſted to embark with ys, 
in order to accompany us to France; mand Ca- 
tam Huon allotted a birth on board the Eſperance 
to Kove, a ſon of the queen. This chief, te 
convince us that he was prompted only by the 
with to accompany us, would not accept any of 
the articles we offered him. The General, whom 
he came to ſee, ſet before him the principal in- 
conveniencies attendant on long voyages; yet he 
perſiſted in his reſohition, and returned on board 
the Eſperance. Juſt as he was fitting down to 
dinner, however, ſeveral. natives came to intreat 
him to go on ſhore to ſee his family at leaſt once 
more, before he undertook a voyage of ſuch a 
length. He complied with their intreatics, and 
never returned on board again. Some of the 
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natives informed us, that he was unable to reſiſt 
the prayers and tears of nine wives and {everal 
children, whom he was going to leave, periaps 
never to ſee more; and that he had promiſcd 
not to quit them. Kove had a fine counte— 
nance, but not the gaiety of the other natives. 
Perhaps ſome domeſtic uneaſineſs had been ont 
of the chief cauſes of his deſire to lcave his coun- 
try. Had he carried his deſign into execution. 


he would many times have regretted the delicious 
fruit 
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fruits of his native iſle, when reduced, like us, 
to feed on Worm-caten biſcuit. 

At the beginning of the night we fired off ten 
or 2 dozen muſkets, and immediately we heard 
the ſhouts of a great number of the natives, 
which were repeated from different places along 
the ſhore. 


Our ſtay at the Friendly lands contributed 


greatly to reſtore the health of our crew. We 
tound there plenty of vegetables, and laid in a 
| orcat ſtock. The pork was excellent, which muſt 
de attributed in part to the good quality of the 
| roots and fruits with which the natives ſeed 
| their hogs. We took on board as many as our 
ſtye would contain; and we were convinced, in 
the ſequel, that they could bear a long voyage, 
though Captain Cook informs us that he experi- 
enced the contrary with reſpect to thoſe which 
be procured at the Friendly Iſlands in the different 
uiſits he paid them. We purchaſed upwards of 
I tour hundred while we lay at anchor, the greater 
L part of which we ſalted. We adopted the pro- 
4 ceſs recommended by Cook in his third voyage, 
1 which conſiſts in uſing a ſtrong brine, with a 
E iuficient quantity of vinegar to diſſolve the ſalt. 
3 me we could do the more eaſily, as a great part 

> our wine was turned ſour. 
\ ſmall quantity of pork was ſalted by our 
butcher 
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butcher with ſalt alone; and though under the 
Torrid Zone, it kept as well as what we Prepared 
after Cook's manner, and taſted even better. 
The fat preſerved in the brine made with vine. 
gar was diſguſting on account of its extreme ſoſi. 
neſs, and it had a very ſtrong taſte of the vinegar, 
which no one liked. 

Our coops were filled with fowls. 

During the whole time of our lying at anchor, 
the quickſilver in the barometer did not rife abore 
28 inches two lines, French meaſure, and its va. 
riation was about one line. 
The thermometer in the ſhade on ſhore had 
not riſen higher than 25' 4- 10ths, though we felt 
exceſſive heat. | 
The winds had varied from the ſouth-eaſt to 

the north-eaſt, blowing but faintly. 
Our obſervatory was in 218/19“ S. lat., and 
180? 29” 38” E. long. 

The variation of the needle was 102 E. 

The ſpring-tides roſe five feet; and it was high 
water about half after ſix on the days of new and 
full moon, 

From the accounts given us of the ſhips that 
had anchored in this archipelago, by very intel. 
ligent natives, We were convinced that La Pe- 
rouſe had never put in to any of theſe iſland. 


Beſides, they aſſured us, that no accident had 
hap! Mend 
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happened to any veſſel that had ſtopped at them, 
except to Bligh's launch; the affair of which 
they related without diſguiſe, as J have mention- 
ed above. The indifference with which they 
told us this ſtory, convinced us, that if theſe 
people be not naturally ferocious, they are at leaſt 
ſtrangers to {ſentiments of humanity. The blows 
with clubs, or logs of wood, with which the 
chicks uſually accompany their orders, are an ad- 
ditional proof of this. They well remembered 
the different periods at Which they had ſeen Can- 
tain Cook; and, to acquaint us with the intervals, 
they recxoned them by harveſts of yams, giving 
two of theſe to each year. Several of the natives, 
particularly thoſe of the royal family, nounced 
the name of Cook with enthuſiaſm : but the great 
ſeverity of that celebrated navigator had prevented 
many others from bearing him in memory with 
equal pleaſure ; they ſpoke of him only with com- 
plaints of the rigorous treatment they had experi- 


enced at his hands. In fact, though in his laſt 


voyage he ſpeaks only of one man wounded by 


J a ball in the thigh, we ſaw another who had been 
| ſhot through the ſhoulder ;* and he aſſured us 


that

The natives of the Friendly Iſlands are in

neral tall and well made,; for which Shy are 
principally indebted, no doubt, to the abundance 
and good quality of their food. The fine ſhape 
of theſe people is not degraded by exceſſive toil, 
Their muſcles being ſtrongly marked, we pre- 
fumed they muſt have great ſtrength ; but the 
idle lite they lead renders them very little capable 
of great exertion : accordingly, when they tried 
their ſtrength againſt our ſailors, they were al- 
moſt always worſted. | 

The men, as well as the women, arc accuſtom- 
ed to cut off one or two joints of the little finger, 
and ſometimes of the finger next to it, in the 
hope of obtaining a cure from ſevere diſcaſes. 

Moſt of them are tatooed on all parts of the 
body. We ſaw a great number, whoſe ikin was 
covered with a ſcurfy eruption; which perhaps 
is owing to their not being accuſtomed to wipe 
themſelves, or waſh themſelves with treſh water, 
after having been into the ſea. 

We obſerved no ſymptoms of the venercal dif- 
caſe among the natives; one of our ſcamen, 


part of the collar bone, and paſſed out obliquely backwatc, 
How Labillardiere was led into this miſtake, J cannot lay.

| however, 
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however, caught a gonorrhœa there, but from a 
woman, who had kept company with a man be- 
longing to the Eſperance, that had long laboured 
under the complaint. Have theſe people been 
fortunate enough, for the diſeaſe to have become 
naturally extin& among them, aſter having run 
through its ſeveral ſtages with rapidity ? ſince, 
from the teſtimony of Captain Cook, there can 
be no doubt but it has formerly made great ra- 
rages in theſe iſlands. 

The ſkin of the people of the Friendly Iſlands 
s tawny, becauſe they frequently expoſe them- 
ſelves to the heat of the ſun; but the women, 
who remain pretty conſtantly within doors, or in 
the ſhade of their trees, have very fair com- 
| plexions. The countenances of the women are 
in general very pleaſing, and highly animated ; 
and the good ſtate of health they enjoy is parti- 
cularly owing to their extreme cleanlineſs, and 
the good quality of their diet.

: 10th APRIL, 

BOT ſeven in the morning we got under 

way, with a pretty frefh breeze from the 

eaſt-ſouth-caſt, and ſteered for an hour from 


ward the north of our anchoring place, which 


In this channel we found by the lead from fixe 
fathoms and a half to nine fathoms water. 


Some of the natives followed us in their ca- 
nocs 
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noes, expreſſing great regret at our quitting their 
land, They cried out from all parts, offa, offa 
Palangois, at the ſame time giving us marks of 
their regard. 

We ſoon got ahead of the canoes that were 
paddled along ; but. thoſe with fails were obliged | 
to ſlacken their rate of going, to keep at a ſhort 
diſtance from us; and we had an opportunity 
of obſerving, that they would have taken the 
lead of our veſſels conſiderably, if they had avail- 
ed themſelves of the whole force of the breeze: 
this advantage, however, they would ſoon have 
loſt, if the wind had been ſtronger, and the water 
leſs ſmooth. As ſoon as we got into the open ſea, 
they deſiſted from keeping us company any far- 
| ther. We were then more than two leagues 
from the anchoring place we had juſt quitted, 
and we ſet the weſt end of Attata, bearing ſouth 
48* welt. 


At this time we had a gravelly bottom, Sic 
twenty-two fathoms and a half of water. 

11th. The next day, about five in the after- 
noon, we made Tortoiſe Ifland, bearing from us 
north-weſt by north. 

On the 16th, about ſeven o'clock in the even- 
| ing, the Eſperance made a fignal for ſeeing land 
| veſt 18® north, about eight leagues diſtance. 
This was Erronan, the eaſternmoſt of the iſlands 
N 2 of 
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of the archipelago of Eſpiritu Santo, diſcoyered 


by Quiros in 1606. A little before noon the 
Hland of Annaton was in fight, diſtant ten leagues, 
ſouth weſt by ſouth. 

It was five in the afternoon when we made the 
iſland of Tanna, bearing weſt 16* north. Pillars 
of ſmoke ſued from its volcano, and ſpread 
abroad in the air, forming clouds, which roſe at 
firſt to a prodigious height, and which, after hay- 
ing traverſed an immenſe ſpace, ſunk lower as 
they grew cooler. During the night we enjoyed 
the brilliant ſpectacle of theſe clouds, illumined 


by the vivid light of the burning matter, which 
was thrown out from the bowels of the volcano 


at intervals. 

18th. We were ſteering weſterly, the wind 
blowing very freſh from the eaſt, when, about 
half after three in the morning, Dumerite, the 
officer on the watch, heard the ſcreams of a flock 
of ſea-fowl paſſing very cloſe by our ſhip: appre- 
henſive that we were near ſome of the rocks, 
which commonly ſerve them as a retreat, he 


thought it adviſable to bring to, and wait for 


day-light to continue our courſe: and as ſoon 
as day broke, we ſaw a very little way to lecward 
of us ſome reefs of rocks ſtretching a great way, 


on which our ſhip muſt inevitably have ſtruck, if 


this fortuitous occurrence had not given us no- 


tice 
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tice to ſtop our courſe in time. In fact, as the 
night was extremely dark, it would have been 
impoſſible to have ſeen the breakers ſoon enough 
to avoid them : beſides, the wind blowing very 


freſh, the ſea ran fo high all round us, that we 


could not ſoon enough have diſtinguiſhed the 
waves that broke on the reefs from the reſt. 
Beyond theſe reefs, and near two leagues diſ- 
tant from them, we ſaw an uland, which bore, 
when we made it, ſouth 287 weft, and to which I 
gave the name of Citizen Beaupre, engineer-geo- 
grapher to our expedition. This iſland lies in the 
latitude of 209 14” ſouth, longitude 163? 47” eaſt. 


t is very low, and about 1500 toiſes long. We 
afterwards diſcovered ſome rocks bearing ſouth 


21“ eaſt; and a little while after ſome others to- 
wards the ſouth. 


It is to be remarked, that the currents ſet us 


to the north about twenty-four minutes a day, 


when we were near Tierra del Eſpiritu Santo, and 
paſſing between that archipelago and new Cale-

During the might we continued plying to 
windward, endeayouring to maintain our ſtation 
againſt the currents, that we might he in a ſitua- 
tion to COMme to an anchor the next day. 

19th. As ſoon as day-light appeared we ap- 
proached within 800 toiſes of the reets, along 
which we ran, in order to find the opening 
through which we were to reach the anchoring 
place; but it blew very hard from the ſouth- 


when we diſtinguiſhed the opening in the rech. 
Though we were pretty near the ſhore, we did 
not perceive Obſervatory Iſland, which leſt us for 
ſome time doubtful whether we were oppoſite 
the place where Captain Cook anchored in 177+; 


and accordingly we put about, to get more to the 
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the north-caſt. At noon we found by our obſer- 
vations, that we muſt. be near Obſervatory Ifland, 
and it was not long before we got fight of it, 

though it 1s extremely low ; when we immedi- 
ately bore away for the anchoring place. In the 
opening between the reefs we had from eleven fa- 
thom water to thirteen and a half, but when we 


got within them we had only from ſeven ta- 
thoms to eight and a half. 


A double canoe immediately came ailing out 


to us. She had on board eleven natives, whoſe 
manceuvres gave us no very high idea of their 
| Killin navigation. They ſpoke to us, and ſhowed 
us ſame pieces of white ſtuff, which they waved 
in the air, ſtill keeping more than a hundred toiſes 
from the ſhip. A ſhort time after they returned 
on ſhore. 


The Eſperance, beliig a little to windward of 


us, grounded on a ſhoal, which we in conſequence 
took care to avoid, and preſently after let go our 
anchor, in order to lend her aſſiſtance. General 
Dentrecaſteaux immediately ſent our long-bout 
to her, and at eight o'clock in the evening we 
had the agreeable news that ſhe was again afloat, 

and had received no damage. 
20th. At ſun- riſe the next morning we ſaw 
four canoes under ſail, coming towards our ſhips. 
* they got very near us, "hey ſeemed to be 
NA under 
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under ſome fears: but one of the ſavages, har. 
ing yielded to our invitations, and come on board, 
Was followed by almoſt all the reſt. We were 
ſurpriſed, to find them ſet more value on gut 
ſtuffs than on our nails, or even hatchets, which 
they called ſegui; a name much reſembling that 
given them at the Friendly Iſlands, though they 
do not ſpeak the ſame tongue, as may be ſeen |; 
the vocabularies of the languages of theſe people, 
at the end of the preſent work. We could no: 
doubt, however, but they were acquainted with 
iron, which they deſignated to us by the deno- 
mination of pitiou; but the very hard ſtonc: 
which they uſe, renders it of leſs importance to 
them, than to many other inhabitants of the 
South Sea Iſlands. 
We ſhowed them ſome cocoas and yams, and 
requeſted them to bring us ſome : but, far from 
going to fetch any for us, they wanted to buy 
ours, offering us in exchange their ſpears and 
clubs, and giving us to underſtand that they were 
very hungry, putting their hands to their bellies, 
which were extremely flat. They expreſſed tome 
fear on ſecing the pigs which we had on board, 
which led us to ſuppoſe that they had no ſuch 
animal; though Captain Cook had left two, a 
boar and ſow, with one of their chiefs. As 1001 


as they ſaw our poultry, however, they imitated 
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the crowing of the cock tolerably well, ſo as to 
leave us no- doubt that they had fowls on their 
iſland. \ 

None of the women in the canoes conſented 
to come on board our veſſel; and when we were 
deſirous of making them a preſent of any thing, 
the men took it to carry to them. 

Theſe ſavages came in double canoes of the 
ſhape repreſented in Plate XLV. Fig. 1. Their 
maſt was fixed at an equal diſtance from the two 
canoes, and toward the tore part of the platform, 
by which they were joined together. They are 
not ſo ſkilfully conſtructed as thoſe of the 
Friendly Iſlands, to which they are much in- 
ferior in point of ſailing. One of them, running 


againſt our ſhip with too much force, received ſo 


much damage, that the canoe on one ſide ſoon 


filled. The ſavages in her immediately got upon 


the other, and let themſelves go with the current, 


which drifted them toward the ſhore. The other 


canoes left us preſently after, and ſailed after her, 
in order to give her aſſiſtancc. 

21ſt. Early in the morning we manned the 
capſtan, in order to warp our ſhip nearer to Ob- 
ſervatory Iſland; for which purpoſe we had car- 
cd out ſeveral hawſers tied end to end; but they 
gave way ſeveral times, and obliged us to let go 
the anchor again. 
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We were furrounded by canoes, the native: in 
which came on board our ſhip, and fold us {. 
veral articles, ſuch as are delineated in Plates 
XXXVII and XXXVIII. Some of them has 
a few cocoa-nuts and ſugar-canes, which they 
would not part with by any means, though we 
offered a great price for them. 

Theſe ſavages were all naked, except hat they 
wrapped their privities in pieces of coarſe ſtuff 
made of bark, or in large jeaves of trees. Their 
hair is woolly ; and their ſkin is nearly of as dec 
a black as that of the inhabitants of Diemen“ 
Cape, whom they very much reſemble in the ge · 
neral caſt of their countenance. Several of them 
had their heads bound round with a little net, the 
meſhes of which were large. We obſerved with 
ſurpriſe, a great many, who, deſirous, no doubt, 
of having the appearance of long hair, had faſtened 
to their own locks two or three treſſes, made 
with the leaves of ſome plants of the grass kind, 
and covered with the hair of the vampire bat, 
which hung down to the middle of their backs. 

Moſt of theſe iſlanders, armed with ſpears and 
clubs, carried at their waift a little bag full of 
ſtones, cut into an oval ſhape, which they throw 
with ſlings. (Sec Plates XXXV and XXXVII. 
Fig. 16, 17, and 18.) The lower lobe of ther 


cars, perforated with a very large hole, hung down 
to 
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introduced leaves of trees, others a piece of wood, 


jagged 3 perhaps from having been torn, either 
in battle, or in running through the woods. 

Behind the ears of one of theſe ſavages we ob- 
ſerved tubercles of the ſhape of a veal ſweetbread, 


pleaſed at ſeeing us examine this ornament, the 
growth of which he had effected by means of a 
cauſtic, 'by which the parts, no doubt, muſt have 
been greatly irritated for a conſiderable time. 
The women had no other garment than a kind 
of fringe, made of the filaments of the bark of 
trees, which ſerved them as a girdle, paſſing ſe- 
yeral times round the waiſt (See Plate XXXVI). 
The canoes kept themſelves cloſe by our ſhip, 
by means of different ropes, which we had thrown 
out to them. Each of them, however, had a 
large ſtone, to ſerve as an anchor, faſtened to a 
We rope, but they did not make ulc of theſe on 
the preſent occaſion. 

22d. The next day we got up our anchor at ſix 
o'clock in the morning, and made ſeveral ſtretches 
to get nearer to Obſervatory Iſland, which the

We faw the land of New Caledonia from eaft 19 
30“ ſouth, to weſt 12% north, from the neares 
ſhore of which we were only 590 toiſes. The 
inhabitants now had no occaſion for their cange: 
to come to us; moſt of them ſwam to the ſhir. 
with the articles which they wiſhed to ſel]. 5 
[ ought not here to omit a malicious trick 
which had nearly caufed the loſs of the young 
bread-fruit trees, that I had brought from the 
Friendly Iſlands. I had watered them in the 
cvening; but, ſeeing ſome drops of water early 
in the morning trickle from the box in which 
they were planted, I had no doubt, but ſome one 
had watered them long after me. Of this I was 
fully convinced, the moment ] taſted the water, 
that filtered through the mould; tor it was falt. 
The inquiries I made to diſcover the perſon who 
had been gwlty of this trick, were in vain, 
About one in the afternoon we went aſhore, 
and were ſoon ſurrounded by a great number ot 
the natives, who juſt came out of the middle of 
the wood, into which we had entered ſeveral 
times, though ſtill keeping near the ſhorc. We 
preſently found a few feattered huts, three or four 
hundred paces diſtant from each other, and 
overſhadowed by a few cocoa trees. Soon after 
we came to four, which formed a little hamlet, 


in one of the gloomieſt parts of the foreſt, The) 
Die ' were 
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were all nearly of the ſhape of bechives, a toiſe 
and a half in height, and as much in breadth. 


Sce Plate XXX VIII, Fig. 28, 29, 30). 


rounded by a paliſade a yard and a halt high, made 
with the limbs of the cocoa tree, arranged pretty 
cloſe to each other, and three feet and half trom 
mae borders of the hut. A little walk was formed 
| in the ſame manner before the door. 

Me afterwards ſaw ſeveral huts which were not 
| ſurrounded by palifades (See Fig. 29). The door, 
Which was about a yard high, and halfa yard wide, 
| was ſometimes cloſed by means of a piece of a 
| limb of the-cocoa-tree, the folioles of which were 
| interlaced. Several of theſe doors had two poſts, 
| made of planks, at the upper extremity of cach 
of which a man's head was rudely carved. The 
| lower part of theſe huts was erected perpend1- 
| cularly to the height of a yard, where they tapercd 
| off in a pretty regular cone, terminated by the 
| upper end of a poſt that was fixed in the centre 
of the floor. 

Figure 30 repreſents the inſide of theſe huts. 
| The frame conſiſts of poles, bearing againſt the 
© upper end of the poſt, which may be. ſeen riſing 


habitations 


Figure 28 repreſents one of theſe huts, ſur- 


| trom the middle of the floor, and which is near 
: three inches in diameter at the bottom. A few 
W vices of wopd bent to an arch, render theſe little 
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[1793, 
habitations ſufficiently ſtrong. They are covered 
with ſtraw to the thickneſs of two or three inches. 
The floor, on which the natives are perfectly ſhcl. 
_ tered from the weather, is ſpread with mats. 
But the moſchettoes are ſo troubleſome, that they 
are obliged to light fires to drive them away when 
they go to ſleep; and as there is no vent for the 
ſmoke, except at the door, they muſt be extremely 
incommoded by it. 

In general there is a board within the but on 
one ſide, faſtened with cords in a horizontal po- 
ſition, about a yard from the ground. This ſhell, 
however, can ſupport nothing of much weight, 
for the cords are very ſlight. 

Near ſome of their dwellings we ſaw little hil- 
locks of earth, twelve or fourteen inches high, 
with a very open treillis in the middle, of the 
height of two or three yards. The ſavages called 
_ theſe. ubouet, and informed us that they were 
graves ; inclining the head on one ſide, while 
they ſupported it with the hand, and cloſing the 
eyes, to expreſs the repoſe enjoyed by the remains 
of thoſe who were there depoſited. 

On returning toward the place where we land- 
ed, we found more than ſeven hundred natives. 
who had run thither from all parts. They afbed 
us for ſtuffs and iron in exchange for their effects 


and ſome of them ſoon convinced us that tlie) 
were 
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were very audacious thieves. Among their dit- 
ſerent tricks I ſhall relate one which theſe knaves 
played me. One of them offered to ſell me a 


little bag, which held ſtones cut into an oval 


ſhape, and which was faſtened to his waiſt. He 
antied it, and held it out as if ready to deliver 
it to me with one hand, while he received the 
price agreed upon with the other; but at the very 


inſtant another ſavage, who haſt poſted himſelf 


behind me, gave a great {cream, which made me 
turn my head round, and immediately the rogue 
his comrade ran away with his bag and my things, 
endcavouring to conceal himſelf in the crowd. 


We were unwilling to puniſh him, though moſt | 


of us were armed with firelocks. It was to be 


| feared, however, that this act of ſorbearance would. 
be conſidered as a mark of weakneſs by the na- 
tires, and render them ſtill more inſolent. What 


happened ſoon after ſecmed to confirm this: ſeve- 


ral of them were ſo bold as to throw ſtones at an 


3 officer, who was not above two hundred Paces 
| from us. We would not yet treat them with 


ſeyerity ; for we were ſo much prejudiced in their 


E tarour, from the account given of them by For- 
E iter, that more facts were neceflary to deſtroy the 


L Sood opinion we entertained of the gentleneſs of 
3 their diſpoſitions ; but we had ſoon inconteſtable 
= Piools of their ferociouſneſs. One of them hay-- 
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ing in his hand a bone freſh roaſted, and deyoyr. 
ing the remainder of the fleſ ſtill adhering to it, 
came up to Citizen Piron, and invited him t5 
ſhare his repaſt. He, ſuppoſing the ſavage was 
oftering him a piece of ſome quadruped, accepted 
the bone, on which nothing but the tendinous 
parts were left; and, having ſhown it to me, | 
perceived that it belonged to the pelvis of a child 
of fourteen or fifteen years of age. The native; 
around us pointed out on a child the ſituation 
of this bone; confeſſed, without heſitation, that 
the fleſh of it had furniſhed ſome one of their 
countrymen with a meal; and even gave us to 
underſtand, that they conſidered it as a dainty, 

This diſcovery made us very uncaſy for thoſe 
of our people, who were ſtill in the woods: ſhortly 
after, however, we had the pleaſure to find our- 
ſel ves all aſſembled together in the ſame ſpot, and 
no longer feared that ſome of us would fall yic- 
tims to the barbarity of theſe iſlanders. 

When we got on board our;ſhip, being ſurpriſe! 
at ſeeing none of the ſavages there, we were in. 
formed that there had been a great many, but 
that they had been driven away becauſe they had 
ftolen ſeveral things. Moſt of them had made 
off in their canoes ; and the reſt had jumped into 

the ſea and ſwam aſhore : two, however, were 


returned on board, not being able to ſwim faf 
enougb 
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enough to join the others, whether owing to ſome 
bodily infirmity, or to their having leaped into 
the ſea too long after the departure of their boats 
to be able to take refuge in them; As the ſun 
= was already ſet, and they were cold, they went to 
4 warm themſelves at the fire in our cook- room. 

| The moſt part of thoſe who belonged to our 
expedition, and who had remained on board, 
would not give credit to our recital of the bar- 
barous taſte of thoſe iſlanders, not being able to 
pertuade themſelves that. people, of whom Cap- 


account, could degrade themſcives by ſuch a hor- 
ible practice; but it was not very difficult to 
convince the moſt incredulous. I had brought 
E with me a bone which had already been picked, 
and which our Surgeon-Major ſaid was the bone 
| of a child. I preſented it to the two natives whom 
ve had on board. One of thoſe cannibals imme- 
| diately ſeized it with avidity, and tore with his 
, teeth the ſinews and ligaments which yet re- 
mained. I gave it next to his companion, who 
[ found ſomething more to pick from it. 

The different ſigns which our people made, 
4 in order to obtain an avowal of the practice of 
q cating human fleſh, being aukwardly made, OC- 
3 caſioned a very great miſtake. An exceſſive cen-

by all the ſigns we could make of our abhorrence 


faſt by one of the ropes of the mizen malt ſhrouds, 


long, however, before they recovered from their 


long-boat of each ſhip, ſo that it was neceflary 
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ſternation was inſtantly viſible in all their feature; 
doubtleſs becauſe they thought that we alſo wer: 
men-eaters, and, imagining that their laſt hoy: 


ceed in convincing them entirely of their miſtake 


of ſo terrible a practice. One of them made 
precipitate retreat through a port-hole, and hel 


ready to leap into the ſea; the other jumped into 
the water at once, and ſwam to the moſt diſtant 
of the boats aſtern of our veſſel; they were not 


fear, and rejoined our company. 

The ſmall ſtream, where Captain Cook had 
taken in water when he touched at this place, 
was dry when we viſited it: we found, however, 
a ſmall watering place to the ſouth-welt of our 
veſſel, about three hundred paces diſtant from 
the ſea: the water was very good, but it wa 
rather difficult to be come at, and the reſervoir 
which furniſhed it ſcarcely ſupplied enougl to 
fill once in a day caſks ſufficient to load the 


to wait till next day till more was collected to 
repleniſh them. 


We found very near this watering place the the 
ruſt

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| wuity bottom of an iron candleſtick, which pro- 
| hably had lain there ever ſince 1774, when Cap- 
| 41in Cook anchored in this road. 
23d. The next morning we went on ſhore at 
the neareſt landing place, where we found a num- 
ber of ſavages who were already taking ſome re- 
| 5:hment. They invited us to join them in 
eating ſome meat juſt broiled, which we diſtin- 
guiſhed to be human fleſh. The ſkin which yet 
| ab preſerved its form and even its colour 
on ſereral parts. They ſhewed us they had juſt 
| cut that piece from the middle of the arm, and 
they gave us to underſtand, by very expreſſive 
bgus, that after having pierced with their darts 
| the perſon of whoſe limbs we faw the remnants 
in their hands, they had diſpatched him with 
| their clubs. They no doubt wiſhed to make us 
| {enfible that they only cat their enemies, and in- 
| (cd it was not poſſible that we ſhould have found 
b many inhabitants in this country, if they had 
had any other inducement but that of hunger to 
make them devour each other. We went to 
the ſouth-ſouth-weſt, and ſoon croſſed a country 
EF Which lies rather low, where we ſaw ſome 
| pantations of yams and potatoes; we then came 
to the foot of ſome. mountains, where we found 
ten of the inhabitants who joined our company. 
| They foon began to chmb up trees of the ſpecies 
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[1793 
called /j iſbiſcus tiliaceus, the youngeſt ſprouts of 
which they pulled off and immediately chewed, 
in order to ſuck the juice contained in the bark, 
Others gathered the fruit of the cordia ſebefling 
which they eat even to the kernel. We did not 
expect to ſee cannibals content themſelves with 
ſo frugal a repaſt. | 

The heat was exceſſive, and we had not yet 
found any water. We followed a hollow track, 
in which we remarked the traces of a torrent of 
water in the wet ſeaſon. The verdure of the un- 
derwood, which we perceived a little farther off 
on its borders, gave us hopes of finding a {prin 
to quench our thirſt ; in fa& we were no ſooner 
arrived than we ſaw a very limpid ſtream iſſuing 
from an enormous rock of freeſtone, and after 
wards filling a large cavity hollowed out in a 
block of the ſame ſort of ſtone. Here we halted, 
and the natives, who accompanied us, fat down 
by us. We gave them biſcuits, which the; 
devoured with avidity, though they were ve 
much worm-caten, but they would not cven taſte 
our cheeſe, and we had nothing eatable beſides to 
offer them. 

They preferred the water of the reſervoir to 
wine or brandy, and drank it in a manner which 
afforded us no ſmall entertainment, inclining tht 


head at about two feet diſtance above the ſurtact 
61 
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of the water, they threw it up againſt their faces 
with their hands, opening their mouths very 
wide. and catching as much as they could; thus 
they ſoon quenched their thirſt. It may eafily be 
conceived, that even the moſt expert at this me- 
thod of drinking muſt wet the greateſt part of 
their bodies. As they diſturbed our water, we 
begged them to go lower down to drink, which 
requeſt they immediately complied with. 


Some of them approached the moſt robuſt 


amongſt us, and, at different intervals, preſſed 
with their fingers the moſt muſcular parts of their 
arms and legs, pronouncing rapareck with an air 
of admiration, and even of longing, which rather 
alarmed us, but upon the whole they gave us no 
cauſe for diſſatisfaction, 

1 obſerved in theſe places a number of plants 
belonging to the ſame genera with many of thoſe 
| had collected in New Holland, although the 
two countries are at very great diſtance from each 
other. 

We faw with plac: about a third part of the 
afcent up the mountain, ſmall walls raiſed one 
aboye another, to prevent the rolling down of the 
ground which the natives cultivated. I have 
found the ſame practice extremely general

It is not a common practice amoneſt the g- 
vages of New Caledonia to make an inciſion in 
the prepuce ; nevertheleſs, out of fix of them, 
whom we perſuaded to ſatisfy our curioſity in 
that reſpect, we found one who had it flit ins 
longitudinal direction on the upper fide. 

When we had reached the middle of the 
mountain, the natives who followed would k:re 
perſuaded us not to go any farther, and informed 
us that the inhabitants on the other ſide of this 
ridge would eat us; we, however, 1 in 
aſcending to the top, for we were ſufficient! 
armed to be under no apprehenſion of danger For 
theſe cannibals. Thoſe who accompanied us 
were, without doubt, at war with the others, for 
they would not follow us any farther 

The mountains which we aſcended riſe in the 
form of an amphitheatre, and are a continuati tion 
of the great chain which runs the Whole length 
of the iſland. Their perpendicular height 18 
about 2.500 feet above the level of the fea, We 
obſerved them riſe gradually to the eaſt- ſouth- 
eaſt, till they terminated in a very high mountain 
about three miles from our Moorings. 

The chief component pa arts of thoſe moun— 
tains are quartz, mica, and ſteatite, of a ſofter or 
harder quality, ſchorl QI a green colour, granite, |

On 
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On our deſcent from theſe mountains, we ſtop- 
ped at the bottom in the midſt of ſeveral families 
of ſavages aſſembled in the neighbourhood of 
their huts, to whom we 1ignified a deſire to 


quench our thirſt with the water of the cocoa 
nuts; but as this fruit is rather ſcarce in that part 


of the iſland, they conſulted together for a con- 
fiderable time before they agreed to ſell us any. 


At laſt one of their number went to pull a few 


from the top of one of the higheſt trees, in order 
to bring them to us. W ec Were extremely ſur- 
priſed at the rapidity with which he aſcended, 
holding the body of the tree with his hands, he 
ran along the whole length of it, almoſt with as 


much cafe and celerity as if he had been walking 


on an Horizontal plain. I never before had oc- 
cation to admire ſuch agility amongſt any of the 
other iſlanders whom we had viſited. 5 

The ſea water frequently waſhed the foot of 
the tree trom which our cocoa nuts were taken, 
ſo that the liquor with which they were filled was 
{Pmewhat ſour, but we drank it, being extremely 
thirty. The children of theſe ſavages waited till 
we had emptied the water of the cocoa nuts, 
when they begged them of us, finding means to 
ct ſomething more from them. They tore with 
her teeth the fibrous covering of theſe young 
fruits, of which the nuts were ſcarcely formed, 
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and then eat the tender part encloſed in it, which 
was much too bitter for our palates. 

When we arrived on board, we learned that 
two of the iſlanders had that morning carried off 

from an officer of our veſſel (Bonvouloir) a uni- 
form cap and a ſabre, while he was occupied on 
ſhore making ſome aſtronomical obſeryations, al- 
though the ſailors, who had landed with him, had 
traced upon the ſand a large circle round the 
place of obſervation, which they had forbidden 
the ſavages to enter; but two thieves having 
concerted their enterpriſe, advanced with preci- 
pitation behind the officer who had juſt ſat down, 
and placed his ſabre underneath him. One of 
them ſeized his cap, and the inſtant he roſe up to 
purſue him, the other ran away with his ſabre. 
This bold manceuvre was SO not t their firſt 
attempt. 

Night approached, al our boats were already 
alongſide, yet two officers (Dewelle and Wil 
laumez) were ſtill on ſhore, with two of thc 
ſhip's crew, but they ſoon arrived on the beach, 
followed by a great number of the inhabitants, 
The General's boat was inſtantly diſpatched to 
bring them on board. They told us that the f- 
vages, who had crowded around them, to the 
number of above three hundred, upon obſerving 


that all our boats had quitted the ſhore, had be- 
havec 
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hared in the mot audacious manner. Once of 
them having wreſted his ſword from Dewelle, the 
utter attempted to purſue the thief, but the 
others immediately raiſed their clubs in his de- 
ſence. All of our people were robbed with the 
greateſt efirontery, but when our boat arrived, 
tuo chiefs, who probably had prevented the fa- 
wages from proceeding to greater extremitics, 
begged leave to embark in it. They carried two 
{mall parcels of ſugar-cane and cocoa-nuts to the 
General, who made them in return a preſent of 
an axe, and ſeveral pieces of ſtuff, Thoſe chiefs, 
whom they called Theabouma in their language, 
wore on their head bonnets of a cylindrical form, 
adorned with feathers, ſhells, &c. (Sec Plate 
AXXVII, Fig. 1ſt and 2d.) but as they were open 
at top, they were no covering from the rain. 
It was not long betore a double canoe, diſpatch- 
ed from the ſhore, came to convey the chiefs back 
again. It was night before they departed, and 
the ſay ages on ſhore had lighted a fire on a ſand- 
| bank to warm themſelves. We went aſhore on 
the 25th with thoſe of the crew who were ap- 
pointed to recruit our ſtock of wood, which they 
cut at a place 500 yards diſtant from where We 
had watered. 

We did not ſtray far from our wood-cutters, 
or we were but few in number, and the deſigns 
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of the natives appeared to us very ſuſpicious 
About nine in the morning they took poffeſſion 
of our ſhallop which was anchored ncar the cout, 
and only guarded by one man. They were ad. 
ready dragging it towards the ſtrand, in order th 
carry off the effects that were in it with ti; 
greater eaſe, when another boat's crew came 10 
its relief; but the thieves did not give up their 
enterpriſe till they were on the point of being 
fired upon. . 
Laſſeny having gone on ſhore to make ſome 
aſtronomical rations, was obliged to re-em- 
bark almoſt immediately, being unable to keep 
off a number of ſavages who ſeemed inclined to 
attempt the ſeizure of the inſtruments, although 
he was armed and accompanied by two afliſtauts, 
beſides ſeveral of the boat's crew. 

The maſter gunner of the Eſperance, while 
hunting in the foreſt, perceived about noon, in a 
large open ſpace not far from the wood-cutters, 
above two hundred natives, who were practiſing 
themſelves in throwing their darts, and different 
exerciſes, He retired unperceived, and haſtened 
to relate to us what he had juſt witneſſed. One 
of the officers of our veſſel immediately went 
with four fuſileers to obſerve the motions of the 
ſavages ; who, on perceiv ing them, advanced, and 


obliged them to make a precipitate retreat to- 
wards 
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wards the wood-cutters. The ſavages ſoon re- 
paired thither likewiſe; and we were not long 
before we diſcovered the deſign they had formed 
of ſeizing our axes, which had been laid in a 
heap in the midſt of our workmen, who were aſ- 
embled to take ſome retrceſhment. The com- 
mending officer inſtantly gave orders for thoſe 
tools to be carried into the long boat; but the 
filor who attempted it was aflailed by the iſlan- 
ders, who were on the point of carrying them off, 
when ſeveral muſquet ſhots were fired. One of 
the moſt audacious, who fell on that occaſion, had 
{till trength enough to crawl as far as the wood. 
The others retired immediately, and faluted us 
with a ſhower of ſtones from their ſlings. The 


ſtones, which they carried in ſmall bags ſuſpended 
fom their belts, were cut into an oval form; but 
they did not wound any one dangerouſly, on ac- 
count of the great diſtance ; beſides, moſt of 
them were ſtopped by the branches of the trees, 
behind which the natives had taken refuge. This 
15 not always the caſe when they fight among 
temiclves; for being then probably leſs atraid 
to advance, they frequently liave their-eyes beat 
out in theſe battles, as ſeveral of the inhabitants, 
vio had loſt one of them, informed us. When 
they diſcharge the ſtones from their ſlings they 
ouly make half a turn with them above their 

heads 
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the General ordered two cannon-ſhot to be fired 


rupted. Soon after four other natives came and 
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heads, which is done with as much expedition 
as if thrown with the hand. Theſe ſtones, cy; 
from a ſteatite of conſiderable hardneſs, are very 
ſmooth, for which reafon the ſavages take the 
precaution to wet them with their ſpittle, to pre- 
vent their ſhding from the two ſmall cords gf 
which the bottoms of their flings are formed. 

The different movements of theſe ſavages hay- 
ing been perceived from on board the Recherche, 


on them, which made them immediately diſperſe 
acroſs the wood; but ſoon after one of their chick 
advanced towards us alone and unarmed, holding 
in his hand a piece of white ſtuff, made of the 
bark of a tree, which the Commanding Officer 
received as a token that the good underſtanding 
between us and the ſavages ſhould not be inter- 


ſat down in the midſt of us with as much con- 
fidence as their chief, behind whom they placed 
themſelves ; but he ſeemed much diſpleaſcd wWith 
ſeveral others who came to reſt themſelves under 
the ſhade of the neighbouring trees, whom he 
ſeveral times called robbers / kaya}. 

We re-embarked at four o'clock, P. M. and 
were already ſteering towards our ſhips, when we 
ſaw a troop of ſavages running along the ſtrand 


towards us, loaded with a variety of fruits, Which 
they 
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they had brought as a preſent for us. They leaped 

into the water ſeveral times to bring them to us, 
but we were driven in a weſterly direction by a 

ſtrong current, and could not ſtop to receive thoſe 

marks of reconciliation. 

[ went on ſhore next day very near the water- 

ing place at the ſame time that the General ar- 

rived there. The guard was ſtronger than the 

day before, in order the better to keep the iſlanders 
in awe. It was feared after what had paſſed the 
preceding day, they might attempt to poiſon the 
vater with which we-were going to fill our caſks, 
and it was thought neceſſary, according to the 
opinion of our Chief Surgeon, to try the experi- 


bad effects. Indeed, ſeveral of our ſailors would 
not wait for the reſult of that proof, but, being 
very thirſty, had already drank of the water even 
before the commencement of the experiment.

we had the ſatisfaction to obſerve that they ſub- 
mitted peaceably to thoſe orders. We gave to 
moſt of them pieces of biſcuit, which they begged 
by extending one hand, whilſt with the other they

Several fires lighted near the ſummit of the 


neighbouring mountain convinced us that it 


ſerved as a retreat for the natives. 

On arriving at our landing place we found a 
great number of ſavages who had aſſembled there 
fince our departure. They informed us that fevc- 


ral of the inhabitants had been wounded in the 


affair of the preceding evening, and that one had 
already expired of his wounds. They did not 


manifeſt any hoſtile diſpoſitions towards us; but

The inhabitants of theſe mountains appeared 
to us to live in the greateſt wretchedneſs. They 
were all extremely meagre. They {leep in the 
open air without being tormented by the muſ- 
quitoes ; for theſe inſects are driven from the high 
crounds by the E. S. E. winds, which blow here 
almoſt mceflantly. The ſame winds are ſo pre- 
judicial to vegetation, that trees which below 
grow to a great height, here wear the appearance 
of ſhrubs. Melaleuca latifolia, for example, is 
ſcarcely fourteen inches high, whereas on the 
hills it attains the height of twenty-ſeven or 
thirty feet. But ſtill there are vegetables pecu- 
lar to the ſummits of thoſe mountains, which 
appear to agree perfectly well with the current of 
air to which they are thus expoſed. I ſhall give a 
deſcription of ong of the moſt remarkable. It 
torms a new genus, which I diſtinguiſh by the 
name of dracophyilum. 

The calix is compoſed of ſix ſmall oval leaves, 
pointed towards the end. 

The corolla is in one piece, and divided ſlightly 
on the border into fix equal parts.

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In examining from the ſummit of theſe moun- 
tains a great extent of breakers which defend the 
approach to this iſland, we obſerved another paſ- 
lage, at a ſmall diſtance to the weſt of that by 
which our veſſels had reached their preſent moor- 
ings. Towards the ſouth we had a proſpect of a 
velightful valley, ſurrounded with large planta- 
tions of cocoa trees, from amongſt which we ſaw 
columns of ſmoke ariſing, from the fires made by 
the ſavages. Vaſt fields, which appeared to us 
to be cultivated, even in the loweſt parts, indi- 
cated a great population. The valley was tra- 
refed by a canal filled with water, which we 
miſtook for a river, the different branches of which 
came from the foot of the eaſtern mountains; 
but we after wards found that this canal was filled 
with Kagnated fea-water. We perceived towards 
the ſouth-weſt the ſhoal, along which we had 
luled the year before; and we dittinguiſhed the 

ſame inlet in it which the violence of the Mind 
had prevented us from ſounding. It appeared to 
us a place of ſafety for ſuch veficls as wiſhed to 
anchor out of the reach of breakers. | 

We were only followed by three natives, Who 
no doubt had ſeen us ſail along the weſtern coaſt 
v1 their iſland laſt year ; for before they had 
| (quitted us, they ſpoke of two veſſels they had ſeen

by them, they ſhewed us a baſket (ſce late 
XXXVIII. Fig. 24), filled with roots, reſembling 
thoſe of a kind of fun-flower called 'he{janting 
tuberoſits. They called them paoua, faying that

us a ſmall quantity. 
Perceiving, at about thirty yards diſtance, a 


thick ſmoke iſſuing from the midſt of large 


broken rocks, which offered a good ſhelter from 
the wind, we directed our courſe towards it, and 
found a young ſavage buſy roaſting ſome roots 
amongſt which we diſtinguiſhed thoſe ct the 
dolichos tuberofus. He did not appear ſurprized. 
at our viſit, and ſmiled at us from the bottom of 
his cavern, which was filled with a very black 
ſmoke, whereby he however did not appear to be 


at all incommoded. 


Near this place the ſide of the mountain, laid 
open by the torrents which deſcend in the rany 
ſcaſon, diſcovered to us cluſters of beautiful 


pieces of green ſchorl in a ſoft ſteatite, and below

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that ſmall fragments of a very tranſparent rock 
chryſtal. 

ln returning to our veſſel we came through a 
ſmall! village, the inhabitants of which left their 
huts unarmed. They allowed us to examine the 
inſide of them, and one of them, without any he- 
ſitation, ſold us ſome human bones which were 
hanging up over one of their tombs. 

We ſoon after arrived on the ſea coaſt, where 
we found a party of the natives who followed us, 
begging ſomething to eat, but as all our provi— 
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ons were conſumed, I gave them ſome green 
ſteatite, which I had brought from the ſummit 
of one of the mountains; ſome of them eat as 
much as two pounds weight of it. 
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Whilſt we were embarking in order to return 
on board, one of the crew fired his piece in the 
ur to unload it, which ſtruck ſuch a panick in 
moſt of the iſlanders who were on the ſhore, that 
they inſtantly ran off to conceal themſelves in the 
woods ; but ſome of them, confident of our good 
intentions towards them, ſhewed no ſymptoms 
ot fear, but called back the fugitives, who ſoon 
rejoined them. | 
On the 27th J was obliged to remain all day 
on board, in order to arrange and write deſcrip- 


tions of various articles which I had collected the 
day before. 
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1793. 
We received a viſit from ſeveral of the natives 
who ſwam to the veſſel. They were et ercat 
pains to aſſure us that they were not in the num. 
ber of thoſe who had committed acts of hoſti!; ity 
againſt us, and they told us they had eaten two of 
thoſe robbers, or kaya, one of whom had received 
2 ball in the thigh and another in the belly in the 
engagement with us, but we did not give entire 
credit to this ſtory, ſuppoling they had fabricate? 
it to ſcreen themſelves from ſuſpicion. 
They brought with them an inſtrument which 


they called nbouet, a name which they likcwiſe 


gave to their tombs ; it was formed al a fine piece 
of flat ſerpentine ſtone, with ſharp edges, and 

nearly of an oval form, perfectly well poliſhed, 
and of the length of nearly ſeven inches. It was 
perforated with two holes, through cach of which 
paſſed two very flexible rods, whereby it was fixed 
to a wooden handle, to which they were faſtencd 
with bands made of bat's-{kin. This inſtrument 
was ſupported by a pedeſtal made of a cocoa- nut

We could not til 
then diſcover the uſe of this inſtrument; theſe 
fav ages told us that it was to cut up the limbs ot 


their enemies, which they divided amongſt then 


after a battle. One of them ſhewed us the Marr 
ner,

ner, by imitating it on one of the ſhip's company, 
who, at his defire, lay down on his back. The ſa- 
vage firſt repreſented a combat, in which he in- 
licated by ſigns that the enemy fell under the 
ſtrokes of his javelin and club, which he bran- 
diſhed with great violence. He then performed 
1 ſort of warhke dance, holding in bis hand the 
inſtrument of murder; he then ſhewed us that 
they begin by opening the belly with the nbouet, 
throwing away the inteſtines, after having torn 
them out with an inſtrument (repreſented in 
Plate XXXVIII. Pig. 20), made of two human 


cubitus, well poliſhed, and fixed to a very ftrong 
tape. He ſhewed us they next cut off the parts 


of generation, which fell to the ſhare of the con- 
queror. The legs and arms are cut off at the 
punts, and diſtributed, as well as the other parts, 
amongſt the combatants to carry home to their 
families. It is difficult to deſcribe the ferocious 
aridity with which he repreſented to us the man- 
ner in Which the fleſh of the unfortunate victim 
8 devoured by them, after being broiled on a 
fire of charcoal. 

The fame cannibal gave us likewiſe to under- 
ſand that the fleſh of the arms and legs! 1s cut 
into pieces about three inches thick, and that

which times they made a ſlight whilling none, 
produced by ſhutting the teeth, and ap 
the end of the tongue to them, then op nis 


their mouths, they gave ſeveral ſmacks wit, 


their lips. 
We went on ſhore on the 28th, but not being 


in ſufficient numbers, durſt not venture to go fir 


beyond our watering place. We no longer fan 


in the environs large parties of natives, as on the 


firſt days after anchoring here, which made us 


think that they had returned to their habitations 


probably at a conſiderable diſtance from thi: 


place : indeed how could ſuch a vaſt number ct 


men have found the means of ſubſiſtence on a 
coaſt ſo extremely barren. 

Next day (the 29th), we ſet off early, to thc 
number of eighteen, all well armed, with the in- 
tention of aſcending a very high mountain, fitu- 
ated to the ſouth-ſouth-eaſt, and from thence 
deſcending, if the weather ſhould prove favour- 
able, into a delightful valley, which we had al- 
ready perceived at a great diſtance behind the 


mountain. 


We marched at firſt towards the caſt along tic

ſore, and ſoon entered an extenſive wood, when, 
amongſt other birds which we killed, there was a 
ſpecies of pie, which I named the pie of New Ca- 
dona. It is entirely black except the breaſt, 
ſhoulders and neck, which are white. The bill is 
rather jagged at the extremity of each mandible, 


and is of a light black from the root to within 


one-third of the point, the remainder 1s yellowiſh. 
The feathers of the tail are arranged in rows two 
by two, the upper ones being much longer than 


the others (Sec Plate XXXIX, in which the bird 


is repreſented.) 
We had already proceeded above a mile, when 


we arrived at a village compoſed of a ſmall num- 
ber of huts, ſufficiently diſtant from each other 


to prevent the flames from communicating in 
caſe of any unfortunate conflagration. Two of 
them had been recently conſumed. We there 


law women cooking victuals, compoſed of the 
bark of trees and a variety of roots, amongſt which 


! diſcerned thoſe of the hypoxis, of which l have 
aready made mention. Theſe different articles 
Were put dry into'a large carthen pot, ſupported 
over a fire by three large ſtones, which ſupplied 
the place of a trevet. We obſerved near the 
entrance to one of thoſe huts a large heap of hu- 
man bones, on which the recent effects of fire 
were very evident. 2 
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It was probably an inhabitant of this village 
who ſtole the ſabre of Bonvouloir, as related 
above, for here we found the theath and belt fut. 
pended over one of their tombs, as a king d 
trophy. | 

Upon leaving this village, we followed a beaten 
path to the ſouth-eaſt, where we were not lone 
before we ſaw ſome Caribbee cabbages 2 
eſculentum ), planted near a rivulet, the ſtream of 
which the inhabitants of the ifland had turned of 
lower down to a plantation of arum macrorrſii an. 
Farther on we remarked ſome young bananz 
trees planted at five or fix yards diſtance from 
each other, as allo ſome ſugar canes. 


Soon after this we were ſurrounded by at leaſt 


forty of the natives, who came out from the ad- 
Jacent huts, and from ſome ſtraggling cottage: 
ſcattered in an extenſive plain covered with plants 
and ſhrubs, above which roſe a ſmall number of 
cocoa trees; but we were aſtoniſhed to ſee only 
very few men amongſt theſe ſavages, all of whom 
were either old or infirm, and moſt of then 
cripples. The remainder conſiſted of women 
and children, who teſtified much joy at receiving 
ſome preſents of glaſs warc which we gave them. 
We preſumed that the ſtout men were engaged 
at a diſtance in ſome expedition againſt ther 
neighbours. - 
f

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We were about one mule diſtant from the firſt 
millege when WE diſcovered another twice as large, 
gtuated on the borders of a ſmall river, along 
which we went upon a riſing ground in a ſouth- 
ey direction. Upwards of thirty natives came 
| it to meet us, and followed us for ſome time. 
ve ſoon perceived three others deſcend from the 
mountains, one of whom we knew, having re- 
| red ſeveral viſits from him on board the Re- 


cho. Several amongſt the natives pointed 


im out to us as a chief of great diſtinction, whom 
| they called AR. 

| We ſat down on the borders of the {mall 
nrer to take forme refreſhment, and to prevent 


de danger of any ſurprize from the ſavages, we 


W invited them to fit down. Alibi immediately 


W complied with our invitation, and his example 
| was followed by the others. The water being 
4 a tew paces below us, the ſavages filled our bottles 
as faſt as we emptied them. 
| Aſter breakfaſt we aſcended towards the ſouth, 
accompanied by Aliti and three other natives, 
Who teſtified a ſtrong deſire to follow us. Some 
W cocoa and banana trees, planted on the leaſt rug- 
þ ged of the borders of the hollow formed by the 
Vaters of the ſmall river, pointed out to us the 
& *<lidence of ſome of the natives. We found 
1 there 
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there a hut exactly like thoſe which we had e. 


before. Aliki ſaid the hut belonged to him, f. 


was ſurrounded with ſeveral of a new ſpecics of 


fig tree, the fruit of which thoſe people cat, aſter 
earthen veſſels, in order to extract its corroſive 
quality. 

louds, brought on by a brit gale from the 
fouth-caſt, covered the tops of the mountain: 
about ten in the morning, and occaſioned a heavy 
ſhower of rain, of which the ſavages took ſcarcely 
any notice. They did not even ſeek for any 
ſhelter, whilſt we retired underneath the thickeſt 
trees. As. ſoon as it ccaſed we continued our 
route, and they followed us with many marks gt 
friendſhip. One of them, wiſhing to relieve a 
ſailor who was loaded with a large tin- box, fille 
with a variety of objects of natural hiſtory, car- 
ried it for above four hours. 

We ſoon after croſſed over the ſmall river, on 
the banks of which J obſerved the acan/ins ict 
 folius. We then aſcended very rugged rocks for 
a conſiderable time, and were under great ob. 
gations to the ſavages, who exerted themſehhes in 
ſupporting us by the arms, to prevent our falling. 

Each of them carried an axe of ſerpentine 


ſtone; and one of them wiſhing to ſhow us how 
ther 
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they made uſe of them to cut wood, hacked off 
branch of the melaleuca latifohia, about four 
inches thick. | 

It was not till after a number of ſtrokes, that 
he was able to make a ſlight notch in it, then he 
broke it by forcibly bending down the end of it; 
they all ſhewed the greateſt ſurprize at ſecing us 
cut down in a ſhort time, with a military axe, 
{me of the largeſt trees in the foreſt. 
higheſt of thoſe mountains, when one of our 
people made ſigns to the ſavages that he wiſhed to 


have ſome water to drink. Immediately two of 


them offered to go and fetch ſome trom a hol- 
low that appeared to be above half a mile diſtant. 
They ſet off, and we ſoon loſt fight of them. As 
they were a long time before they returned, we 
were afraid they had gone away with the bottles 
we had entruſted them with, but at laſt they 
returned, and appeared pleaſed that they had it in 
their power to offer us ſome very pure water to 
quench our thirſt. 

After this we deſcended towards the ſouth-eaſt 
and crofſed a fine valley, where I made a copious 
collection of plants, among which were the acrs/- 
| {chm auftrale, and feveral new ſpecies of limo- 
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Ca3 


A very heavy rain obliged us to {cel r fy... 
in the hollows of the rocks, where we remain 
for ſome time. We invited the ſavages who gc. 
companied us to partake of our repaſt, but were 
much ſurpriſed to find thoſe cannibals reject with 
diſdain the ſalted pork which was offered them, 
The badneſs of the weather having prevented 
our continuing all night on the mountu. os, we ye. 
turned towards our veſlels, going in a weſterly di 


rection, in order to follow the ene into 2 


4 


large valley, parallel with that which we had juſt

croſſed. I there obſerved many new ſpecics of 


Paiſſiſtora. The ginger, amomum zingiber, grew 


there abundantly, but the natives told us 55

made no uſe of it. As ſoon as we arrived on the 


ſhore, where we found our boats in waiting, to 


take us on board the ſhips, they quitted us, anc 


went off to the eaſtward. 

I employed the whole of the 30th in deſcrib- 
ing and aſſorting the numerous collection of a 
ticles of natural hiſtory, which I had made tic 
day before. 


May Iſt. This day we went towards the ſouth 


eat, and after having penetrated a conſiderable 
way into the woods, we arrived at a hut fur. 
rounded with paliſades, behind which were a v0 


man and two children, who appeared frightencc 


C3 


on our approach, but they reſumed their courage 


upon our preſenting them with ſome pieces of 
cloth, and a few glaſs beads. 

We next went towards- two great fires that 
were kindled by the ſavages in one of the moſt 
gloomy parts of the foreſt, They diſperſed as 


ſoon as they perceived Us, leaving two baſkets 


filled with the bark of trees. 
Soon after we arrived on the borders of ſome 


mar{hes, where we killed ſeveral beautiful birds of 


| the genus muſcicapa; they had been attracted 
thither by the ſwarms of muſquitoes, which ſerved 
| them for food. Further on we found two young 


ars who had juſt lighted a fire: they were dreſ- 


ing for their repaſt different ſorts of roots, 
mongſt which I recognized ſeveral belonging to 
plants which I had met with under the ſhade of 
| the large trees in the foreſt. The girls left their 


| proviſions for ſome time, retiring as we ap- 


| proached them. 
On our quitting the wood, we met with ſeveral 
| arages who accompanied us to our landing place. 
They were much amuſed with ſeeing Citizen 
| Riche's dog purſue ſome of the natives who were 
at a conſiderable diſtance, and whom he ſoon 
| overtook, though they ran as faſt as they; could. 
t As he did them no injury, thoſe who were with 
' begged us to ſet him at ſome women who 
Yor N, 8 were 
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Us 


were then coming out of the wood, and wer: 
anticipating their fright, but we would not be 
perſuaded to comply with their requeſt. 
We were witneſs, on arriving at the ſhore, t6 
fact which proves the great corruption of man. 
ners amoneſt thefe cannibals. There were tw, 
girls, the oldeſt of whom was not more than 
eighteen, who were ſhewing to our ſailors that 
part which they are accuſtomed to conceal with 
the fringed girdle mentioned above, and which 
forms the whole of their clothing. A nail, o: 
| ſomething of equal value, was fixed upon as the 
price of this favour ; but they took care to make 
their curious cuſtomers pay beforehand. 
Upon returning to the ſhip, I found a chief wi! 
had dined at the table with the officers. He he: 
come in his cance, accompanied by his wit, 
whom he would never allow to come on boarc, 
notwithſtanding our repeated requeſts to, t!:! 
oy 
On the 2d we went a ſhooting in the 20 

| woods, which we had not explored, to the ſout! 
eaſt, where we killed a prodigious quantity 9 
birds. We ſtopped in a ſmall village, wh 
we ſaw over two tombs pieces of wood rudel 
carved: the inhabitants told us that it was forbt 
den to approach them; but they conſented vt

readily to ſell us in exchange for ſome 3 
clot 
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doch a human ſcull that was ſuſpended over 


mother tomb, the coronal bone of Which was 
ured on the left fide. They informed us, 
chat the warrior it belonged to had been killed in 
battle by a club. e 

Next morning early, twenty of us ſet off with 
in intention to- croſs the mountains, and from 
thence to deſcend into the extenſive valley, where, 


iftance a conſiderable number of cultivated fields. 
t was probable that we ſhould there meet with 


great number of inhabitants, but we were ſuf- 


iciently well armed to be able to repel any attack 
which they might venture to make 

At firſt we followed the coaſt, advancing to- 
wards the weſt, and penetrating from time to 
time mto the woods, we ſaw a number of inha- 
btants quit their huts, and leave behind them a 
net which they had ſpread out to dry. It ap- 
xared that that implement of fiſhing is very 


out eight yards in length, and eighteen inches 


them during our. whole ſtay in the Iſland, and 
to price could tempt any of them to part with 
One. 

We perceived near this place a great quantity 
0 broken ſhells of fiſh, which had ſerved the 
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are amongſt theſe ſavages: its common ſize is 


n breadth. They ſhewed us but very few of 
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Iſlanders for food. We found ſeveral of the ſpe- 
cies known by the name of benitier, of the length 
of twelve or thirteen inches. They till bore the 
marks of the fire which had ſerved to dreſs the 
animal contained in them. | 

The women principally are employed in fiſhing 
for ſhell-fſh. We ſaw ſome of them from time 
to time, oppoſite to where we lay at anchor, who 
advanced into the water up to their waiſts and 
gathered great quantities, which they diſcovered 
in the ſand, by means of pointed ſticks with 
which they groped for them. 
We had already gone about three miles along 
the coaſt without finding any ſtream of water 
when three young ſavages came to meet us, and 
perſuaded us to follow them to their cottage, 
not far out of our road. We then found a ſpring, 
below which they had dug ſome trenches to con- 
duct the water to ſome plants of the arum mu- 
crorrhizon, the roots of which they eat. 

We were on the ſlope of a ſmall hill, under 
the ſhade of ſome cocoa trees. One of the fi. 
vages, whom I requeſted to procure us ſome of 
their fruit, climbed to the top of the tree withan 
extraordinary degree of agility. 

We ſoon after continued our courſe to the 
weſtward. The air was ſerene, and the heit 

exceflire 
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exceſſive, and we were attacked by a cloud of 
muſquitoes, which tormented us very much, by 
ſinging every part of the body, not even ſparing 
our eyes and ears. Fortunately a breeze of wind 
ſpringing up ſoon after, relieved us from their 
perſecutions, by diſperſing them. | - 

Soon after this we arrived. on the borders of a 
deep canal, which went in an inland direction 
to the foot of a very craggy mountain. This 
canal ſerved as a harbour for the iſlanders, three 
of whom we: ſaw enter it in a double canoe, 
which they immediately faſtened with a rope 
tied to the foot of a tree on the ſame fide we 
were. They then went at a ſlow pace towards 
the ſmall hills on the ſouth-eaſt, pretending not 
to have perceived us. Their canoe was the only 
one in the harbour. We made uſe of it to croſs 

to the other fide, where we found a ſmall cottage, 
| the plantations contiguous to which had been re- 
cently laid waſte. We {till perceived ſome re- 
mains of Caribee cabbages, and of ſugar canes. 
The tops of all the cocoa trees had been cut off, 
and perhaps inhabitants had fallen victims to the 


voracity of the barbarians who had thus deſtroyed 
them. 


Till then we had never met with any of the 
ombs of the ſavages, except cloſe by their huts, 
| but we now found one at a great diſtance trom 
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any habitation whatever, on the ſide of the road 


which we purſued.” It differed from the others, 
being built of en, * baſe till 1 half 
— up. (4 8 0 | 
We halted about noon, finder the ſhade of ſe- 
. caſuarina .equeſetifolia, and of ſeveral new 
ſpecies of cerbera, which grew on the. banks of 
a rivulet, Where we quenched our thirſt, and in 
which we found ſome fragments of roche de corn, 
brought down by the water. We. caught two 
ſea- ſnakes (coluber laticandotus ), which we broiled 
and eat, but found very tough and ill taſted, 
Wie were about eleven miles diſtant from our 
veſſels 'when freſh marks of devaſtation made us 
lament the: lot of the wretched inhabitants, whom 
revenge often prompts to the commiſſion of the 


mort hotrible exceſſes. They had deftroyed the 


| printipal habitations, and. cut off the tops of al 


the cocoa- trees about them, having only {pared 
two-ſmall ſheds which were covered with ipongy 
bark of the melaleuca latifolia. 

2 Preſently after a foreſt of cocoa trees, whole 
tops we perceived at the diſtance of a mile and 
half to the weſt, together with ſeveral columns 
of ſmoke which roſe in different directions, were 
indications of a great population. We GireQed 
our courſe toward this place for ſome time, but 


the marſny ground which we mult have crofled 
10 


to reach it, cauſed us to abandon our deſign; be- 


ſides, the day drew towards a cloſe. We then 


went ſouthward in ſearch of a commodious ſitua- 
tion to paſs the night in, when we ſoon pitched 
on an eminence, the difficult acceſs to which ſe- 
cured us from being furpriſed by the ſavages. We 
lighted a fire, for the cold was ſharp and piercing 
on theſe high: grounds, and we felt it the more 

ſenſibly, as during the day we had experienced 
in the plain a very great degree of heat. 


preſerve to thoſe of the ſhip's crew who accom- 


the firſt days after our arrival. 

We all ſupped and then went to ſlecp, leaving 
two of our number to watch by turn, tor it was 
to be feared that the light of our fire would bring 
tome of the iſlanders to us. In a very ſhort time 
we were appriſed that the light of ſeveral torches, 
with which the ſavages were approaching our re- 
treat in an eaſterly. direction, was perceived to- 
wards the foot of the mountains. In an inſtant 
Wc were all on our legs to obſerve their motions, 
and prepared to give them ſuch a reception as 
drcumſtances might render neceſſary in caſe of 
Q 4 attack; 


1 gave all the birds which I did not mean to 


panied us, and amongſt thoſe Which they broiled 
immediately for our ſupper were ſeveral of the 
corvus caledonicus, and ſome very large pigeons of 
a new ſpecies, which I had before met with on 
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attack; but after traverſing ſeveral ſmall hills, 
they deſcended towards the coaſt; getting farthe, 
from us to the eaſtward. Perhaps theſe cann.. 
bals were upon ſome expedition againſt their ene. 
mies. As we did not appear to be the object they 
were 1n queſt of, we immediately lay down again 
to ſleep, truſting to the vigilance of our centinel, 
4th. At. day-break we aſcended towards the 
ſouth-eaſt, and were not long before we reached 
the ſummit of the mountain, from whence we 
perceived, toward the weſt-ſouth-weſt, on the 
ſea coaſt, the great opening of the canal which 
traverſes the plain we propoſed to viſit. 

. We ſoon deſcended into a valley, nearly about 
the middle of which ſtood a delightful grove, to 
appearance. planted by the hand of man, but it 
was only the goodneſs of the ſoil, moiſtened by 
the water from the neighbouring mountains, that 
rendered the buſhes ſo ſtrong and luxuriant, [ 
then collected a great number of plants, amongſt 
which I found a new kind of fern of the ü. 
theca ſpecies, the talleſt of which roſe to the 
height of twelve teet, although the ſtem was not 
more than three inches and three quarters in cir 
cumference. | 

On leaving the grove we perceived two natives 
about three hundred yards below us, going tow arcs 


the plain, of which we now diſcoy ered the ful 
extent: 


lc 
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extent. They looked at us without ſtopping, not- 
withſtanding the ſigns of invitation we made 
hem to come to us. One of them carried on his 
houlder, at the end of a ſtick, a baſket, in all pro- 
bability filled with roots. 

We had only a few more ſmall hills to croſs 
before we reached the. plain, when ſeveral of our 
companions, apprehenſive that we ſhould be in 
want of victuals if we went much farther, or 
perhaps that we ſhould meet with numerous 
parties of ſavages, left us and returned to the ſhips 
early in the day. Our number was now reduced 
| to fiſteen, upon their departure; nevertheleſs we 
continued our journey. We ſoon found by the 


ide of a path which ſeemed much frequented by 


the ſavages, ſeveral cabbage-palms, and having 
refreſhed ourſelves with the tender leaves from 
the tops of thaſe trees, we deſcended into a hol- 
low, where ſeveral fine aleurites added to our re- 
paſt a plentiful deſſert of fruit, the kernels of 
which we found of a very agrecable flavour. 


The quartz and mica which were ſpread over 
a large ſpace, formed in that place a foliated rock 


ol a very brilliant appearance, compoſed of a thin 
ſtrata. | 

We at length gained the plain, where the me- 

| lancholy ſight of a habitation cntirely deſtroyed, 

nd cocoa trees cut up by the roots, furniſhed 
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us with freſh proofs of the barbarity of the na. 


tives. 


Farther on we ſaw plantations of yams, Pota- 
toes, &. We proceeded for ſome time toward: 
the ſouth, and were ſurpriſed at not ſeeing an: 
of the ſavages, when [I perceived an old man er. 
ployed in pulling up the roots of the dali, 7. 
berofies, which he gave to a child to clean. He 
did not ſeem in the leaſt intimidated on obſervin 
us approach him, but every feature of the chi 
was expreſſive of the moſt violent ee 
The old man had loſt one eye, which he told us 
had been knocked out by a ſtone, and we thought 


Sip 


we recogniſed him to be one of thoſe inhabitant: 
who had come ſeveral times to viſit us on board 
of our veſſels. 

This man accompanied us along the path in « 
fouth-eaſterly direction acroſs the plain, but bad 
much difficulty in keeping up with us, lor he 
had been wounded in one leg, where we perceived 
two great ſcars oppoſite to cach other, as if it had 
been pierced through and through with a dart 

On both ſides of the road we ſaw ſtraggling 
huts at great diſtances from each other, ſul- 
rounded with cocoa trees. Only a few ſavage 
appeared at a diſtance in the middle of the vali 
plain. ' On our right lay a thick foreſt of cocoa 


trees extending to the foot of the mountains, cn 
the 
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the edge of which we perceived a great number 


of hutss. 2 


We had gone a little more than a mile with 


the ſavage, when he perſuaded us to ſtop in the 
acighbourhood of a habitation, probably his own, 


for he invited us to gather the fruit of the cocoa 


trees which ſurrounded it ourſelves, excuſing 
himfelf from climbing the trees on account of his 
wounds. I gave him ſome pieces of cloth of 
different colours, and ſome nails, which he ſeem- 
ed to value highly. 5 


Soon after another ſavage came to us, and 


both followed us till we came to the banks of a 


branch of the great canal which croſſed the plain; 


it was filled with ſtagnant water, equally ſalt 


with that of the ſea. 

We perceived at a diſtance ſome women and 
children, when our two ſavages left us, after 
having pointed out the path which conducted us 
to the mountains. | 

At the ſame inſtant ſome other natives ſet fire 
to the dry graſs at a great diſtance before us on 
the fide of the path which we were following, 
and immediately diſappeared in the woods. 

After proceeding about half an hour, I arrived 
n a very agreeable eminence, where the natives 
had built themſelves ſheds about ſix feet in height, 
in order to enjoy the freſh air, They were of a 

ſemi- 
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ſemicircular form, and open at bottom all round 
to the height of about one foot, to admit a fre. 
circulation of air. We found no ſavages in eithe: 
of two neighbouring huts, which were built ne: 

a bog, ſurrounded with the Hibiſcus tilincens ; but 
contiguous to them we faw a large cultivated field, 
covered with yams, potatoes, and a fort of hypoxic 
the roots of which thoſe people cat, and which 
zrows ſpontaneouſly in their foreſts. 

It was already one hour after dark, when we at 
laſt arrived at the ſummit of the mountains; 
from whence, looking in a north-weſt direction, 
we perceived the lights of our veſſels. At fix 
or eight hundred paces below were ſeveral fires, 
lighted by the natives. The cold compelled us 
like wiſe to kindle a very large one, round which 
we ſat down to refreſh ourſelves, after which wc 
went to ſleep, leaving two ſentinels to guard two 
paſſages by which the iſlanders might come to 
ſurprize us, but none of them attempted to di- 
turb our repoſe. Only at day-break the ſentine 
who was to the north-eaſt eſpied three of them 
approaching very ſlowly, but they returned back 
on hearing him cry out to warn us of thei 
coming. „ 

5th. All our proviſions being conſumed, we felt 
ſenſibly the neceſſity of returning on board. | 
could not, however, reſiſt the deſire I had to ſpend 

— 1 
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a few hours in viſiting a charming grove of trees, 
ſituated on the other ſide of the mountain, at a 
mall diſtance from the place where we had paſſed 
the night. I there obſerved a great quantity of 
plants, which J had not yet found in any of the 
excurſions I had made in this iſland. They be- 
longed chiefly to the claſs of the ſilver tree and 
the trumpet flower. 
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[| will here give a deſcription of one of the ö 
fineſt ſhrubs which grows on theſe heights. It . , 
forms a genus which I call az7hol/oma, and which 15 
ought to be placed amongſt the ſpecies of the . 
plaqueminiers. 0 | A 

The calyx, compoſed of from two to four leaves i 1 
of an oval form, often falls off when the flower TH ö 


blows. 


The corolla 1s of one plece in the form of a cup, 
and irregularly indented on the edges. 

The ſtamina are numerous (about an hundred), 
and attached to a fleſhy receptacle. 

The ovarium is of a pyramidal form, quadran- 
gular, ſlightly ſunk into the receptacle, and ſur- 
mounted by a ſtyle terminated by a pointed 
ſtigma. | 

The fruit has four cells filled 1 with a great num- 
der of ſeeds; it was not yet ripe, but I think it 
becomes a capſule. 


have. diftinguiſhed a ſhrub by the name of 
antholoma 
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antholoma montana, many plants of which I oh. 
ſerved fifteen feet in height. Its leaves are alter. 
nate, very ſtrong, and, as well as the flowers, are 
only to be found at the extremity of the branches

One of the geographers of our company having 


left us about this time for the diſtance of rather 


more than half a mile, in order to aſcertain the 


poſition of the ſhoals which he diſcovered from 


a high peak, received a viſit from a ſavage, who 


approached him ina threatening manner ; he was 
armed with a dart and a club, and we were afraid 
he intended to attack him, but he contented 
himſelf with examining the inftruments which 
he was uſing, without giving him the {mileſ 
cauſe of complaint. 

Wie arrived at our veſſels about noon. ] -bſervel 
along the coaſt a double canoe with two ſails. It 
vas conſtructed like thoſe of the iſlanders of New 
Caledonia, but the men who were in it ſpoke the 
language of the natives of the Friendly Tflands. 


bey were eight in number, being ſeven men and 
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„ne woman, all very muſcularly built (See Plate 
XXXIV.) They told us that the iſland from 
whence they came was a day's fail to the eaſt of 
ur moorings, and that the name of it was Aor- 
ea; it was doubtleſs the iſland of Beaupre which 
they meant. | 

Theſe iſlanders, who were quite naked, had the 
end of the prepuce tied to the lower part of the 
belly by a cord of the outer covering of the cocoa 
aut, which went twice round them. They know 
the uſe of iron, and appeared much more intelli- 
gent than the natives of New Caledonia. 

[ was much ſurprized to ſee one of the planks 
of their canoes covered with a coat of varniſh ; 
and it appeared to have belonged to ſome Euro- 
pean veſſel, which I was convinced of when I 
tound that the powder of lead formed a great part 
in the compoſition of the varniſh. Without doubt 
the plank had belonged to a veſſel of ſome civi- 
lied nation wrecked on this coat. 
the ſavages to inform us of what they knew con- 
cerning the plank ; they ſet {ail ſoon after'to the 
weſt, promiſing to return next day to bring us 
information ; but they did not keep their word, 


again.

and we never bad an oppartunit) of ſeeing them 
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tion, the ſavages had attempted to ſeize the 
hatchets of our wood-cutters, whom they had 
attacked with ſtones, but two muſket ſhots had 
been ſufficient to diſperſe them. 

I employed the whole of the 6th to deſcribe 
and arrange the numerous collection of articles of 
natural hiſtory which IL. had brought with me 
from the mountains. 

Next day the intelligence of the death of Cap- 
tain Huon, which we learnt at day-break, ſpread 
a general ſorrow amongſt all thoſe concerned in 
the expedition. This ſkilful naval officer had 
fallen a ſacrifice to a hectic fever about one o'clock 
in the morning, after an illneſs of ſeveral months. 
He met death with the greateſt coolneſs, and wes 
interred, according to his particular defire, near 
the centre of the iſland of Pudyona, favoured by 
the veil of night. He had requeſted that no kind 
of monument might be erected for him, appre- 
henſive that it might lead to a diſcovery of hö 
burial place by the inhabitants of New Caledonia. 

Soon after ſun-riſc eight of us went aſhore, 
and penetrated into thaywvoods in a weſt-ſouth- 
welt direction. We ſoon arrived at a cottage, 
from whence came a native carrying in his hand 
je agreed to ſell to me for two 
Joiner's chiſſefe E This maſk was cut out of a 2 


of the wood of the cocoa tree (See Plate __ 
ig 
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Fig. 10.), but much better carved than the figures 
we had ſeen in other places at the entrance into 
their houſes. He covered his face with it ſeveral 
times, peeping through the holes made in the 
upper part of it. There was an opening for the 
mouth, but there were none for the eyes. They 
probably make uſe of thoſe maſks to prevent be- 
ing known by their enemies when they under- 
take any hoſtile enterprize. 

We then advanced towards two fires lighted 
cloſe by the huts, where we tound a man and 
woman drefling figs of a new ſpecies, which they 
had placed upon the fire in a great carthen pot, 
without water, to take away the corroſive qua- 
ity. They called thoſe figs 0uyon. 

I remarked two children at the fire, regaling 
themſelves with ſpiders of a new ſpecies, which 
had obſerved frequently in the woods, where 
they ſpread their webs of ſuch ſtrength, as fre- 
quently to incommode us very much in our pro- 
greſs. They firſt killed them, covering them up 
in a great earthen veſſel, which they heated on a 
briſk fire. They then broiled and eat them. They 
lwallowed at leaſt one hundred of them in our 
preſence, We ſaw afterwards in the ſame ifland 
leyeral other inhabitants eagerly ſceking the ſame 
lind of food. 

5 an extravagant and yet ſo general a taſte 


Vox. II. R amongſt 
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amongſt ſo many numerous tribes cauſed us great 
ſurprize, although we knew that ſome European 
cat ſpiders, and in preference ſuch as are found 
in cellars, which they affirm taſte like nuts. 

The inhabitants of New Caledonia call this ; 
ſpecies of nougui, which I diſtinguith by the name 
of aranea edulis (ſpider which the Caledonian. 
eat.). This ſpider is repreſented in Plate XII. 
Fig. 4. The ſituation of its eyes (See Fig. ; 
and 6.) which are eight in number, two being 
near the middle of its back, at a great diſtanc: 
from the others, make me give it a place ine 
new ſection of a black colour. Its back is rev, 
and above is covered with ſilver down; between 
the eyes are tour ſpots of a brown colour ; below 
it 18 black. The lower part of the belly 15 of the 
ſame colour as the upper part of the back, and; 
marked with from eight to ten ſpots of a brown 
colour. On the ſides are tix greyiſh lines in an 
oblique direction, and below ſeveral faun-coloured 
ſpots. The legs, which are alſo of a faun-colou 
and covered with claws of a filver grey, arc 
blackiſh towards their extremity. 

One of the fuſileers who accompanied us had 
loft one of his piſtols; we informed the inha- 
bitants of this circumſtance, and promiſed them 
a reward if they would bring it to us. It was 
with conſiderable plcaſure that we ſaw, an hour

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after we had quitted them, a ſavage comie run- 
ning towards us with the piſtol, which he ſaid 


ne had found on the ſands. In fact, the ſoldier 
remembers having left it in the place where we 
had dined. A piece of cloth and a waiſtcoat 
proved a very agreeable recompenſe to the iflander. 
He followed us for ſome time accompanied by an- 
other Caledonian; then bid us adieu, pronouncing 


the word alaoue, bowing lightly with his head, 


retiring with an appearance of great ſatisfaction. 
When we had reached the ſhore, one of us fired 
his piece as a fignal to the ſhip's company, that 
4 boat might be ſent off for us; the noiſe of the 
exploſion collected above eighty of the natives 
We invited them to fit down as faſt 
as they arrived, in order to prevent them from 
coming too cloſe, and notwithſtanding the diſ- 


around us. 


proportion of our number, (for we were only 


eight,) they all agreed to our requeſt. One of 
theſe ſavages had a few tolerably ſweet oranges, 


which he conſented to ſell to me for a pair of 


ſciſſars. 

We learned, on arriving on board, that ſeveral 
perions belonging to the Eſperance, being in a 
canoe, had been affailed this morning with a- 


[ſhower of ſtones by the natives, on which it was 


tound neceſſary to fire ſeveral muſket ſhot to 
make them retire into the wood. It muſt, how- 
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ever, be allowed, that this conteſt was ow ing to 
the imprudence of one of our men, wk 0, ill 
a0 
pointed his piece at them, Which went off, 
through his aukwardnefs. 


8th. General Dentrecaſteaux gave the com. 


mand of the Eſperance to Dauribeau, 


I was very buſy during the greater part of the 
day, at a work which was indiſpeniably neceliary . 
for the preſervation of my collections. In the 
afternoon I went on ſhore, and ſoon after! per- 
ccived a number of the iſlanders who had attacked 
our fiſhermen, in order to carry off both the net 
and the fiſh that were caught. We were obliged 
to fire at leaſt twenty muſket ſhot before they 
could be entirely diſperſed. They ſtood firm on 
the ſhore the whole time, returning our mul: 
ketry with their ſings, a ſtone from one of which 
wounded the maſter-gunner of the Eſperance 


ſeriouſly in the arm; they then gave way, but in 


a few ſeconds returned anew to the attack ; how- 


ever, when they perceived two of their number 
fall, in conſequence of our fire, and wounded ſo 

„ 
as to be ſcarcely able to crawl to the neighbour 


ing wood, they were ſeized with a general panic, 


and fled, nor did any others venture to renew i 
attack. 


At the ſame time that this encounter beg, 
thc 
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the Commander in Chief of the expedition left 
his veſſel to go on board the Eſperance ; he im- 
mediately Arete his boat toward the ſhore, but 
the ſavages were entirely diſperſed before he ar- 
rived there. | 

Before our fiſhermen had been interrupted by 
the iſlanders, they had caught ſeveral ſpecies of 
the ſcorpaena, amongſt which was that known 
by the name of {corpaena digitata pricked one of 
our ſeamen ſo acutely in the hand, that for ſe- 
veral hours he felt a very violent pain through 
his whole arm. 

9th. This morning at day break we went aſhore 
at the ncareſt landing place to our ſhip, and ſix 
of us, well armed, penetrated into the woods, 
advancing fof a long time to the ſouth-ſouth-weſt. 
| tound on that excurſion many plants which I 
had not before met with. 

I toon obſerved a large bread-fruit tree, which 
grew near the middle of the mountain, being 


the ſecond I had met with in the iſland. 1 


took from it three ſuckers, which I planted in 
a box 1n which I had put thoſe I had taken in 
the Friendly Iflands. Their leaves were not ſo 
wide apart as thoſe of the latter, perhaps they 
might not produce ſuch excellent fruit. But 
after the care which I obſerved the natives take 
othat which I had ſeen in a village to the 
| R 3 ſouth- 
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[1793, 
ſouth- eaſt of our ſhip, I could not Aa but that 


they ſet a great value on this tree; it was Planted 
in a very good ſoil, and ſurrounded with ſtrong 
paliſades. Neither of thoſe trees yielded fruit at 
that time, but had a great number of male 
flowers. 

We had already advanced a great way up th: 
mountain, when ſome of the people belonging 
to our veſſel, who went on ſhore, diſcharged 
their pieces before they returned on board. The 
report of the muſketry made us reſolve to dire 
our courſe toward them immediately, appre- 
henſive of their being engaged with the ſavages, 

Night approached, and we went off to go on 
board. our veſſel, but the wind blew from caſt- 
ſouth-eaſt with ſuch yiolence, and the current 
was ſo ſtrong, that they were driven rapidly to 
weſtward ; we had even great difficulty in mak- 
ing the Eſperance, which we left half an hour 
afterwards to go on board the Recherche, as i: 
weather had become more favourable. 

Ihe natives of New Caledonia are in genera! 
of the middle ſize, we however, ſaw one WHO 
was more than fix feet in height, but very Il 
built. Their hair 1s woolly their cuſtom 0! 
pulling it up by the roots is very genera! , but ue 
ſaw ſome of them who let their beards grow. 
The colour of their ſkin | is as dark as that = the 

inha tants 
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inhabitants of Diemen's land. They do not cover 


themſeves like the former with charcoal duſt, 
though we remarked a few amongſt them who 
had blackened a part of their breaſts with it, 
tracing thereon broad ſtrokes in an oblique di- 
rection which they call poun, in their language; 
many of them were adorned with necklaces, 
like that repreſented in Plate XXXVII, Fig. 4; 


theſe necklaces were made of twiſted threads, 


ſuſpended from which they uſually carried at the 


end of a bit of ſtring, a ſmall piece of bone very 
inditferently carved, which appeared to be a hu- 
man bone. Their arms were ſometimes orna- 
mented with bracelets cut, ſome from ſhells, 
others of quartz, or very hard ſtones. (Sce Plate 
YXXVIL Fig. 5 and 6.) 5 

Theſe warlike people devote the greateſt atten- 
tion to the manufacture of ther arms, Which 
they poliſh perfectly well. Their clubs are of a 
zreat variety of forms, ſome of which are to be 
icen in Plate XXX VII. 

I was much ſurpriſed to find that they were 


| unacquainted with the uſe of bows. 


Their javelins, which are commonly fifteen 
feet in length, are not more than two and a half 


| inches in circumference in the middle. I ad- 
nured the ingenicus method they had invented 


to accelerate th* motion of thoſe javelins when 
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they throw them : For that purpoſe they em. 
ploy a piece of very elaſtic cord, made of the co. 
vering of the cocoa nut and fiſh ſkin, one cx. 
tremity of which they fix to the end of the fore. 
finger, and the other which ends in a {rt of 
round button, is twiſted round the end of the 


dart, but in ſuch a manner as to quit its hold ax 


ſoon as that weapon is thrown into the air. (Sec 
Plate XXXV. ) 

did not perceive t theſe iſlanders any 
confirmed ſymptom of the venereal diſcaſe, 4. 
though many of them had a ſwelling of con. 
ſiderable ſize on the organs of generation, anc 


others had obſtructions of the ſeminal glands, 


The voracity of which the Caledonians had 
given us evident proofs, prevented the General 
from giving them the he and ſhe goats as h. 
had intended: they had, doubtleſs, devoured th: 
hogs and the two dogs, of which Captain Cook 
had made a preſent to one of their chiets. They 
ſcarcely took any care of their fowls ; I only fav 
three hens and one cock during our ſtay in the 


illand. 


We did not perceive amongſt them any of the 
articles given them by Captain Cook. Perhaps | 


' theſe riches had been the cauſe of the misfor- 


tunes of the inhabitants of this coaſt, by exciting 


their neighbours to come and plunder them. 
| I re- 
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[ remarked with aſtoniſhment that the autho- 
rity of their chiets had always appeared very in- 
-onfiderable in our various dealings with the ſa- 
vages ; but I was not lets ſurpriſed to find that 
they exerciſed great power when their own pri- 
vate intereſt was at ſtake, for they generally ſeized 
upon ſuch articles as their ſubjects had received 
from us. 

While we were in New Caledonia we enjoyed 
a pretty ſerene 1ky. 

The winds varied from the north-caſt to the 
ſouth, and the ſtrongeſt were the caſt and the 
ſouth-caſt. | 

Our moorings were in lat. 20? 17” 29” ſouth, 
and 162" 16“ 28” eaſt longitude. | 


The variation of the needle was 9? 30” towards 


the eaſt. 

The mercury in the barometer never roſe above 
28 inches 2 lines and 2-10ths, and never {ell be- 
low 28 inches 1 line and 4-1 oths. 

Notwithſtanding the exceſſive heat which we 
telt on the coaſt, the thermometer never ex- 
ceeded 239, and on board never roſe above 21“. 

The tides were not obſervable above once a 
day, when we lay at anchor. The flood took 
place at half paſt fix, and the waters roſe in per- 
pendicular height four feet ſeven inches. 

We could not gather the leaſt intelligence 

during 
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during our ſtay at New Caledonia, conce; Ning 
the fate of thoſe unfortunate navigators who wer, 

the object of our reſearches. It is not, however 
improbable, that this dangerous and almoſt inzc. | 
ceſſible coaſt proved fatal to them. We know 
that La Perouſe was to have cxplored the weſtern 
coaſt of it, and one is chilled with horror in re. 
flecting on the fate that would await thoſe unfor- 
tunate ſeamen, ſhould a ſhipwreck have obliged 
them to ſeek for refuge amon 5 the cannibal: that 
habit it. |

ARLY in the morning we ſet fail from New 
Caledonia, but were no ſooner in the open 
ca than we were becalmed near a long range 
of rocks, which we perceived to eaſtward, and 
aainſt which the ſca broke in a tremendous 


manner ; we however got clear of them, favoured 
by a light breeze fron the ſouth-caft : ſailed by 
them in a longitudinal direction on the 11th and 
12th, and on the 13th deſcried beyond that cham 
to the weſt the iſland of Moulin, at about 17 
miles diſtance, and atterwards the Huon Iflands. 

Next day our veſſel was on the point of being 
laſhed to pieces on the rocks with which theſe 


lands are ſurrounded, when at day-break we 
perceived the danger of our ſituation. We im- 
mnediately tacked about and ſtood off from them, 


2cks were connected with thoſe along which 


we had failed the year before.

Soon after we ſteered for the ifland of Saint 
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Next day, about four in the afternoon, bein- 
then three mules diſtant from the ſhore, we ber. 
ceived two natives coming towards us in a cant 
with an out-rigger. They kept at a great ii. 
tance till five other canoes had joined them, whey 
they came nearer to our ſhip. One only of theſe 
canoes carried three ſavages, the others contained 
no more than two. They addreſſed their con- 
verſation to us, and made ſigns for us to lung 
upon their ifland, but none of them would ven- 
ture on board our ſhip, notwithſtandin g repeated 
invitations to that effect. The boldeſt of them 
did not come nearer than about fifty yards. They 
were armed with bows and arrow s, and thei 
whole dreſs conſiſted of necklaces and bracelets 
ornamented with ſhells. 

As might approached, our ſailors worked the 
ſhip to ſtand on different tacks, when the ſavages 
left us and returned to the coaſt, but ſeveral hours 
afterwards, notwithſtanding thesdarkneſs of the 
night, we were viſited by another canoe, the fi- 
vages in which certainly thought that we under- 
ſtood their language, for they ſpoke to us tor ? 
long time in. a very low tone of voice, but, not 
receiving any anſwer, they at length returned 
to their Rnd; 

22d. At day-break we approached the conf, 
and ſoon perceived twelve canoes making towards 


Us 
| 
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us. They haſtened alongſide of our veſſel, and 
the moſt of them were loaded with different 
kinds of fruit, amongſt which I remarked the 
bread- fruit, but of a ſmaller fize, and not ſo good 
in quality as what we had met with at the 
Friendly Iſlands; it was not, however, of the wild 
ſort, for it only contained a very ſmall quantity 
of ſeed. | 

We were not a little ſurprized to obſerve that 
thoſe iſlanders ſet very little value on the iron 


| which we offered them, though we could not 


doubt that they knew the uſe of it, for one of 
them had a piece of a joiner's chiſſel with a 
wooden handle, of the ſame kind as their ſtone 
hatchets; but when we ſhowed them ſome 
pieces of red cloth, their admiration, expreſſed 
by the words gouli, youlj, gaves us hopes of 
ſucceeding better with theſe articles in bar- 
tering for their commodities than with our hard- 
ware. In fact they conſented to ſell us ſome of 
their arms, but probably tearing, left we ſhould 
turn them againſt themſelves, they took the pre- 
caution not to part with any of their bows, and 
even to blunt the arrows which they ſold us. 


Soon after ſeveral of them gave us proofs ot 


their diſhoneſty. With a view to cheat us of our 
articles in bartering, they at firſt offered a good 
equiva- 
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equivalent, but inſiſted on having our goods de. 
livered to them before hand, which they kept, 

refuſing to give us any thing in return. 

About eight o'clock in the morning, the Ge 
neral ſent two boats to ſound a creek, which we 
perceived at about a mile diſtance to the north- 
weſt. On a ſudden we loſt ſight of them, and 
were under ſome apprehenſions reſpecting them, 
when, about noon they appeared again at the 
mouth of the creek, which they had been to 
reconnoitre. Several muſket-ſhot fired from 
theſe boats gave us to underſtand that they had 
been attacked by the ſavages. At the report, 
the canoes which ſurrounded us made off wit] 
great precipitation. Our boats were not long 
before they arrived, and informed us that the 
opening which we had taken for a bay, was the 
extremity of a channel, which ſeparates the land 
of St. Croix from that of New Jerſey. This 
channel extends in length N. E. 4 E. being a: 
the utmoſt not three miles long, and its greatel! 
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breadth does not exceed one mile. It was founded 
with great accuraey, and a line of {ixty-ſeven 
yards did not find the bottom in any part of it, 

not cven within an hundred yards ot the {hore. 
A great number of canoes had followed out 
boats, whilſt large parties of ſavages on the {hore 
endeavourcd to entice our people to them, V7 
{hewilg 


- _— 
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hewing their cocoa- nuts, bananas, and ſeveral 
other fruits; at length ſome of them ſwam off 
vith thoſe productions of their iſland in exchange 
tr ſuch pieces of cloth of different colours as 
were intended for them. 
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Our boats on their return, at the entrance into 
the channel, and near a ſmall village on the 
coaſt of New Jerſey, were juſt leaving theſe 
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ſarages, when one of them was ſeen to ftand 
up in the middle of his canoe, and prepare to 
ſhoot an arrow at a man belonging to the boat 
of the Eſperance. Every one ſcized his arms. 
but nevertheleſs the iſlander recommenced his 
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ſigns of hoſtility, whereupon one of our men

preſented his muſket, but the ſavage, without 
being terrified with this menace, bent his bow 
very deliberately and let fly an arrow, Which 
{truck one of the rowers on the forehead, although 
at the diſtance of about eighty yards. This at- 
tack was inſtantly returned by the diſcharge of a 
muſket and blunderbuſs, the latter of which 
having ſent a ſhower of bullets into the canoe, 
from which the arrow had been diſcharged, the 
| three iſlanders who were in it immediately 
1 jumped overboard. Soon after they returned to 
| their canoe and paddled haſtily towards the ſhore, 
but a ball at length reaching the aggreſſor, all 
three again jumped into the water, leaving their 

Canoe, 
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canoe, with their bows and arrows, which fel! 


into the hands of our boat's crew. 


All theſe canoes have out-riggers, and are con. 
ſtructed as repreſented in Plate XLVI. Fig. 3. 
Their bows are placed upon the platform, ſitu- 


ated between the canoe and the out-rigger, and 


formed of cloſe wicker work. The body of the 


canoes is in general fifteen feet long and {ix in 
width. It is of a ſingle piece cut out of the trunk 
of a tree, very light, and almoſt as ſoſt as the 
wood of the mapou. There is through the 
whole length an excavation of five inches wide. 
Here the rowers fit with their legs one before the 
other, and up to the calf in the hollow. The 


are ſeated on the upper part, which is ſmooth, 


At each of the extremities, which are formed like 
a heart, we obſerved two T's, the one above the 
other, cut out, but not very deep, and ſometimes 


in rehevo. The lower part of the canoe is very 
well formed for moving through the water 


The out-rigger is always on the left of the rowers. 

Theſe iſlanders are accuſtomed to chew betel. 
They keep the leaves of it with areca-nuts, in 
ſmall bags made of matting, or of the outet 
covering of the cocoa-nuts. The lime which 
they mix with it is carried 1 in bamboo canes, 0! 


in calebaſhes.

Theſe poop are, in general, of a deep © 


colour 
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colour, and the expreſſion of their countenances 
indicates an intimate connection between them 
and the generality of the inhabitants of the Mo- 
luccas ; though we remarked ſome who had a 
very black 1kin, thick lips, and large flat noſes, 
and appeared to be of a very different race ; but 
all theſe had woolly hair and very large forcheads. 
They are in general of a good ſtature, but their 
legs and thighs are rather ſmall, probably owing, 
in a great meaſure, to their inactivity, and the 
length of time which they are confined in their 
canoes. : 

Moſt of them had their noſes and cars bored, 
and wore in them rings made of tortoiſe-ſhell. 


Almoſt all were tatooed, particularly on the 
back. 
remarked with ſurpriſe that the faſhion of 
wearing their hair white was very general among 
theſe ſavages, and formed a ſtriking contraſt with 
the colour of their ſkin. Without doubt, thoſe 
petits maitres uſed lime for that purpoſe, in the 
ſame manner as I had obſerved amongſt the in- 
habitants of the Friendly Iſlands. They are in 
the habit of pulling up their hair by the roots. 
Their notions of modeſty have not taught theſe 
people the uſe of clothes. They generally have 
their bellies tied with a cord, which goes two or 
three times round them. Their bracelets are

ſite to a large bay, Which has, without doubt, a 


bormed of matted work, and ornamented with, 


ſhells that have been worn; theſe arc fixed to 
different parts of the arm, and even above the 
elbow. 


The ſailor, who had been wounded in the head 
by the arrow, did not feel much pain from it; 
he might have had it dreſſed immediately by the 


ſurgeon of the Recherche, but he choſe rather to 


wait till we ſhould get on board the E. ſperance 
No one would, at that time, have ſuppoſed that 
ſo ſlight a wound would one day prove mortal, 
As ſoon as the boats were hoiſted on board the 
veſſels we ſtood to the ſouth-Weſt, a quarter weft, 


coaſting the iſland of St. Croix, at the diftance 6! 
about three quarters of a mile , and obſerved mam 
of the ſavages call to, and invite us to land. 
Several amongſt them launched their canoes t, 


come to us, but we failed too fatt for them tc 
overtake us. 

We diſcovered ſome mountains, the higheſt o. 
which were at leaſt three hundred yards perpen- 
dicular ; they were all covered with large trees, 
between which we perceived here and there very 


white ſpots of ground, which appeared to be laid 


out in beds. 
From thence, after hav! ing failed along the 
coaſt about nine miles, we fund ourſelves oppo-

good bottom, but it is expoſed to the ſouth- 
eaſt wind, which blew at that time. 
We ſoon after perceived at a diſtance, to the 


ſouth, ſeveral canoes making towards the iſland 


of St. Croix; others were ſeen at a ſtill greater 

diſtance, apparently employed in fiſhing in ſhal- 

low water; at the ſame time we deſcried to the 
| ſouth another ſhoal very near us, and which ex- 
tended far to the weſtward. 


1 great number of canoes left Gracious Bay, and 
made towards us, and as we had very little wind, 
they had ſufficient time to come up with us. 
We already counted ſeventy-four, which had 
{topped at the diſtance of eight or nine hundred 
yards from the veſſel, when the clouds, which 
had gathered on the mountains, cauſed the ſa- 
vages, by whom theſe perilous veſſels were man- 


remained longer at ſea. They immediately pad- 
ded towards the ſhore, but before they had 
reached it a violent ſquall, accompanied with a 
heavy ſhower of rain, very much impeded their 
| progreſs. 

Me ſtood off and on all night. The General 
| Propoſed to anchor in Gracious Bay the next day. 
| Several fires were kindled on the coaſt, to 
Wich we were near enough to diſtinguiſh the

We had juſt diſcovered Volcano Iſland, when 


ned, to be apprehenſive for their ſafety if they 
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voices of the inhabitants, who ſeemed to he cal. 
ing to us. We fired ſeveral muſkets, intending 
to give them an agreeable ſurprize, and! imme. 
diately cries of admiration were heard from dif. 
ferent parts of the coaſt, but the moſt profound 
filence ſucceeded to theſe demonſtrations of joy, 
although ſeveral other ſhot were fired. 

23d. We did not perceive during the night, 
upon Volcano Ifland, any testo that it ſtil 
contained ſubterraneous fire. This ſmall iſland 
cannot contain a ſufficient quantity of combuſ. 
tible matter to ſupply inceſſantly the volcanic 
fire, which Captain Carteret had obſerved ther: 
twenty-ſix years ago. 

The ſouth-eaſt wind continued all that day, ard 
even on the next (24th), prevented us from en- 
tering the Bay, near which a great number cf 
cottages were built under the ſhade of the cocoz- 
trees, that were planted along the beach. 

The natives ſoon made their appearance on 
the ſhore, when the General ſent out two boats 
following them with our veſſels, ſo as to cover 
them in caſe of an attack from the natives. Ti 
ſurf was too great to admit of our landing, ne- 
vertheleſs ſeveral of the natives ſwam to ds 
bringing cocoa nuts in exchange for pieces of red 
cloth, which they preferred before every other 


article we offered them. Some came in their ca- 
noes,

noes, and all of them appeared very honeſt in 
bargaining with us, which was perhaps owing to 
their having heard what had paſſed between us 
and the inhabitants of the eaſt fide of the iſland. 
They, however, offered us only the worſt things 
they had ; moſt of the cocoa nuts they brought 
were growing ſeedy. It was not till after ſome 


time that they would ſell us ſome bows and ar- 


rows, but fearing leſt we ſhould turn theſe arms 


agünſt themſelves, they took the precaution. to 
carry the bows to one boat and the arrows to an- 
other. The latter were not pointed. We ob- 
ſerved, that by means of a reddiſh gum, a {mall 
piece of bone or tortoiſe-ſhell, about half an inch 
long and well ſharpened, was fixed to the end 
of them; others were pointed with the ſame ſort 
of materials from ten to twelve inches long ; but 
many were armed with the bone which is tound 
next the tail in that ſpedies of ray called raia 
2 Miuaca. 

We obſerved ſeveral hogs on ſhore, which they 
would not bring to us at any price, but promiſed 

to ſell them if we would come aſhore. 
 Iremarked in their poſſeſſion a necklace 17 
glaſs beads, ſome green and others red, which 
appeared to me to be of Engliſh manufacture, 


and which they agreed to exchange. 8 
| S3 We 
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We bought from theſe inhabitants 4 piece 
cloth, which gave us no very favourable ide. 
their induſtry : : it was compoſed of coarſe har: 
trees, and very indifferently joined together. 

One of them wore, ſuſpended upon his breaſt, 
& mall flat circular piece of alabaſter, which he 
pitted with to ſatisfy us: 

This! interview had laſted nearly two hours, 
When, at a ſignal from one of their chiefs, all the 
lavages left us; but, when they ſaw our boat 
preparing” to leave the ſhore, the women came 
cloſe to the water's edge to endeavour to perſuad: 
us to land: we, however, continued fcady to 
Our purpoſe, in a ſhort time got on board the 
veſſels, and ſoon after ſet fail for the Iſlands of 
Arſacides. | 

On the 26th, about ten A. M. we perceived 
the Illands of Deliverance to the weſtward. A: 
noon we diſcovered the ſouthernmoſt of them, 
between W. 13 S. and W. 19? S. diſtant about 
twelve miles, and the other bearing W. 27 8. 
We found, by obſervation, that our veſſel was in 
10* 48' S. lat. and 160* 18” E. long. Almoſt

| lands i is very rugged, but they do not lie very 
high. We perceived inhabitants upon them, 


and large plantations of cocoa trees.

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We then crowded ſail for the Arſacides, the 
lofty mountains of which we ſaw to the weſt- 
ſouth-weſt. 

27th. We coaſted along it this day. About 
ten A. M. we had juſt paſſed a ſhoal near two 
miles in breadth, when, through the negligence 
of the watch, the ſhip went over another ſhoal, 
where, however, there was fortunately ſufficient 


water to prevent her receiving any injury. 


At noon we were in lat. 10? 54 ſouth, and 


long. 159* -41” caſt, when the land of the Aria- 
cides bore from caſt 21 north, to weſt 23 north: 


we were then about three miles to the ſouth of 


the neareſt ſhore. Theſe coaſts were indented, 
having ſmall hills projecting into the ſea, forming 
a number of little bays, Which afforded ſhelter 
from the eaſt wind. Moſt of theſe ſmall capes 
are each terminated by a pyramidal rock of con- 
ſiderable height, crowned with a tuft of very 
green buſhes. Farther in the interior of the coun- 
try we ſaw the ſame kind of ſmall hills ſtanding 
on mountains of a moderate height, which ex- 
hibited a very pictureſque appearance. 

It was generally at the extremity of the ſmall 
creeks that the inhabitants fixed their reſidence. 
Many of them had come upon the beach to en- 
joy the novel ſpectacle which our veſſols preſent- 
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ed to them, Their cottages were built under the 
ſhade of numerous plantations of cocoa trees. 
We had not yet ſeen any canoes on that coaſt, 
when, about four in the afternoon, one came to. 
wards us. We were much aſtoniſhed that the 
iſlanders who were in it durſt venture out on 1 
ſea greatly agitated in ſo frail a veſſel, the width 
of which was not any where more than two fert, 
and they fat in the deepeſt part in order to pre- 
ſerve a proper equilibrium. (See Plate XLIV.) 
After having approached to about two hundred 
and fifty yards of our frigate, they addreſſed 2 
few words to us in a very elevated tone of voice, 
pointing to their iſland, and inviting us to goon 
ſhore. They then came ſtill nearer, but a violent 
guſt of wind compelled them to return to the 
ſhore. 
Theſe iſlanders had not more clothing then 
the inhabitants of the iſland of St. Croix, to 
whom they bear great reſemblance. 
28th. This morning at day-break we perceive 
that the current had driven us 18“ eaſt during 
the night. Our ſurpriſe at this was the greater, 
as the eaſterly wind, which prevailed at this 
time, ſhould have counteracted the force of the 
currents. Can the tides occaſion this ſingular on 
rection of the currents in theſe latitudes ? 
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About ten in the morning four canoes came off 
the ſhore and advanced to within about four hun- 
dred yards of our ſhip, but we could not wait 
{or their nearer approach, as we were obliged to 
continue our courſe to double a cape which 
would have interrupted ſome nautical obſerva- 
ons we intended to make. 

At noon we were in 10? 33” S. lat. and 158" 
57” E. long. and we 1ſaw the fea breaking with 
zrcat violence againſt Cape Philip, which is a very 
rugged point. We doubled it about four P. M. 
and ſoon after perceived a large bay, the ſhores 
of which appeared to be very populous. We 
{aw ſeveral ſheds under which the inhabitants 
had put their canoes to ſhelter them from the 
weather, and obſerved cottages in every part even 
to the ſummits of the higheſt mountains. 

Soon after the, ſavages launched five canoes, 
and failed towards us. They all kept within call 
except one man, who, mounted in a catimarron 
canoe, came much nearer the ſtern of our veſſel, 
to receive ſome pieces of red cloth which we had 


thrown into the ſea. His behaviour indicated the 


greateſt miſtruſt. He kept his eycs fixed on us, 
none of our motions eſcaped him, and at the 
| tame time he had the dexterity to catch every 
article that we threw him. The appearance of 
this native, ſeated upon a few planks, beat about 
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by the waves, amuſed us for ſome ſeconds. Oy: 
muſician wanted to entertain thoſe iſlanders wit 
tome tunes on the violin, but Juſt as he wa, 
tuning his inſtrument, they went off toward. the 
Eſperance. 

Soon after five other canoes came alongſide our 
veſſel, teſtifying the greateſt confidence in us. 
The natives by which they were manned were 
certainly acquainted with the uſe of iron, for 
they expreſſed great joy upon receiving ſome 
nails which we offered them. We could nat 
learn whether theſe people are uſed to barter 
their commodities : at leaſt we were not able to 
obtain any thing from them by this mode of 
traffic, although they had javelins, tomahawks, 
bows and arrows. They were, however, very 
willing to accept of any thing that we offered 
them by way of preſent, and made us very oblig- 
ing propoſals if we would land upon their coaſts; 
whilſt, with their natural gaiety of manner, the) 
frequently repeated the word ſinſon (the boſom) 
accompanying their diſcourſe with very fignit- 
cant geſtures, which produced great merriment 
among our ſailors. 

At ſun-ſet the ſavages returned on ſhore and 
kindled three large fires. 

20th. The currents had carried us during tic 


night into a large channel which runs along thi 


eaſter!) 
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eaſterly iſland of the Arſacides, formerly called 
the Iſland of St. Chriſtopher, and belonging to 
the archipelago of Solomon, diſcovered by Men- 
dana. It now bore north, and ſoon after we de- 
{cried the Iſle des Contrarietes, which about noon 
bore E. 14? N. to E. 30% N. at a diſtance of 
5,130 toiſes, we being in 9 53“ S. lat. 139 8“ E. 
long. This ſmall iſland is rather mountainous 
and very woody. 

We ſoon coaſted along the ſmall iſlands called 
the Three Siſters, after which we plied to wind- 
ward, in order to get to the ſouthward, ſo as to 
paſs the ſtrait which ſeparates the iſland called by 


pher. — 

About eight in the evening the Eſperance 
came near enough to us to acquaint us, by the 
ſpeaking-trumpet, of a piece of treachery which 
had been practiſed upon her crew by the iſlanders. 
She had been ſurrounded, during the preceding 


night, by a great number of canoes, from Which 


only two of the natives came on board. Theſe 
ſarages commended, in very high terms, the fruits 
of their illand, and promiſed to give a great quan- 
tity of them to our men, if they would come on 
ihore : at length they departed about midnight ; 
but amongſt the number of canoes which remain- 
ed near the Eſperance, one was obſerved much 

larger 


Mendana Guadal- canal from that of St. Chriſto- 
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larger than the reſt, which, about break or day, 
rowed ſeveral times round the veſſel, and ſud. 
denly ſtopping, at leaſt twelve arrows were dif. 


charged from it, one of which wounded one gt 


the crew (Deſert) in the arm; the greater part of 
the reſt, fortunately, ſticking in the fides of the 


ſhip. After making this perfidious attack, they 


immediately fled with precipitation, and were al. 
ready at a conſiderable diſtance before a muſket 
was fired at them: none of them were wounded : 
but a rocket, which was diſcharged with a very 
good aim, and burſt quite cloſe to the canoe, ter- 
rified them exceedingly. | 

The other canoes had likewiſe fled at firſt, but 
they ſoon returned to the veſſel. 

This act of treachery, and the perfidious con- 
duct of the ſame ſavages to Captain Surville, gave | 
us reaſon to believe that they had been actuated 
by the ſame motives, when they uſed their ut- 
moſt endeavours to perſuade us to land upon thei 

illand. 

30th. Being ſcarcely able to govern our veſle!, 
on account of the lightneſs of the breeze, which 
blew by intervals from N. W. and W. N. W. 


we were very perceptibly carried by the currents 


towards the Iſle des Contrarietes. As the 1ky 
was very clear, we had a good view of the iſland 


of which the engraving publiſhed by Surville at- 


ford: 
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fords a pretty exact repreſentation. We were at 
the diſtance of 1,500 toiſes, when a canoe rowed 
from the ſhore, and came alongſide of our veſſel. 
It was manned by four of the natives, who were 
very thankful for the preſents of ſtuffs and hard- 
ware which we made them, and immediately 
gave us in return ſome cocoa- nuts, Which, like 
moſt of the natives of the South Scas, they call 
no 
They appeared highly pleaſed with the hails 


which we gave them; and continually begged 


for more, frequently repeating the word mats 


(death), and endeavouring to intimate to us by 
their geſtures, that they intended to employ them 
againſt their enemies. 
joined the firſt, and approached our veſſel with- 
We admired the 
elegant torm of their canoes, which were exactly 
ſimilar to thoſe we had ſeen the preceding days 
at the eaſterly part of the Arſacides. (Sce Plate 
XLIV). They were about twenty-one feet in 
length, two in breadth, and fifteen inches in depth. 
The bottom conſiſted of a ſingle piece cut from 
the trunk of a tree, and the ſides were formed 
of a plank, the whole length of the boat, ſup- 
ported by beams fixed at equal diſtances into the 
bottom: at both ends other planks were attached 
to the firſt. Theſe were ornamented on the 
| | outlide 


out ſhewing any ſigns of fear. 


Eight other cances ſoon 
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outſide with Eeures of birds, fiſhes, &c., rudely 
carved. The greater part of the canoes were ter. 


minated in front with the head of a bird, unde, 


which was ſeen a large bunch of fringe, coloured 
with a red dye, which appeared to me to hart 
been made cf the leaves of the vacoua. The 
other extremity ct the boat was likewiſe Orna- 


mented with red fringe, and here we trequenth 


obſerved, in the inner fide, the carving of a dor 


projecting from the veſſel, which led me to {n1;- 


poſe that the ſavages poſſeſs this animal. I wa 
ſurpriſed to obſerve that they had given it near! 
the form of a blood-hound; though it is probe}! 
they do not poſſeſs that ſpecies, but that th 


carving was nothing more than an impertoct rc 


preſentation of the dog uſually met with in the 


South Sea Iſlands. 


The ſavages were obliged to remain conitant!y 
at the bottom of their canoes, in order to preven! 
their being overſet by the waves, and, what ren- 
dered their ſituation ſtill more incommoctuus, 
they had to fit in the water which was throw! 


in by the ſurge. They, however, took care to 


bale it out from time to time. 
Amongſt the commodities which were obtain- 
ed from them,. was a long fiſhing line attached 


to the extremity of a large rod, which appeared 
to me ſomewhat remarkable, as the greater pit 


nf 
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of the ſavages we had hitherto ſeen, were in the 
practice of holding their fiſhing lines in their 
hands. The hook was made of tortoiſg-ſhell. 
Some of theſe natives wore as ornaments, bra- 
celets made of various kinds of ſhells; others had 


them of the rind of the cocoa nut, beipangled 
throughout their whole circumference with 2 


great number of coloured jeeds. 

It does not appear that they chew betel ; at 
leaſt I never perceived any ſigns of their doing it. 
After theſe boats had remained ſeveral hours 
about our veſſel, one of their chiefs gave them the 


ſignal for departing, upon which they immedi- 


ately rowed towards the coaſt with great ſpced. 
One of the boats, however remained a tew mo- 
ments, to receive ſome picces of red cloth which 
we were about to preſent to the natives at the 
inſtant when the ſignal was given; but as ſoon 
as thetic iſlanders faw that their companions had 
lett them behind, they plied their oars with all 
the ſpeed they were able, in order to overtake 
them. We werc amazed to ſee their cance {kim 
the waves with ſuch rapidity, that it muſt have 
Tun at the rate of at leaſt 7, 500 tuilcs an hour. 
Jex iſt. Early in the morning vic began to 
range along the ſouthern coaſt of Guadal-canal, 
which deſcends with a very gentle declivity to the 
lea, and obſerved in the intcrior part of the iſland 
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a long chain of very high mountains, running .

the ſame direction. We ſoon diſtinguithed dle 
Mount Lama of Shortland. The coaft yas bor. 
dered with cocoa trees, under the ſhade of whic!, 
we obſerved a great number of huts. The lo 
grounds rendered a large extent of this conſt jr. 


acceſſible to our veſſels, and we were much ir. 


commoded by the currents which carried us t. 


eaſtward. This unexpected direction of the cur- 
rents ſurpriſed us the more, as the winds that las 
prevailed during our ſtay in theſe parts might 
have been expected to direct their courſe to th: 
weſtward. 

On the morning of the 4th, we doubled Cape 
Hunter, diſcovered by Shortland. About ten 


o'clock we paſſed quite cloſe to a ſmall iſtand 


connected by ſome reeſs to the coaſt, where we 
faw ſeveral groups of the ſavages ſeated under th: 
ſhade of fine plantations of cocoas, and bananiz 
which give this iſland a very pictureſque appca:- 
ance. A great number of canoes lay upon the 


beach, and we expected that the natives would put 


to ſea with ſome of them to come to our veſtcl- 
but their indifference aſtoniſhed us: not one dt 
them moved from his place, nor even roſe from 
his ſitting poſture in order to haye a better View 


of our ſhips. 
| This

This ſmall iſland is ſituated in 9“ 31 S. lat. 
1572 197 E. long. 

We ſoon came in fight of the weſternmoſt 
point of Guadal-canal. 

On the 7th, about noon, we deſcried the largeſt 
of Hammond's Hlands, N. 42 W. to E. 6“ N. at 
the diſtance of 5,130 toiſes, we being in 8? 49 
8. lat. 13597 E. long. We now left this archi- 
pelago, and made fail for the northern coaſt of 
Loulſiade. | 

The ſurvey which we had taken of the Arſa- 
eides, left us no room to doubt of their being the 
archipelago of Solomon, diſcovered by Mendana ; 
as had been ſuppoſed upon the ſame grounds by 
Citizen Fleurieu, in his excellent work upon the 
diſcoveries of the French. 

On the th, the Eſperance informed us of the 
death of an unfortunate man of her crew (Vahol). 
who had been wounded in the forchead, ſeven— 
teen days before, by an arrow from one of the ſa- 
vages of the iſland Sainte Croix. The wound, 
however, had cicatrized very well, and, for four- 
teen days, the man had felt no troubleſome 
lymptom whatever; when he was ſuddenly at- 


tacked with a violent tetanas, under which he 


expired in three days time. 
Many of our company ſuppoſcd that the arrow 
with which he was wounded had been poiſoncd;

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but this conjecture appears to me improb able 
as the wound cicatrized, and the man remaine, 
fourteen days in good health. Beſides, we found 
that the arrows, left in the canoe by the ſavages 
and afterwards taken poſſeſſion of by our ſailors 
were not poiſoned ; for ſeveral birds that we 
pricked with them experienced no troubleſome 
conſequences from the puncture : but it is a com. 
mon occurrence in hot climates, that the ſlighteſt 
puncture is followed by a general ſpaſmodic pr 
tion, which almoſt always terminates fatally, 

On the 12th, about ten in the morning, w« 

deſcried the coaſts of Louiſiade, and at firſt mii 
took the moſt eaſterly extremity for Cape Deli. 
verance, but ſoon diſcovered that to be 25“ farther 
north. 
We were aſtoniſhed to find that the rapidity 
of the currents had been ſo great as to Carry us 
44 to the northward in the ſpace of twenty-tour 
hours. The obſervations made on board the 
Eſperance gave the fame reſult. 

We now ſteered weſt, coaſting along pretty 
high lands, from which, however, Wc welt 
obliged to keep at a conſiderable diſtance, on a 
count of the great number of ſhoals which cx. 
tended very far into the ſea, and rendered du 
navigation extremely dangerous. 


On the 14th, at day-break, we found ourleives 
ſurrounded 
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farrounded with rocks and ſhoals, amongſt 
which we had been carried during the night by 
the currents from W. N. W. In vain we pled 
to windward with a very good ſouth-eaſt breeze, 
with a view of extricating ourſelves from this 
| dangerous ſituation ; the currents always pre- 
rented us from'getting beyond a ſmall iſland fitu- 
ated to the north-eaſt, at the diſtance of 2,500 
toiſes, near which there appeared to be a paſſage 
into the open ſea. We were then in 10* 58' S. 
lat. 151018“ E. long. Our room for beating be- 


hazardous, in proportion as we were carried far- 
ther to the weſtward ; beſides, we found no bot- 
tom, ſo that we were at length obliged to reſolve 
renturing among the ſhoals to the N. W. in 
hopes of finding there a paſſage for our veſſels; 
but this reſolution was not taken till late in the 
erening. It was already night when we found 
ourſelves becalmed in a narrow channel, and at 
the mercy of a rapid current, which might every 
| moment prove our deſtruction, by driving us upon 
the rocks with which we were ſurrounded. How- 
ever, at break of day we had the ſatisfaction of 
fading ourſelyes in the open fea, extricated from 
| al our dangers, Our ſituation had undoubtedly 
been a very hazardous one ; but fince we had 
urcady traverſed ſeas full of ſhoals, we were be- 
T 2 — 


came more confined, and our ſituation the more 
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come ſo accuſtomed to danger, that myſelf, 4 
well as ſeveral others of our company, went tg 
bed at our uſual hour, and ſlept as ſoundly as jj 
we had been in a ſtate of the moſt perfect fe 
curity. 
17th. The coaſts, along which we had Hithert 
ranged to the northward of the iſlands, were in. 
tercepted by a great number of channels. M. 
had ſeen many habitations in this numerous col. 
lection of iſlands, but not one of the natives, 0; 
the 29th, being in latitude 10% 8” 8. long. 149 37 
eaſt, and ſailing at a ſmall diſtance northward d 
a cluſter of ſmall iſlands, we obſerved fiſteen d 
the natives coming out of their huts. Three d 
them immediately entered a canoe, and made to 
wards us, but we Jailed ſo faſt, that they were not 
able to come up with our vellels. 
Another canoe ſoon appeared near the weſtern- 
moſt iſland of the group; it was much large 
than the former, and carried an almoſt ſquare jul, 
which being immediately looſed, it ſoon came 
very near to us, but all our endeavours to perſuace 
the men to come alongſide of our veſſel were i 
vain, They afterwards made towards the Epe. 
rance, and having approached within a imall ne 
tance of her, drew in their fail, and would not 
come nearer ; our veſſels were then lying © 


Citizen Legrand, being very defirous of an net 
RE vleu 
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view with the Be threw himſelf into the ſea, 
and ſoon ſwam up to the canoe. We were in- 


formed in the evening that this officer had not 


ſeen any arms amongſt them; and, that though 
they were twelve 1n number, they had ſhewed 


ſome ſigns of fear when they ſaw him approach 


them. 

It appears that they are unacquainted with 
the uſe of iron, as they ſeemed to ſet little value 
upon that which he preſented to them. 


Theſe iſlanders were of a black colour, not very 


dcep, and ſtark naked. Their woolly hair was 
ornamented with tutts of feathers, and they wore 
cords bound ſeveral times round the circum- 
ference of their bodies, undoubtedly intended to 
afford a ſupport to the muſcles of the belly. Many 
of them wore bracelets made of the rind of the 
cocoa tree. 

We admired their dexterity in ſteering near 
the wind when they returncd to the ſhore. 

On the morning of the 18th, two canoes with 
out-r1ggers and ſails, each manned by twelve ſa- 
rages, failed ſwittly round our veſſel, watching 
us with great attention, but at a confiderable diſ- 
tance. They afterwards kept for a long time to 
windward of us. We were then in 99 53” S. lat. 
149" 10“ E. long. Th ere was eVery appearance 
of great population on the ſouthern coaſt, and 


TS eſpecially 
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eſpecially towards the farther end of a large ba ay 
that extends to S. S. W. We ſoon perceives 
ſeveral canoes rowing towards us, each manned! by 
ten or eleven natives, who kept at the diſtance 
of about a hundred yards from our veſſel, til 
{ome pieces of cloth, which we threw into the ſca 
for them, induced them to approach nearer 
They appeared much ſurprized at ſeeing a Young 
black on board of our » veſſel, whom we hat 
brought with us from Amboyna. They did not 
underſtand him when he addreſſed them in the 
Malay language. Theſe ſavages had all woolly 
hair and olive-coloured ſkins ; I obſerved, how- 
ever, one amonſt them who was as black as the 
negroes of Mozambique, and reſembled them 
alſo in other particulars. His lower lip, as is the 
caſe with them, projected conſiderably beyond the 
upper. All theſe iſlanders uſed bete] ; and they 
were all ſtark naked. They wore bracelets orna- 
mented with ſhells. Many of them had a imal! 
piece of bone paſſed through the partition be. 
tween the noſtrils; others wore a ſtring of ſhell: 
like a ſcarf over their ſhoulders: 

They preſented to us roots baked in the aſh, 
and carefully peeled. We obſerved no other 
weapons amongſt them than ſhort javelins 
pointed only at one end. 


Their huts were ſupported ſix or eight feet 
above 
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above the ground upon ſtakes, hke thoſe of the 
Papous. | =; 
Theſe favages wiſhed us to land upon their 
land, but obſerving that we receded farther 
from it, in conſequence of the currents which 
carried us to the weſtward, they left us and re- 
turned to their coaſts. 5 
Two of the canoes were {till quite cloſe to the 
Eſperance at half after three o'clock, when we 
obſerved three muſkets fired from that veſſel, 
upon which the ſavages fled, rowing with all 
their might. We, ſoon learnt that the men in 
one of the canoes had thrown ſtones at the crew 
of the ſhip without the leaſt provocation having 
been given. None of the ſailors, however, had 
been wounded by this act of treachery ; and the 
muſkets had been fired only to terrify them. 
Soon after two boats were diſpached in order 
to ſound ſeveral creeks along the coaſt, where we 
hoped to find good anchorage.—We found our- 
telves diſappointed ; as it was neceſſary to ap- 
proach within a hundred yards of the coaſt, be- 
tore the bottom could be reached with a line of 
ſeventy yards; and at the diſtance of two hundred 
: yards we could not ſtrike the ground with a line 
| of leſs than a hundred and ſixteen. 
| Notwithſtanding the fright which the muſkets 
lied at their companions might have given them, 
T 4 | ſome 
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ſome of the natives came alongſide of our veſſe 
from the very place to which the others had made 
their eſcape. They ſhewed themſelves very 
fraudulent in their dealings with us, bargaining 
at any price for the commodities which we had 


to barter with them, and as ſoon as they had got 


them in their poſſeſſion, retuſing to give us any 
thing 1 in return. One of them, however, con- 
ſented to give up to us a flute and a necklace, 
which are repreſented 1 in Plate XXXVIII. Fig. 
26 and 27. 

I obſerved one of the natives who wore, ſuſ- 
pended from his neck by a thin cord, a part ot 
a human bone, cut from about the middle of the 
cubitus. Whether this might be a trophy of 
ſome victory gained over an enemy, and tho 

natives belong to the claſs of the cannubal:, J can- 
not tell. = 

Many of them had civic faces ſmeared over 
with the powder of charcoal. 

They generally cover their natural parts with 
large leaves of vacoua, paſſing between their 
thighs, and faſtened to the girdle before and be- 
hind by a very tight ligature. 

They had with them ſome pretty large fiſhing 
nets, to the lower end of which they had faſtened 
various ſorts of ſhells; ſome of theſe ſhells ther 


carried in ſmall cylindrical baſkets, furniſhed in 
wrt the 
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the inſide with cords ſeemingly intended to pre- 


vent their breaking. 
They uſed combs with three Werd teeth, 
ſme made of bamboo, others of tortoiſe-ſhell. 


The ſavages left us at the cloſe of the evening, 


and we plied to windward during the whole 
night. 

We had ſcarcely advanced more than 10,000 
toiſes to the N. E. ſince the preceding evening, 
when we found ourſelves ſurrounded with low 


lands connected by ſhoals, amongſt which we 


were obliged to beat even during the night. We 
ſeveral times paſſed over flats, which we could 
diſtinguiſh by the dim light of the moon, and 
often found ourſelves in leſs than ten tathoms 
water. | 

A calm coming on about midnight, left us at 
the mercy of the current, which carrfed us to- 
| wards the coaſt where the ſavages had lighted 
l ſeveral fires. | 
| At break of day we perceived the Eſperance at 
a great diſtance from us, and much nearer to the 
land than our veſſel, ſo that ſhe was obliged to be 
towed by the boats, 

The ſavages ſoon came in great numbers along- 
ide of our veſſel, but were not to be prevailed 
upon to come on board. An old man, who 
had already left his canoe in order to comply 
with 
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with our invitation, was prevented Dy the reſt, 
who eagerly pulled him back to them, as if the ey 
imagined him to be about to expoſe himſelf +; 
ſome great danger. 

We thought that we recognized amoneſt theſe 
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pManders ſome of thoſe whom we had ſeen on the 
two preceding days. They were very curious ta

know the names of the things we gave then, 
but what ſurpriſed us very much was, that the; 
enquired with the terms poe nama, which vers 
much reſemble the Malayan words apa nam, 
ſignifying © what is the name of this? They, 
| however, underſtood none of the men in our 
ſhips, who addreſſed them in the Malay language. 
Theſe favages brought with them a fort of 
pudding, which we found to conſiſt partly of root: 
and the fleſh of lobſters. They oftercd us tom: 
of it, and thoſe of us who ate of it, found it \cry 
well taſted. 
Mot of theſe iſlanders made ale of a humzn 
cubitus, ſcooped out at the extremity, for draw- 
ing the pieces of chalk which they mixed with 
their betel, from the bottom of a calabath. 
They fold us an axe ſhaped like that repreſented 
in Plate XII. Fig. O; it was made of ſerpentine 
ſtone, very well poliſhed, and hafted with a ſingle 
picce of wood. The edge of the axe was in thc 


direction of the length of the handle, as in ours 
Theſe 
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Theſe iflanders are very fond of perfumes ; 
moſt of the things we got from them were 
ſcented. They had pieces of the bark of dif- 
ſerent aromatic trees, one of which ſeemed to me 
to belong to the ſpecies of laurel, known by the 
name of laurus culilabau, which is very common 
among the Molucca iſlands. 

The calm ſtill continued, and about one 
o'clock the Commander ſent the barge to aſſiſt in 
E towing the Eſperance, as the crew might be ſup- 
| poſed already much fatigued with their labour. 
At length, about half an hour after four a breeze 
ſprung up from the ſouth-eaſt, which enabled 
her to get clear of the ſhoals. The barge ſoon 
returned to our veſſel, when we were informed 
that the Eſperance had been ſurrounded for a 
long time by a great number of the ſavages ; that 
about noon they had pointed out to the crew two 
canoes rowing from two ſmall iſlands to meet 
cach other, and given them to underſtand that 
the iſlanders in the boats were going to fight a 
battle, and that theſe who came off conquerors 
intended to devour their enemies. During this 
recital, a ferocious expreſſion of pleaſure was vi- 
{ible in their countenances, as if they were to par- 
take of this horrible banquet. After this com- 
munication, almoſt all thoſe among our crew who 
had eaten of the pudding, which the ſavages 


brought 


| . 
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brought them in the morning, were ſeized wit}, 
retchings, from the apprehenſion that this food. 
which ſeemed to be ſo highly grateful to the 
iflanders, was partly compoſed of human fleſh. 
The two canoes were ſoon near enough toge- 
ther to commence the engagement. The com- 
batants were ſeen mounted upon a platform of 
wood, ſupported by the out-rigger and the ca- 
noe, from whence they threw ſtones with their 
tings, each of them wearing a buckler upon his 
left arm, with which he endeavoured to ward of 


the ſtones thrown by his adverſary. They, how- 


ever, ſeparated after a fight of half a quarter of 
an hour, in which none of them appeared to 
have been dangerouſly wounded, and returned 
to the ſhore. 

The captain of the Eſperance ſent to the Com- 
mander a tomahawk and a buckler which he had 
obtained from theſe favages. 

The tomahawk was very broad, and flat at 
one of its extremities. The buckler was thc 
firſt defenſive weapon which we had obſerved 
among the ſavage nations we had hitherto viſited. 
It was made of very hard wood, and of the form 
repreſented in Plate XII, Fig. 7 and 8. It was 
nearly three feet in length, a foot and a quarter 
m breadth, and upwards of halt an inch in thick- 


neſs. The outer fide was thghtly convex. About 
| the 
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che middle of Fig. 8, which repreſents the inner 
ſide of the buckler, three ſmall pieces of cane are 
viſible, by which the iſlanders fix it to the left 
arm. 

Though the natives had been in great numbers 
about the Eſperance, they had attempted no act 
of hoſtility, except that one of them appcarcd to 
be preparing to throw a javelin at one of the crew 
who was upon the wale, but feeing himſelf ob- 
ſerved, he deſiſted from his deſign, and the canoe 
in which he was rowed away from the veſſel with 
precipitation. 

On the following days we ſailed by ſome very 
low ſmall iſlands, beyond which we faw very high 
lands to the ſouthward. The prodigious num- 
bers of flats which we continually encountered. 
prevented us from ranging ncarer to the coaſt. 

On the 25th, being in 8” 7/ ſouth latitude, 1-46 
30“ caſt longitude, we ſaw the high grounds of 
New Guinea extending from ſouth-Wweſt to north - 
welt, After having followed them in their di- 
rection to north-weſt, we arr:ved on the 27th at 
a deep gulph, about 40,000 toiſes in extent, and 
ſurrounded by very high mountains, the loftieſt 
of which are on the north tide, where they unite 
with that which forms the Cape of King William. 
The calm detained us here till the 20th, when 
We lailed for the ſtraits of Dampier. 


Ou 
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On the 30th, at break of day, we diſcovered 
to the N. W. W. a very high mountain furrowed 
near its ſummits by longitudinal excavations of 
great depth. This was the Cape of King Wil. 
kam. We afterwards obſerved the weſtern coaſt 
of New Britain, for which we ſteered under full 
fail, in order to get before night to the north. 
ward of the ſtraits of Dampier. The ſun being 
in our face, the man at the maſt-head could nat 
perceive timely enough a flat over which we 
paſſed about eight in the morning, the ſurge run- 
ning very high. After getting clear of this, ue 
thought ourſelves out of all danger; but about 
three quarters of an hour after, we found our- 
ſelves between two ſhoals very near to each other. 
which incloſed us in ſuch a manner, that it wa. 
impoſſible to paſs through with the ſouth-fouth- 
eaſt wind, which drove us farther and farther in. 
The Commander gave orders immediately to put 
about; but there was not time ſufficient to per- 
form this manoeuvre, before our veſſel drove to- 
wards the ſhoals to the northward, where we c:- 
pected ſhe would ſoon be wrecked, when Citize: 
Gicquel cried from the maſt-head that he a. 
paſſage between the rocks which, though ver 
narrow, was yet wide enough for our velic! te 
fail through. We immediately ſteered for ti: 
paſſage, and were at length extricated from cn 
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of the moſt hazardous ſituations which we expe- 
rienced during the whole courſe of our expedl- 
tion. We werc, however, not yet out of all dan- 
ger, being ſtill ſurrounded tor ſome time by other 
ſhoals, which obliged us ſeveral times to change 
our direction; but we were at length fortunate 
enough to find a paſſage through the narrow 
{traits by which they were ſeparated from each 
other. 

About noon we were already very far up the 
ſtrait, our latitude being 5? 38” ſouth, longitude 
14624“ eaſt. 


The coaſt of New Britain bore from caſt 370 
ſouth, to caſt 61 north, we being at the diſtance 


N »f 2,500 torſes from the land. 

E The ifland on which Dampier diſcovered a 
volcano bore weſt 38 north, at the diſtance of 
7,600 torfes. This volcano was then extinguiſhed ; 
but we ſaw, at the diſtance of 5,130 toiſes, weſt 
288 north, a ſmall iſland of a conical form, which 
; | was not obſerved by Dampier to exhibit any ſigns 
of ſubterrancous fire. A thick ſmoke proceeded 
at intervals from the ſummit of the mountain; 
1 and about half an hour after three, a great quan- 
6 | tity of burning ſubſtances were thrown out of 
the aperture of the volcano, which lighting upon 
C . | the eaſtern declivity of the mountain, rolled down 
2 | the des till they fell into the ſea, where they 
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immediately produced an ebullition in the Water 
and raiſed it into vapours of a ſhining White 5 
jour. At the moment of the eruption, a thick 
ſmoke, tinged with different hues, but principally 
of a copper colour, was thrown out with ſuc) 
violence, as to aſcend above the higheſt clouds, 
We ſaw a great number of inhabitants alons 
the coaſt of New Britain, and ſeveral huts raif-4 
upon ſtones, atter the manner of the Papous. 
We left the ſtrait before cloſe of evening. 
We now ranged along the northern coaſt of 
New Britain, where we diſcovered ſeveral ſmall 
Hands, very mountainous, and hitherto un- 
known. The currents in this paſſage were ſcarcely 
perceptible, except under the meridian of Port 
Montague, where they carried us rapidly to the 
northward, which led us to ſuppole that we were 
oppolite a channel that divides the lands of New 
Britain. We left this coaſt on the ꝙth July, 
after having been impeded in our ſurvey of it by 
the winds from the ſouth-eaſt, and the trequent 
calms. | | 
We had been obliged for a long time to lire 
upon worm-eaten biſcuit and ſalt-meat, which 
was already conſiderably tainted, in conſequence 
of which, the ſcurvy had begun to make great 


ravages amongſt us. The greater part of us found 
ourſelves compelled to leave off the uſc 9: coffee,

On the 11th we ſteered very near the Portland 


Iſlands. 


In the afternoon of the 12th we eſpied = 


moſt eaſterly of the Admiralty Illes. 

On the 18th, about ſun-ſet, we diſcovered the 
Anchorites S. W. by W. 

About ſeven o'clock in the evening of the 21ſt 
we loſt our Commander Dentrecaſteaux; he ſunk 
under the violence of a cholic which had attacked 
him two days before. For ſome time he had 
experienced a few ſlight ſymptoms of the ſcurvy, 
but we were far from imagining ourſelves threat - 
ned with ſo heavy a loſs. 

AugGusT 2d. we deſcried the Traitors Iſlands, 
and about noon we ſaw them at the diſtance of 
20,000 toiſes, from S. 35? W. to $ 42? W. We 
being in 6“ S. lat. 134 3“ E. long. 

On the 8th our baker died of the ſcurvy, his 
whole body having been previouſly affected with 
an emphyſema, which had encreaſed with aſto- 
niſhing rapidity, in conſequence of the heats of 
the Equator. 

On the 11th we doubled the Cape of Good 


| Hope of New Guinea, and on the 16th caſt an- 
chor at Waygiou.

* URING our ftay at Waygiou we were fre- 
AZ quently viſited by the natives, who brought 
as turtles, ſeveral of which weighed from 200 tc 
240 pounds. They had moſtly been taken on 


the iſlands of Aion. The ſoup which we mad. 
of them afforded great relief to our ſcorbutic pa- 


tients. When the natives perceived that we were 
in nced of them, they made us pay for them at 
fen times their value. Theſe animals continued 
to crawl about ſeveral hours after their heads had 
been cut off. The natives fold us likewiſe, turtle 
eggs roaſted and dried; broiled turtle ficſh, pul- 
lets, hogs, of which they told us there was great 
abundance in their woods; oranges, cocoa-Huts, 
papayas, gourds of different kinds, rice, purſiain 
7 portulaca quadrifida), ſugar canes, pumento, un- 
ripe cars of Turkey corn roaſted, and the treſh 
ſprouts 


» 
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ſprouts of the papaya tree. They told us that 
the ſprouts and unripe ſruit of this tree were very 


good eating when boiled. They brought us alſo 


ſago, made into a ſort of flat cakes, three inches 


broad and ſix long, which they ate without any 


farther preparation. Some of them brought us 
fago made into a {ouriſh taſted e havilig 


undergone fermentation. 1 

Moſt of theſe iſlanders were naked all but 
their natural parts, which they cover with a. coarſe 
ſuf, apparently made of the bark of the fig tree. 
The heat of the climate renders all other cloath- 
mg unneceſſary. Only their chiefs Wear very 
wide trowſers and Jackets, made of ſtuffs which 
they buy from the Chineſe, who, as they told us, 
came trom time to time to anchor where we were. 
Some of them wore alſo bracelets of filver, which 


they had likewiſe bought of the Chineſe, Al- 


moſt all the chiefs of theſe ſavages had been at 
the Molucca Iſlands, and ſpoke the Malay lan- 
guage. Some wore hats made of the leaves of 
vacoua, of a conical form, and very like to thoſe 


of the Chineſe. Others had their heads bound 


found with a ſort of turban. They have all curled 
hair, which grows very thick, and to a conſider- 
able length. The colour of their ſkins is not very 
black. Some ſuffer the beard on the upper lip 
to grow, and have their ears and the diviſion of 
IJ 9 Dh the 
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the noſe bored. Several of them ſhewed us their 
dexterity in ſhooting with the bow at a mart. 
placed at the diſtance of more than forty paces; 

and their arrows always came very near their 
aim. Others were armed with very long lances, 
pointed with iron or bone. Theſe HManders un— 
doubtedly know how to forge the iron, as they 
ſet great value upon ſome bars of this metal. 

which we gave them. Tin was likewiſe in great 
requeſt with them. But of all our commoditicx 
they gave a decided preference to cloth, particu- 
lar y ſuch as Was of a red colour. 

The and Waygiou, called by the has 


Ouarido, is covered with large trees, and through- 


out mountainous,” even at a very ſmall diſtance 
from the coaſt. The huts were built of bamboo, 
raifed upon ſtakes, about three yards above the 
ground, and covered with reeds. 

It's remarkable, that as ſoon as we had landed, 
thoſe of our crew who were the leaſt affected 


with the ſcurvy, or even ſhewed no ſymptoms at 
| all of that diſorder, became affected with a con- 


ſiderable degree of ſwelling all over the body: 


but this ſymptom, which had very much alarmed 


ſome of us, diſappeared entirely after walking 
three or four hours. 
During our ſtay in this iſland I made very fre. 


quent excurſions into the foreſts, where 1 collect 
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ed a great number of new plants, an@ killed a va- 
ricty of rare birds, amongſt which was that ſpe- 

cies of the promerops which Buffon calls the 
promerops of New Guinea; alſo a large pfitaccus 

- aterrimus, and a new ſpecies of calao, to which I 
gave the name of the calao of the iſland Way- 
giou. Its beak is bent, of a dirty white colour, 
and about fix inches in length. Each mandible 
s uncqually notched, and the ſuperior is ſur- 
mounted by a hood of a yellow colour, flat at the 
top and ridged. The wings and body are black, 
the tail white, and the neck of a lively red. (See 
Plate XI.) This beautiful bird is two feet in 
length, from the tip of the beak to the extremity 
of the feet. 

I ſaw ſeveral wild cocks in the woods. The 
female of this ſpecies, which was brought us by 
the natives, was ſcarcely larger than a partridge, 
and yet its eggs were as large again as thoſe of 
our domeſtic hen. This wild ſpecies of the dung- 
hill-cock is black, that which I had found. in the 
foreſts of Java was grey. 

The crowned pheaſant of India {columba coro- 
nata) is very common in theſe thick foreſts, 
where we found here and there wild orange trees, | 
the fruit of which furniſhed our ſcorbutic patients 
with a very wholeſome ſort of lemonade. 

The natives told us, that the road-ſtead where 
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- OUr veſſels rode at anchor Was infeſted by alliga- 
tors; but this did not deter ſeveral of our failon 
from bathing 3 in it. We afterwards found {ms 
of the prints of their feet in the woods. I: i; 
particularly during the night-time that theſe 
-animals are moſt to be feared. 

Whilſt we lay at anchor we were viſited by 
ſeveral of the chiefs. The chief of Ravak ſupped 
and ſlept on board the Eſperance the night before 
our departure; but as ſoon as he ſaw preparaticns 
for weighing anchor, he threw himſelf into the 
ſea, from the apprehenſion that we were going 
to carry him away with us. We ſhould have 

been ſurpriſed at his harbouring ſuch a ſuſpicion, 
if we had not been informed, that five months 
before the Dutch had carried off his brother, dur— 
ing an entertainment which they had made for 
him on board of their yeſſel. This chief wore 
trowſers, with a very wide Indian cloak, and a 
waiſtcoat of ſatin. His ear-rings were of gold. 
The inhabitants of this iſland had declared war 
{ againſt the Dutch, and the greater part of them, 
| with the moſt powertul of the chiefs, to whom 
| they give the title of Sultan, at their head, were 
gone to unite with the inhabitants of Ceram, in 
order to attack the Governor of Amboyna, who 
was expected there on his viſit to the Molucca 


Iſlands. The inhabitants of the huts built on 5

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-oaſt near our anchoring ſtation, had provided for 

the ſatety of their women and children, by con 

ducting them, before their departure from the 
land, into the villages in the heart of the coun- 


The road- ſtead where our veſſels lay is called 


br The natives Boni-Saine. It is diſtant about 
5,130 toiſes to the caſtward of Ravak, and form- 
ed by the ceaſt of Waygiou and a {mall iſland 
called by the natives Boni, which was caſtward of 
Hur ſtation. We were here almoſt under the 
Equator, our latitude being found by obſervation 
3808. Our longitude was 128* 58 E. 


We took in our water towards the extremity 


of the road-ſtead, at a pretty large river, into 
which our boats could enter more than 500 toiſes 
trom its mouth at low water, and twice as far at 
nigh water. 

The thermometer, as obſerved on board, did 
not rife higher than 94e, undoubtedly in coriſe- 
quence of the abundant rains. 

The barometer varied only trom 28 inches 1 
ine to 28 inches 14 line. 
The variation of the magnetic necdle was 10 
1 E. 

The breezes were very ſlight, and varied only 
trom S. S. E. to S. W. 

On the 28th we failed from Waygiou, and 
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1793. 
ranged along its northern coaſt, ſtanding to the 
welt, in order to weather the weſterly point. 
We here met with a flat which is not indicates 
upon the charts, where the ſoundings Save us 2 
depth of from tour to eight fathoms, within a 
ſpace of about 300 toiſes in length, which we 
were obliged to craſs. We obſerved in different 
places, rocks almoſt even with the water's edge, 
but were fortuna te enough to keep clear of them. 
The greateſt length of this flat is about 1,000 
toiſes from north to ſouth. 
On the 4th of SEPTEMBER we caſt anchor in 
the road- ſtead of Bourou, at the diſtance of 1,000 
toiſes from the Dutch ſettlement, in a depth of 29 
fathoms, over a battom of ſand and mud. The 
Commander of this ſtation immediately ſent a 
corporal to us, to offer us a ſupply of whatever 
freſh proviſions we might have occaſion for. A 
few minutes after we obſerved ſome muſkcets 
| fired amongſt a herd of buffaloes that were walk- 
[ ing along the ſhore, and were informed that the 
l  Refidenthad ordered two of the fatteſt to be killed 
for the uſe of our veſſels, Well acquainted with 
| the wants of nayigators, he had ſent us a 170 
| quantity of fruit, ſeveral bottles of an agrecabic 
| liquor extracted from the palm- tree, and ſome of 
the young leaves of a ſpecics of fern of the gel 


aſplenin, 
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afplenium, which grows in moiſt places in the 
ſhade: eaten as ſallad they are very tender and 
well-taſted. | 1 
The Reſident, Henry Commans, was a man 
of great ſimplicity of manners, and very much 
beloved by the inhabitants. It was he whoſe 
happineſs the Dutch of Amboyna deſcribed, by 
telling us that he might ſleep as much as he 
pleaſed. We met with ſeveral perſons in his 
houſe who had ſcen Admiral Bougainville during 
his ſtay at Bourou, and who mentioned the name 
of that celebrated navigator with enthuſiaſtic ad- 
miration. 173 
This and the following day were employed by 
me in ſurveying the different diſtricts of this 
iland, which preſents every where a very varied 
and pictureſque appearance. The ſago tree grows 
here in great abundance : it forms the principal 
fource of ſubſiſtence to the inhabitants, and af- 
fords even an article of exportation. Large plan- 
tations of it were ſeen near the Dutch eſtabliſh- 
ment, in marſhes which render this place very 
unhealthy, particularly in the beginning of the 
ſpring. The cayou pouti of the Malays (mela- 
leuca latifolia), grows in great abundance upon 
the hills. The Reſident ſhowed us a large alem- 
vic, which he uſes for diſtilling the leaves of this 
tree, 
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tree, from which he procures every year a Treat 
quantity of the oil of cajeput. 

The iſland of Bourou produces fevera] kinds of 
wood proper for inlaid work, which arc in great 
requeſt among the Chineſe; and others uſeful in 
dyeing. Two Chineſe veſſels were run aground 
in the mud to the N. E. of the Dutch fort. The 
village near which the fort is built is called 
Cayeli, in the Malay language. Thoſe of the na- 
tives who follow the een religion have 
a moſque, whole roofs diminiſhing in regular ora- 
dation as they rife one above the other, preſent a 
very agrecable appearance. (See Plate XLII. 
which repreſents a part of this viilage.) 

> coaſt to the caſt of the villiee.; 1s watered 
only by very {mall ſtreams, but about 2,500, toiſes 
to the N. W. we went up a very conſiderable 
river, called by the inhabitants Aer-Beſſar, which 
diſcharges itſelf into the road- ſtead. This river 
is very deep, and for the length of about 2,0 
toiſes, as far as We went up it, more than 70 feet 
broad. The iſland of Bourou undoubtedly owes 
its poſſeſſing ſo conſiderable a ſtream to the great 
elevation of its mountains. On the borders of 
the river I frequently found the beautiful ſhrub 
known by the name of portlandia grandiflora. 


'The pebbles rolled from the mountains, which 
I found 
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outlet very deep, and that even at a ſmall | diſtance 
from the weſtern point, or Point Leſſatello, calle 
by the natives Tanguiou Corban (Buffalo Point), 
According to aſtronomical d h made 
at the village of Cayeli, its latitude was 32 
54” S. long. 125? 1' 6% E. 
The dip of the magnetic needle was 20" 30, 
Its variation, as obſerved on board, was 0 54 F 
The higeſt point indicated by the thermomete; 
on board was 239, and on ſhore 25% 3-10ths. 
The mercury in the barometer varied only 


from 28 inches 1 line to 28 inches 2 lines. 


The time of high water on the full and change 


days was three quarters after eleven; it then roſe 


to 11x feet perpendicular height. 
On the 16th we ſailed from Bourou, ſteering 


for the Strait of Bouton, which we entered on the 


afternoon of the 22d. 

17th. On the following day, about ſun-ſet, we 
caſt anchor 513 toiſes from the coaſt, oppoſite to 
the outlet of the channel which ſeparates Pan- 


| geſani from Celebes. Roſſel, who, in conſequence 


of Dauribeau's being indiſpoſed, had now the 
command of the expedition, ſormed the project 
of falling out through this channel. Early in the 
morning of the 24th, he diſpatched a pinnace, 


which reconnoitred the channel to the extent of 


15,000 toiſes. A great number of ſmall fland: 
were

were ſcattered throughout the Strait, particularly 
towards the coaſt of Celebes; and both coaſts were 
almoſt every where bordered with marſhes. After 
this report many of our ſeamen thought there 
was reaſon to apprehend that we might not be 
able to find a ſufficient depth of water in every 
part of the channel for our veflels to pals through 
it; however Me ſailed into it on the following 
day, ind, after having proceeded about 10,000 
toiſes eaſt, anchored at the cloſe of the evening. 
26th. The following day another pinnace was 
{ent out to ſound throughout the whole of this 
paſſage. She returned on the 29th in the after- 
noon, with the intelligence that ſhe had found a 
great number of ſand-banks and ſome flats, very 
diffcult to be diſcovered on account of their 


black colour, Which rendered the paſſage ex- 


tremely dangerous. It Was therefore determined 
to return to tlie Strait of Bouton; and after hav- 
ing been obliged to caſt anchor, often ſeveral 
times in the courſe of a ſingle day, we at length 
arrived, on the 7th OcroBER, at its ſouthern ex- 
tremity, and anchored near the village of Bouton, 


at the diſtance of 1,000 toiſes from the neareſt 


coaſt. | 
We had ſpent a conſiderable ſpace of time in 


rafſing through this Strait, as we were obliged to 


lie at anchor during the whole night time, and in

the day to wait till the tide was favourable to g. 
intended courſe, before we could ſet fail. 
During our paſſage the natives brought us 14. 
rious ſorts of fruits common in the Moluccas. 


Some of their boats had a cargo of wild bread. 
fruit, the kernels of which, thoſe who cat «© 


them, found very indigeſtible, even when roatt- 
ed. They brought us like wiſe a great number of 
pullets, goats, dried and ſometimes freſh fiſh. 
Moſt of theſe natives would not exchange an) 
of their commodities with us, before they had 
aſked permiſſion of the Commander of our veſſel, 
to whom they generally made a preſent. They 
informed us that a year ago they had ſcen fou 


European veſſels failing through this Strait, 
namely, two from Ternate, the others from Band 


and Amboyna. Theſe people trade with ti 
Dutch. They preferred money to any other com- 
modity we offered them. Moſt of them, how- | 
ever, were very deſirous to procure powder and 
ball from us; but when they found that we 
would not give them any, one of them offered us 
two ſlaves in exchange for a ſmall quantity of 
ammunition, and appeared extremely ſurpriſed 
that we did not accept of his propotal. 

Theſe iſlanders brought us a great number of 
parrots, of the ſpecies Pfillacus alexandri and pi 
lacus criftatus. 


We 
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We were much ſurpriſed to ſee them Fl 
ſome cotton ſtuffs, and thread made of the gab 
viuipara, which, they told us, were of their own 
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manufacture. 
made uſe of the opportunities afforded me by 
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our detention in the Strait to go on ſhore. I 
found a great number of plants which I had never 
met with before: among others, the uviform 
nutmeg tree deſcribed by Citizen Lamark; 

fruit has no aromatic quality. I likewiſe collected 


the cynometra ramifiyra the gyrinocarpus of Gert- 
ner, and various ſpecies of calamus, which, after 
rating themſelves to the ſummit of the talleſt 
trees, deſcend again to the ground, from whence 
they climb up others trees of cqual height, their 
ſtalks frequently growing to the length of ſeveral 
hundred yards. 

The fruit of the b5mbax ceiba, and that of ſe- 
reral new ſpecies of the ſame genus, affords 
abundant nouriſhment to the numerous troops of 
apes that are found here, ſome of which we killed 
in order to preſerve their ſkins. 

The moiſt ground exhibited almoſt every where 
marks of the feet of deer, wild boars, and buffa- 
bes. We frequently found numerous herds of 
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the laſt- mentioned animals lying upon the wet 
ground ; but they always betook themſelves to 
| flight 
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flight as ſoon as they ſaw us, and it was impoffible 
to purſue them through the mire. 

In the iſland of Pangeſani I frequently tra. 
verſed thick foreſts of the palm, known by the 
name of corypha umbraculifera, where I found 
ſquirrels of the ſpecies called cirrus palnaryy, 
which always fled at the approach of a man. 

The natives had erected ſeveral ſheds near the 
ſhore, where they kept the bamboo hurdles, upon 
which they place their fiſh when they dry them 
at the fire in order to preſerve them. 


The iſlanders, aware of the danger of living 


near the moraſſes, which render the northern 
coaſt of Pangeſani very unhealthy, have built no 
villages in that part of the country. It was in 
the midſt of theſe moraſſes that our crew became 
firſt infected with a dyſentery of a very contagious 
nature, which produced the greater ravages 
amongſt us, as we were already much debilitatcd 
by the long uſe of bad proviſions, which had be- 
come ſtill more unwholeſome during the courſe 
of our voyage. I was alſo infected with thus 
diſorder which proved fatal to great numbers of 
our crew. 

8th. This morning at ſun-riſe, four chicts, who 
bore the title of Oran-kai, came on board to no- 


tify to us, that we were not permitted to land, 
5 before

before the Sultana, who reſided at Bouton, and 
was an ally of the Dutch Company, had been 
previouſly informed of our deſign. We told them 
that we were very deſirous of viewing this part of 
the iland, and one of them went immediately to 
ſignify our wiſh to that petty ſovereign.” 

We were ſoon viſited by two Dutch ſoldiers, 
who offered to procure us in interview with the 
Sultan, afſuring us that without his permiſſion 
the natives durſt not ſell us any provifions. They 
then conducted us to their own dwelling, where 
we were informed that the Sultan would not be 
vilible till very late in the afternoon. Upon this 
intelligence a conſiderable number of us took an 
excurhon into the interior of the iſland, directing 
our route to the eaſtward. The natives did not 
appear ſurpriſed at ſeeing us, and ſhewed no in- 
clination to follow us. | 

After having walked for more than two hours 
along, the banks of a ſmall river, covered with 
x great number of boats, ſome of which had 
come from the {trait laden with fiſh, we forded 
the ſtream with a view of proceeding to the 
northward, We went up very ſteep aſcents, 
where I collected a great number of plants; 
among others, the barleria prionitis, and ſeveral 
new ſpecies of the croton. 

Moſt of the habitations in this part of the 

Vor, II. 2 country 
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country were built upon the ſummits of delight- 


ful hills, with which this fide of the 10 land 
abounds. : We met with a very friendly reception 
from the inhabitants, who preſented to us fruits 
of different kinds. One of them, who went to 
gather ſome cocoa- nuts for us, climbed very 
quickly to the top of the tree, by means of an 
expedient which to me appeared ſingular. He 
tied his legs together near the ancle with a ſtripe 
of cloth, by which he was enabled to graſp the 
trunk of the tree with his feet ſo ſtrongly as to 
ſupport the whole weight of his body; and, as 
the ſtem was not very thick, by thus claſping it 
alternately with his feet and his arms, he 9 
ſoon reached the top. 
We remarked ſome forts built on the moſt in- 
acceſſible heights amongſt theſe hills, which ferve 
the inhabitants for a place of refuge when their 
habitations are invaded by an enemy. Theſe for- 


tifications conſiſt of ſtone walls of conſiderable 


thickneſs, and about ten or twelve feet high, in- 


cloſing a plot of ground from 80 to 0 fect 


ſquare. 

The natives who fold us ſtuffs a few days be- 
fore, had not deceived us when they told us that 
they had been manufactured in the ãſland of Bou- 


ton. We ſaw to-day, in ſeveral of the houſes. 


looms for manufacturing ſimilar ſtuffs; the 
workmen 
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workmen performing their operations in a man- 
ner very like our linen weavers. They uſe cotton 
threads of various colours; but red and blue ap- 
year to be the molt in requeſt among the natives. 

About four o'clock in the afternoon we went 
to the village of Bouton to ſee the Sultan. We 
had not been informed that it was neceſſary to 
bring ſome preſents with us, in order to be admit- 
ted to an audience, As we had nothing to offer 
him, he was not to be ſpoken with ; but his ſon 
and nephew received us at the fort where he re- 
ſides. They trequently repeated to us, with great 


emphaſis, that the whole ifland was under his 


dominion ; that he was an ally of the Dutch 
Company, and that their enemies were his ene- 
mies. They then told us that the natives of 
Ceram having lately invaded their coaſts, four of 
them were taken and delivered up to the King, 


who immediately ordered them to be beheaded. 


They then defired us to ſtep a few paces further, 
and ſhewed us, with an air of great ſatisfaction, 
the heads of theſe unfortunate iſlanders, expoſed 
apon long poles planted on the walls of the fort. 

The village of Bouton is built upon an emi- 
nence with a very ſteep declivity to the north- 
wett, and ſurrounded with thick walls which ſe- 


eure the inhabitants from the incurſions of their

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their roofs covered with palm-trecs, like t 
. of the other inhabitants of the Moluccas, 


had been cruiſing for ſome time in thele ſeas.

The Sultan reſides in a fort built of ſtone, It 
appeared to us that this chief ſhews great diſtruſt 
of the agents of the Dutch Company, though 
they are his allies; for the three Dutch ſoldiers 
who were the only inhabitants of the Company“ 
houſe, were not permitted to live in the villas 
where he reſides. They were obliged to remain 
in an inconvenient, iſolated dwelling, more than 
1000 toiſes diſtant from his reſidence. They were 
ſoon to leave the iſland, and go to Macaflar ; but 
were ſtill detained by the apprehenſion of mecting 
with the veſſels of the natives of Ceram, which 


It was already night when we returned to the 
ſhows. in order to £0 ON board. As it was then 
low water, wc Were obliged to wade in the ſea 
up to our waiſts, though the greater part of us had 
laboured under the dyſentery for ſeveral days, 
which was very much aggravated in conſequence. 

During the day the natives had brought, for 


the uſe of our veſſels, rice, maize, ſugar Canes, 


theſe proviſions they had been offered hardware 


commodities, but they preferred the money cut- 
| rent 
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rent in the Moluccas, eſpecially the ſmal ſil- 
rered coin which they call koupan pera, and which 
is brought over by the Dutch from Europe. 

The time of high water in this bay at full and 
change days, is about one o clock in the after- 
noon, the tide riſing fix feet perpendicular height. 

Our anchoring ſtation was 5» 27' 8' S. lat. 
190027” E. long. 

On the 9th in the afternoon we e weighed an- 
chor, and ſteering under full ſails to get out of 
the ſtrait of Bouton, we ſoon reached the open 
lea. ; | 
On the 11th we paſſed the ſtrait of Salayer. 
A great number of canocs and natives were ſeen 
upon the beach, others were ſailing towards 
Celebes. 2 

We caſt anchor ſeveral times along the coaſt 
of Madura, and on the atternoon of the 19th, in 
a bottom of reddiſh mud, at the depth of five 
fathoms, not far diſtant from the north-weſt point 
of the iſland, and at the entrance of the channel 
that leads to Sourabaya, one of the principal 
etabliſhments of the Dutch in the iſland of Java. 
As we intended to come to anchor there, a pin- 
nace had been diſpatched, about nine o'clock 


Efperance, to 3 a pilot who could conduct 
s through the channel. 
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Five days elapſed without our receiving any 
news of our pinnace. We were apprehenſive that 
ſhe had fallen in with pirates ; and, on the 23d, 
another was ſent out, upon the ſuppoſition that 
the former had not arrived at the place of her 
deſtination; for we could not have imagined that 
ſhe had been detained by the Dutch, who were 
well acquainted with the purpoſe of our expedi- 
tion : but on the 25th, we received a letter from 
the officer who had the command of the pinnace, 
acquainting us that he was detained priſoner by 
the Dutch, who were then at war with France. 
Soon, however, a meſſage was brought us from 
the Council of Sourabaya, informing us that in 
purſuance of the inſtructions which they had juſt 
received from Batavia, they were willing to at- 
ford us every aſſiſtance in their power; and on 
the 26th two pilots were ſent us. We were | 
obliged to caſt anchor ſeveral times before we 
could get into the roads of Sourabaya, where we

ziſt. We ſoon obtained permiſſion to reſide in 


the town of Sourabaya, where I procured a lodg-

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ing in the Poe of Meſſrs. Bawer and Stagh, 
who received me with the greateſt cordiality. 

NovEMBER 10th. The council revoked the 
permiſſion they had granted us, and all our com- 
pany were immediately obliged to return on 
board, with the exception of our invalids, to which 
number I belonged, the dyſertery having left me 
ina ſtate of extreme debility. Being now re- 
moved from the reſt of my fellow-ſufferers in this 
contagious malady, I was very much relieved by 
the uſe of purgatives, ſago, and ſkimmed milk ; 
and in a ſhort time completely recovered. 

It was high time that this captivity ſhould have 
an end; for the number of ſick perſons on board 
increaſed with alarming rapidity. Almoſt one 
half of the crew were attacked with dyſentery 
and contagious fevers, which did not abate of 
their violence till they had carried off ſeyeral of 


our men. At length the Council again granted 


the permiſſion which they had revoked a few days 
before, and we had the ſatisfaction of meeting 
again together in the town. 
The heat was exceſſive during the firſt days of 
our ſtay at Sourabaya. I was aſtoniſhed to ſee 
Reaumur's thermometer riſe to 270 but theſe 
burning heats were but of ſhort duration; for 
the change of the monſoon, which took place 
about the beginning of November, cauſed for 
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a conſiderable time, eſpecially in the afternoon, 
abundant falls of rain, which cooled the at mol. 
phere to ſuch a degree; that the thermometer 
did not ſtand higher than 229 or 230, in the hot: 
teſt part of the day. 

As ſoon as my health was a little re-eſtabliſhed 
I made frequent excurſions 1 in the environs of the 
town, and as far into the country as my ftrength 
permitted me. I had the pleaſure of ſeeing my 
collections of natural hiſtory encreaſe with a oreat 
number of ee which J had never before 
met with. 
| Moſt of the roads to a deat; diſtance 
from Sourabaya are ſhaded by hedges of bamboo, 
Others were incloſed between long avenues of 
mimuſops elengi, guillandina moringa, naucla ori 
entalis, hyb zſcus tiliaceus, &c. the ſhade of which 
produces a very falutary effect in this fervid cli 
mate. I was much ſurpriſed to ſee the laſt men- 
tioned tree ſend out branches from the whole 
length of its trunk, as far down as the root ; dit- 
fering in this reſpect from all of the ſame ſpecies, 
that I had ſeen in other places, but I ſoon ob- 
ſerved ſome of the Javaneſe employed in making 
inciſions very cloſe to each other in the bark of the 
trees with a large knife, and was informed that 
this operation has been practiſed here from time 


immemorial for the purpoſe of cauſing young 
ſhoots 
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boots to ſprout from the places cut in this man- 
ner. They always chooſe the rainy ſeaſon for per- 
forming this operation, as it ſucceeds with moſt 
certainty at that period. Vegetation is then ſo 


rapid in this climate, that a very ſhort time after : 
the inciſions had been made, I ſaw them filled 


with a vaſt number of young buds. The inha- 


bitants of this iſland are, however, in general, but 


little Killed in the agricultural arts. 

On the 12th of DEcEMBER, thoſe of us who 
were engaged in the purſuit of natural hiſtory, 
obtained permiſſion from the Governor of Soura- 
baya to viſit the mountains of Prau, ſituated at 


the diſtance of about 30,000 toiſes weſt-ſouth- 


weſt of the town. 


On the following day we ſet out for the village 


of Poron, ſituated near the foot of the mountains. 
The Javaneſe who carried our baggage, ſuſpended 
it to long poles of bamboo, each borne between 
the ſhoulders of two men. 

Having proceeded about 20,000 toiſes, WC ar- 
nyed at Sonde Kari, where we dined after the Ja- 
vaneſe faſhion with the chief of the village, who 


had ordered a ſumptuous repaſt to be prepared for 


us. It conſiſted of ſeveral diſhes of broiled fiſh, 
and the fleſh of buffaloes and horſes that had been 
preſerved, as we were told, for ſix months, by 
eing cut into thin ſlices, and dried in the ſun. 
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gave us a proof of his authority over the Java- 


| portion to the natives their daily taſks of labour. 
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All the diſhes were ſeaſoned very highly with pep- 
per, pimento and ginger. Rice ſerved us in the 
place of bread, and the entertainment concluded 
with a plentiful deſert of excellent fruit, 

We ſoon ſet forward on our journey, and were 
overtaken by a heavy rain, which put us to great 
convenience. A ſerjeant of the Dutch trooy 


neſe, who returned to the village we had left, by 
taking out of their hands the umbrellas which 
they had brought with them; none of them dar- 
ing to reſiſt. We did not know what he intended 
to do with them, till he came up and offered 
them to us, ſeying, that he thought it very pre- 
ſumptuous in theſe men to ſhelter themſelves 
from the rain, while they ſaw us expoſed to it; 
but to his great ſurpriſe, none of us would make 
uſe of the umbrellas, but defired him to return 
them to the owners. £4 
At length we arrived at the village of Poron, 
where we were received by the chief, who bears 
the title of Deman. His principal office is to ap- 


The country through which we had paſſed is 
vaſt plain, in which rice 1s principally cultivated. 
The plantations were already covered with ſi 0r 
eight inches of water, retained by the carthen 


mounds with which they were ſurrounded. 
Before

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Before we arrived at Sonda Kari, we had ob- 
ſerred large plantations of indigo. This article 
s principally cultivated in Java by the Chineſe, 
who have a much more extenſive acquaintance 
with the arts than the natives. 1 

We ſaw likewiſe ſeveral fields in which the 
ricinus communis was cultivated, from the ſeeds of 
which the Javaneſe extract a kind of lamp-oil. 

This plain contains alſo a few plantations of 
maize, ſugar canes, and the holcus ſorghum. 

We ſpent the night in a very neat houſe, built 
of bamboo, which ſtood cloſe by that of the De- 
man, 

14th. On the pllowing day we baited at the 
weſt extremity of the ſame village upon lands un- 
der the juriſdiction of the Tomogon of Banguil, 
who, though he reſided at the diſtance of more 


than' 7,500 toiſes from thence, came early in the 


morning to give orders to the inhabitants to pro- 


vide for our ſafety, and furniſn us with whatever 


catables we might want. 


The Tomogon was a man of much good ſenſe, 


ſpoke the Dutch language very well, and had a 
competent knowledge of the affairs of Europe. 


He was a Chineſe by birth, but had embraced 


the Mahometan religion 1 in order to obtain the 
title of Tomogon. 

We were extremely fatigued with the journey 
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we had made the preceding day upon the, fy! 
horſes common in this iſland. Their very hard 
trot galled us the more, as the ſaddles we were 
obliged to make uſe of were not ſtuffed, but con. 
fiſted of a very hard kind of wood, with a thick 
piece. of {kin glued on for their only covering, 
Befides, the Javaneſe ſtirrups were too ſhort for 
us, and could not be lowered, which rendered our 
poſture extremely uneaſy. We therefore went 
very little from our habitation during this day, 
but on the following (15th), we paſted over 4 
plain about 2,500 toiſes in length, and for the 
greater part already covered with water, before 
we arrived at the mountains of Prau. The To- 
magon of Banguil came to this place on horſe- 
back, accompanied by upwards of a hundred at- 
tendants, very well mounted. We found him 
inthe foreſt, where he waited for us; but, having 
probably very little idea of the ſimple mode in 
which naturaliſts chooſe to travel, he had mad: 
his men bring chairs with them for us to fit down 
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upon at the top of one of the mountains, from 
whence we had a view through the trees of a

great extent of country, which he told us was all 
in his dependency ; and, to impreſs it the more 
ſtrongly upon our minds, he immediately ordered 
the tops of ſeveral tek-trees to be ftruck off; but 


we ſaw with regret more than a hundred feet of 
| the 
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the trunks of theſe beautiful trees deſtroyed and 
ſacrificed to ſuch a momentary gratification. 
Peacocks were very common in theſe foreſts 
through which we rambled in every direction, and 
we ſhot ſeveral of them. Amongſt other plants, 
collected ſeveral beautiful ſpecies of varia, he- 
LAeres and bau/limia. | 
The natives were employed in clearing a fine 
piece of ground at the toot of the eaſtern moun- 
tains: The ſmaller trees they cut down with 


| axes; the larger they only ſtripped of their bark 


near the root, in order to make them decay. 
In the afternoon a diſtant ſound of thunder 
uſhered in a violent fall of rain, as is uſual at this 


ſeaſon, which compelled us to haſten back to our 


habitation. The Tomagon, before he returned 


to Banguil, repeated the orders he had already 


given to the natives, to provide for our ſafety and 
our. wants. 


On the following days we FRY the 1 


tans of Panangounan, penetrating into the terri- 
tory of the Emperor of Solo through vaſt foreſts 
of tek trees, under the ſhade of which the pan- 


cratium amboinenſe STCWW in abundance. Our | 


guides often expreſſed their fear of meeting with 
tigers, which, they told us, were very common 
in the thickets on the banks of the rivers, where 


they lie in wait for the animals that come to 


drink. 
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drink. We, however, met with none of the 
_ beaſts of prey. : 
The Javaneſe who accompanied us were ;1. 
moſt continually on horſeback, and did not dit. 
mount even in the moſt inacceffible parts of th 
foreſt; but whenever they ſaw the plant, called 
in their language kadiarankri, they immediately 
threw themſelves on their feet, and ran as faſt :: 
they were able to gather it, trying to outſtrip 
each other. Their eagerneſs raiſing our curioſity 
to know the cauſe of their valuing this plant ſo 
highly, we were informed that the knobs of its 


roots, dried and reduced to powder, were a power- | 


ful aphrodiſiac. It appears that theſe auxiliary 


medicines are much eſteemed amongſt this peo- 


ple, as, indeed, they generally are amongſt the in- 
habitants of hot climates. This paraſite plant i: 
only to be found upon the trunks of large trees. 
It was not yet at its period of fructification; 
however, it appeared to me to be a new ſpecies 
of the pot ſios. 

During theſe excurſions J killed Grd wild 
cocks, whoſe plumage was diverſified with a va- 


riety of colours of admirable brilliancy. Ther 


crowing, which we often heard in the midſt of 
the woods, led us at firſt to imagine that we were 
in the vicinity of ſome habitation, but we ſoon 


learnt to diſtinguiſh their note perfectly well

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tom that of the domeſtic cock. The comb of 
the wild cock 18 not red, but of a whitiſh colour, 
with a ſight tinge of violet, which grows ſome- 
what deeper towards the edges. The greater part 
of the ſwamps in the neighbourhood of our dwell- 


ing were covered with very large leaves of the 


umphea nelumbo, upon which we frequently ob- 


ſerved a ſpecies of bird ſimilar to that called 
parra finenſis; and admired the lightneſs with 


22555 it walked over the ſurface of the water, 
ſtepping with its long legs from one leaf to the

a ſmall diſtance weſtward of the village of 


nn we ſaw two coloſſal ſtatues, called by the 


Javaneſe redo, and in high vencration amongſt 
them. They were both hewn out of blocks of 
ſtone eleyen feet high; their drapery was very 
wide, and the phyſiognomy of the two heads bore 
a Moortſh character. To me it appeared pro- 
bable that theſe ſtatues had been erected in ho- 
nour of ſome of the Mooriſh conquerors of the 
Moluccas; but the natives could give us no in- 
| formation upon this head. Ls 
The Dutch ſerjeant who accompanied us was 
a paſſionate admirer of the muſic of the Javaneſe. 
Soon after our arrival at Porou, he ſent for a fe- 
male ſinger, whoſe ſhrill yoice was accompanied 
by two muſicians, who played every evening upon 
in{truments, 
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inſtruments, one of which reſembled a dul. 
mer, and the other a mandolin. Whilſt we dd 
employed in preparing and deſcribing our «1; 


i. Cs 
tions, we were obliged to hear, for ſeveral hon Urs 


together, this diſcordant muſic, which, howeyer 
| had always charms ſufficient to attract : great 


concourſe of the natives round the performers, 
All the airs were ſung in the Javaneſe lm. 


guage. They generally turned upon the ſuhje& 


of love, as our ſerjeant, who underſtood the Ju. 


vaneſe language perfectly well, interpreted them 


to us. He told us that theſe airs were all . 


prompt as thoſe ſung by the ſinging- women of 


Java generally are. Ours accompanied her voice 
with a variety of geſtures appropriate to the ſub- 
jeR, and eſpecially with certain movements of 
her fingers of very difficult execution, which 
were much applauded by the natives. If report 
does not do them injuſtice, theſe ſinging-women 
are not diſtinguiſhed by any extraordinary r1g1city 
of virtue. | 

On the 20th we returned to Sourabaya. 

Citizen Riche and I had formed a plan of 
ſpending ſome time among the mountains 0f 
Paſſervan, to which we had approached very nei! 
during our laſt excurſion. They are very high, 
and we had often heard their fertility much 


ſpoken of. Grain 18 aultivated there with great 
ſucceb, 
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ſacceſs. Many European fruit-trees likewiſe ſuc- 
ceed very well upon thoſe heights, on account of 

the mild temperature of their atmoſphere. It 
as neceſſary for us to procure a new order from 
the Governor before we could undertake this ex- 
pedition; but Dauribeau, who had offered to re- 
queſt it for us, brought us information that the 
Governor had ſhortly received new inſtructions 
from the Council at Batavia, according to which 
he could not permit us to go to any great diſtance 
from the town; a walk ot three or four hours, 
being all that was allowed us. I went ſeveral 
times to ſee a ſpring ſituated at the diſtance of 
about 7,500 toiſes to the weſtward. A great 
quantity of petroleum riſes to the ſurface of its 
vater, and is carefully collected by the inhabi- 
tants, who mix it with pitch. Abundance of 
pumice- ſtone is found in the ſurrounding country. 

Citizen Riche and I lodged in the ſame houſe. 
We generally went out together to purſue our 
relearches, and returned in the evening to Sou- 
rabaya with the new ſpecimens we had collected. 


[It was always with regret that we found our la- 


vours ſuſpended by the approach of night. But 
on the 19th of February 1794, about four o'clock 
in the morning, Chatcauvicux, the commandant 


of the place, came with a troop of thirty ſoldiers 


| under arms, to inform us, in the name of Dauri- 
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? [ to 


beau and the principal officers of our expediti 


On, 
that we were under arreſt. Shortly aft 


r weg 
learnt that feveral others of our companions had! 


ſhared the ſame fate, without being able to d. 


vine the cauſe of ſo arbitrary an act of au, 
rity; but we were ſoon informed that intel ligence 
which Dauribeau had received from Europe, lad 
determined him to hoiſt the white flag, ang "i 
himſelf under the protection of the Dutch, wh, 
were then at war with France. IIc had ung 
doubtedly already then formed the project, which 
he afterwards carried into execution, of {{! ung 
the veſſels of our ex :pedition, To inſure his ſu 


ceſs, it was neceſſary for him to get rid of all

thoſe perſons under him who he knew would 
ſtrongly difapprove of ſuch a meaſure. We wer 
therefore delivered into the hands of the Dutcld 

as priſoners of war, to the number of fern

Michel Sirot and Pierre Creno, ſervants on 
board the Eſperance, followed us in our proſcrip- 


tion. 
Dauribeau had robbed me of all my collections. 


When we left Sourabaya, I had intruſted to the 
are of Lahaie, the gardener, eleven bread-fruit 
trees, and an equal number of the roots and 
tems of this valuable plant, kept in clay in per- 
ſect preſervation, and fit to produce as many 
ſoung trees. He promiſed to take the beſt care 
of them, and gave me a receipt for the depoſit. 


The greater part of the crews were thrown into 


the priſons of the Tomagon of Sourabaya, from 


| whence they were taken out ſome time after, 


part to be ſent into thoſe of Batavia, and part to 
temain with Dauribeau. 

We left Sourabaya on the 24th of February. 

This town is ſituated in 7® 1Y 28” ſouth lat. 
110? 35” 43“ caſt long. 

The variation of the magnetic needle was 
2317 14” weſt, and the diſtance 259, 


After a long courſe of fatigue we at length ar- 


ned at Samarang, on the morning of the 11th 
March, 

the Commandant of the place immediately 
conducted us to Governor Overſtraaten. The 
borzrnor told us that the firſt ſurgeon. of the 
lolpital had got a lodging prepared for us, and 
'Y2 nt 
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ſent us to take poſſeſſion of it; but what ud. 
our ſurpriſe, when, having been introduced +, 
the ſurgeon, he led us into one of the ward. 
of his hoſpital, where he ſhewed us ſeven hea. 
which he ſaid had juſt been made ready for 0 
There was neither table nor chairs in this placc. 
It was in vain that we repreſented to him that | 
we were not ſick, and did not with to becom 
ſo by living in an hoſpital : his anſwer alway 
was, that, according to the orders of his Excel. 
lency the Governor, he had no other lodging to 
offer us. 

We were obliged at laſt to appeal to the G 
rernor, and to make him ſenſible, if poſſible, of 
the harſhneſs of ſuch a mode of proceeding with 
reſpect to men, who, upon their return from a 
long and toilſome expedition, undertaken for the 
advancement of the arts and ſciences, had a right 
to expect a better reception from a civilized na- 
tion. It was not, however, till after paricying 

for ſeveral hours, that the order for our inpri- 
ſonment in an hoſpital was reverſed. We were 
now permitted to live in the centre of the town, 
and this was our priſon. 

Some time after we obtained permiſſion to £0 
to the diſtance of about 2,500 toiſes from Sama- 
rang, but with the reſtriction that we ſhould not 
approach the ſca-coalt. 

During 
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During our march from Sourabaya to Sama- 


rang, I had been furpriſed to obſerve in the 


market places of ſeveral villages, ſhops where 
ſmall flat ſquares of a reddiſh clay, called by the 
inhabitants ana ampo, were expoſed for ſale. At 
firſt I imagined that they might be employed for 
fulling cloths ; but I ſoon obſerved the inhabitants 
chewing ſmall quantities of this clay, and they 
aſſured me that this was all the uſe they made of 
lt, 

Whilſt we were paſſing through the extenſive 
rice plantations at the foot of the mountains, the 
natives had frequently pointed out to us. fields of 
rice upon declivities too ſtcep to be able to retain 
the water. The rice cultivated in theſe places 
was of a ſpecies, that does not require an inun- 
dated ſoil to ſucceed perfectly well; but they only 
cultivate it in the ſeaſon when the land is daily 
drenched with COPIOUS rains. 

[ had already remarked upon ſeveral hills in 
the land of Java, a great number of cocoa-trees 
which were ſtripped of their leaves and dead at 
the root. It had appeared very ſingular to me to 
find ſo great a number within ſo ſmall a ſpace; 
but I was at length informed, by ſeveral of the 
inhabitants of the hills fituated at a little diſtance 
north-weſt of Samarang, where I ſaw many co- 
_ coa-trees in the ſame condition, that they had 
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been ſtruck by lightning, and they informed ne 
that the ſame circumſtance frequently ha; 
upon many other hills in the iſland. In fac, 
theſe high trees are particularly expoſed by thei; 
ſituation, to the terrible effects of the lightning. 
beſides, the ſap, with which they abound, con. 


tributes in a great degree to attract the electric 
matter. 


On the 5th of April, we were informed that ; 
packet was ſhortly to ſail from Batavia for Eu- 
rope. The Governor of Samarang was willins 
that two of us ſhould go to Batavia, to ſolicit 
permiſſion of the Regency for themſelves to re. 
turn in this veſſel. As we were all animated by 
the ſame deſire of reviſiting our native country, 
we agreed to caſt lots. The fortunate perſons 
were Citizens Riche and Legrand, and on the 
th of May they ſet out for Batavia. 

Twelve days after we received orders from the 
Governor of- Sa amarang, to go to the ſame place 
and there to wait for another opportunity of re- 
turning to France, than that of the packet abo 
mentioned ; for it was even very uncertun, we- 
ther or not Riche and Legrand would find a place 
in it. | 1 

Some of the Dutch who were intereſted abut 
us, informed us that the fleet, upon which 0

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to ſet ſail in leſs than ſix or ſeven months, and 
they aſſured us, that before that period it was not 
probable we ſhould meet with any other oppor- 
tunity of returning to our native country. The 
lyſentery which I had caught among the marſhes 
of Strait Bouton, made me apprehenſive that a 
relapſe would be produced by thoſe of Batavia, 
where the exhalations are {till more noxious, 
Pefides, the ſituation of Batavia is ſo pernicious 
| to Europeans, particularly during the firte year of 
their abode there, that out of every hundred fol- 
tiers who arrive there from Europe, twenty- 
four generally dic in the firſt year, and thoſe who 
become ſomewhat accuſtomed to the climate, 
fill remain in a languiſhing ſtate of health. 
Other Europeans who have all the conveniencies 
of life at their command, do not dic in ſo ter#1- 
Hing a proportion: but from the {mall allowance 
that was granted us as priſoners of war, we could 
not hope to be able to procure ourſelves any 
thing beyond the mere neceſſaries of life. 

Citizen Piron and myſelf obtained permiſſion 
to delay our departure for Batavia till the Dutch 


feet was juſt about to fail. Our companions in 


misfortune, Laignel, Ventenat, and Willauraez, 
lt off for that place; and as ſoon as they arrived 
there they were ſent to Fort Tangaran, more 
than 7,500 toiſcs diſtant from the town. Riche 
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and Legrand, inſtead of procuring a paſſage in 
the packet, which was immediately to ſet fail, 
had been exiled to Fort Anke. Howey er, about 


two months afterwards, they had the good for- 
tune to embark for Iſle de France, on board of 


a veſſel in which ſome priſoners taken from our 
privatcers were conveyed to that place. 
Dauribeau, not ſatisfied with having taken 
away my collections, requeſted of the Governor 
of Samarang, that the manuſcript which con- 
tained the obſervations I had made during the 
voyage in ſearch of Perouſe might likewiſe be 


taken from me. In vain I proteſted againſt this 
violation af the moſt ſacred ſpecies of property; 


Governor Overſtraaten gave orders, on the 28th 


of July, that my effects, to which the ſeal had 
been applied a month before, ſhould be ſearched; 


but fortunately my journal was not found. 
Dauribeau ſhortly after his arrival at Sama- 

rang, for the purpoſe of treating with the Go— 

vernor concerning the ſale of the veſſcls, dicd 


there on the 22d of Auguſt. 


As the time appointed or the failing of the 
Dutch fleet was at hand, Citizen Piron and my- 
ſelf ſet out for Batavia on the 31ſt. On board 
of the veſſel which conveyed us thither were ſeve- 
ral Javaneſe, one of whom was 1n irons. His 


unfortunate wife fat beſide him, having volun- 
| tarih 
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tarily choſen to follow him in his baniſhment. 
We were penetrated with compaſſion, when we 
heard from the mouth of this unhappy man the 
occation of his ruin. His name, he told us, was 


Piromongolo; he was of the village of Calibon- 


gou, in the dependency of the Government of Sa- 
marang. He had paid 350 rix dollars to become 


a freeman of that place, but was ſupplanted by 


another perſon, who offered a ſtill larger ſum for 
the ſame privilege; and thoſe who had received 
his money, inſtead of returning it to him, thought 
fit to put him out of their way by baniſhing him to 
Ceylon, where he was to be in the ſame confine- 
ment with many others of the inhabitants of the 
Moluccas, who are ſacrificed by the Dutch to 
their revengetul diſpoſition, or pretended politi- 
cal intereſts. Amongſt the injuries that had been 
heaped upon him, he had been accuſcd, he ſaid, 
of being a ſorcerer. Though he aſſured us, with 
a great deal of ſimplicity, that if he was one, he 
had never known any thing about it; but at any 
rate he was ſure that thoſe who had robbed him 
of his three hundred and fifty dollars, were a 
much more dangerous kind of ſorcerers than he. 

The falary which the different Governors of 
the Iſland of Java receive from the Dutch Com- 
pany very moderate; but then the abuſes are 
connyed at, which reſult from the very ample 
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the Commandant of the roadſtead conducted us 


1704. 
indemnification, Which the greater part make 
themſelves, by raiſing contributions upon the na- 
tives to a much greater amount than what they 
have to deliver into the magazines of the Com. 
pany, the ſurplus of which ney appropriate to 
their own profit. 

The Chinefe are almoſt the only perſons em- 
ployed here in the cultivation of ſugar. They 
ſcarcely make any other than ſugar- candy, which 
they are not allowed to ſell, except to the Gover- 
nor, who purchaſes it on the Company's account; 
but frequently he compels thefe unfortunate Chi- 
neſe to ſell it him at half the price which he 
makes the Company pay for it, though even they 


buy 1t at a comparatively low rate. 


The contributions which the Governors rc- 
ceive in ſpecie, are likewiſe a great ſource of profit 
to them, as they keep this money in their own 
hands, and pay the amount to the Company in 
paper. During my ftay in Java, their emolu- 


ments in this way amounted to twenty per cent, 


The nomination of the natives to different ot- 
fices, is likewiſe a ſource from whence the G0. 
vernors and Reſidents derive great profits. 

On the 2d of September we anchored in the 
roadſtead of Batavia, | _ 

4th. After we had remained two days on board, 


On 


ffluria. The marſhes of Anké, on the contrary, 
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on ſhore, and we were immediately conveyed to 
Fort Anke, diſtant not more than about 2,509 
toiſes from the town. The ſame chamber was 
allotted us, which our companions in misfortune, 
Riche and Legrand, had formerly occupied. 

We were ſurrounded on all fides by marſhes, 
which render this ſituation very unhealthy : it is, 
however, much leſs ſo than that of the town, 
where, at low water, the black mud collected in 
a great number of canals, is expoſed to the heat 
of the ſun, and exhales the molt peſtilential ef- 


were covered with a variety of plants, ſo cloſe to 
each other, that they preſented the appearance of 
fine meadows 1n full vegetation. A great num- 
ber of different kinds of graſſes, ruſhes, nelumbo, 
&. grew forth from the bottom of the ſtagnant 
water, and the interſtices between theſe plants 
were covered with large quantities of the prifia 
| fr atiotes, which, floating on the ſurface of the 
water by means of the ſmall air-bladders, with 
which its leaves are provided at their baſes, ab- 
ſorb a great quantity of the noxious vapours as 
taſt as they are exhaled from the mud, and change 
them, with the aid of the ſolar rays, as we know, 
into reſpirable air. This tranſmutation is affected 
by the pia more than by any other plant; for 
it is known by experiment to be ſo powerful a 

preventive 
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preventive of the decompoſition of ſtagnant wa. 
ter, that if fithes be put into a ſmall quantity 
of water, in which they would otherwiſe periſh 
in the courſe of a few days they may be preſerved 
alive for a long time, by covering its ſurface with 


| theſe ſingular plants, every one of which occu- 


pies a ſpace of about nine ſquare inches. 

Theſe marfhes are haunted by the enormous 
ferpent known by the name of boa conflrictor. 
One of theſe ſnakes came regularly every five or 
ſix days, and ſtole one of the fowls from a hen- 
coop belonging to a pubhcan in the neighbour- 
hood of Fort Anke, with whom we were allowed 
to take our meals. This publican was a very ſe- 
vere maſter ; for, whenever he miſled one of his 
fowls he always taxed an old ſlave, who had the 
care of his hen-coop, with diſhoneſty ; and for 
every one that diſappeared, he ordered fifty ſtrokes. 
of a ratan to be inflicted without mercy upon the 
unfortunate wretch ; but one day the thief having 


| frallowed a very large ben, found himſelf fo 


ſtuffed with his meal, that he could not get out 
of the coop by the hole through which he had 


entered; and the ſlave revenged himſelf for the 
chaſtiſement he had received by cutting the ani- 


mal in pieces. The fowl, which was taken out 
of his ſtomach, had been ſwallowed down hcad- 


foremoſt, and had as yet undergone no change in 
its 
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ts ſubſtance. This ſerpent was but of a middling 
ze, being only twelve feet in length; but a few 
days afterwards the natives killed one at a ſmall 
diſtance from this place, which meaſured forty 
feet. It appeared that this animal did not uſe to 
prey upon fowls ; for they found in his ſtomach 
a kid that weighed thirty pounds. 

The river that runs at the foot of Fort Anke 
is frequented by alligators. One day I faw a very 
large one advance towards a company of boys 
who were ſwimming in the river. He immedi- 
ately ſeized one of them and diſappeared under 
the water: nevertheleſs, a few days after another 
company of boys came to bathe in the ſame place. 

During the laſt months of our ſtay at Anke, 
four officers of the French privatcer Le Modeſte 
were confined in the ſame fortreſs, and alleviated 
the tediouſneſs of our captivity by their company. 
They had been made priſoners of war on board 
of a Dutch veſſel, ſhortly after they had made 
prize of her. 

The Major of the place, who viſited us very 
frequently, informed us of the death of Giradrin, 
purſer to the Recherche, who was diſcovered tg 
be a woman, as we had ſuſpected from the be- 
einning of the voyage. An impulſe of curioſity 
kems to have been her principal motive for em- 
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barking in this expedition. She had leſt 3 very 
young child behind her in France. 

The corvette La Nathalie, having Citizen 
Riche on board, had been diſpatched from 14+ 
de France to Batavia in order to demand cr 
veſſels from the Regency; but, after ſhe had ar- 


rived in the roads, ſhe was detained for fue 


months under the cannon of two Dutch ſhips of 


war, and all that ſhe could obtain was to fail back 
with thoſe - perſons belonging to our expedition 
who were in confinement, and ſome other French 
priſoners of war. 

At length, on the 29th of March 1795, We 
ſet ſail- for the Iſle de France. . 


It was high time for me to be releaſed from 


my confinement amongſt the marthes of Fort 


Anke, as I had laboured already more than a 
month under a dyſentery, which was making 
very rapid progreſs. But as ſoon as I was removed 
into a purer air, my malady diminiſhed from day 


to day. 


On the 18th of May we arrived at Ille 0 le 
France. I made frequent excurſions among the 
mountains, where I obſerved a great variety of 
natural productions. 

I had long been waiting tor an oppor rtunity of 


returning to my native country, when at Ic neth 
General 


Mar.] OF LA PEROUSE, 313 


General Malartic diſpatched the Minerva to 
France, under the command of Citizen Laignel, 
one of my compantons :n misfortune. I embarked 
in this veſſel, which ſailed from Iſle de France on 
the 20th of November. 

It is remarkable, that during a run of upwards 
of 600,000 toiſes weſt-north-weſt, from 25 N. 
at. and 319 W. long. we found the ſea covered 
with a prodigious quantity of = natans, which 
indicate the exiſtence of ſome very extenſive 
banks upon which this ſfea-weed is produced. 
This is a ſubject well worthy of the inveſtigation 
of navigators. 


On the 12th of March 1796, we caſt anchor 


at the Ifle of Bar, from whence I ſoon returned 
to Paris. . 

Soon after I arrived in that city, I was inform- 
ed that my collections of natural hiſtory had 
been ſent to England. The French Government 
immediately put in their claim for them, which, 


being ſupported by Sir Joſeph Banks, Prefident 


of the Royal Socicty of London, with all the ex- 
ertions that were to have been expected from his 
known love for the ſciences, I ſoon had the 1a-

tisfaction of finding myſelf again in poſſeſſion of 


the requiſite materials, for making known to the 
world the natural productions which I had diſ- 
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covered in the different countries we had viſited 
during the courſe of our expedition. 
The bread-fruit plants which I left in the cu. 
tody of the gardener Lahaie, were tranſported, 
with ſeveral others which he had cultivated, ta 
Hle de France; from whence ſome have been ſent 
to Cayenne, and others to Paris, where they are 
depoſited in the hot-houſes of the Botanical Gar- 
den.
